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INTRODUCTION. 


“HE Trades Union Congress of 1902 has been held under favourable 

(6 circumstances, and, like others that have preceded it, it has marked an 
important epoch in the history of the Trade Union movement. Congresses 

come and Congresses go, leaving behind them lessons to be learned, 
responsibilities to be borne, and new duties to be undertaken. Thirty-tive 
Annual Congresses have now passed the limits of time, and have taken their 
place within the precincts of history. Hach Congress forms an important land- 
mark in industrial politics, and when taken ag a whole they indicate the rapid 
march of the working classes from a condition of comparative thraldom towards 
the attainment of the ideals of Labour which are comprised in the terms, ‘‘a 
living wage,’ ‘‘full legislative protection,” and ‘‘an adequate and equal repre- 
sentation in Imperial Parliament and on local governing bodies.’’ It is interesting 
and encouraging to inquire into the progress made by the Trade Union movement 
during the last thirty-five years, and although more could have been desired, yet 
it is impossible for any impartial investigation to be made into this subject 
without arriving at the conclusion that much has been done of a distinctly 
encouraging character. Thirty-five years ago the Labour movement was dis- 
regarded, its leaders ignored, and its influence nil. To-day Trade Unionism 
is a power in the country, its leaders are respected, and its foundation principles 
are carefully considered on every hand. ‘Thirty-five years ago Labour’s voice 
was almost inarticulate in Parliament, on local governing bodies, and also on 
the magisterial bench. To- -day Labour’s representatives are to be found by 
the hundred on local governing bodies, by scores on the magisterial bench, 
and by thirteen or fourteen direct Labour Members in the House of Commons. 
| ‘Thirty-five years ago there was practically no Mines Regulation Act, an imperfect 
Factory Act, no laws regulating our railways so far as safety is concerned, no 
Truck Act worthy of the name, and no Workmen’s Compensation Act. To-day 
| we have improved’ mining legislation, a fairly good Factory Act, moderate 
| regulations in regard to safety on our railways, a great improvement in our 
laws in regard to Truck,” a valuable instalment in reference to ‘‘ workmen’s 
' compensation for injuries,” in addition to many other valuable reforms affecting 
| the interests of Labour. The success of the past ought to act as a stimulus 


fe 
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and an inspiration at the present and in the future, and the keynote which 
was sounded at the London Congress is clear and unmistakable, namely, that 
the primary and most important weapon that the industrial classes can use 
at the present time is to secure a large body of Labour representatives in the 
House of Commons to voice and give effect to the rising hopes of the present 
generation of workers, with a view of ameliorating the lot of the industrial

WELCOME TO LONDON. 


The Thirty-fifth Session of the Trades 
Union Congress was opened at the Hol- 
born Town Hall, London, on Monday, 
September ist, 1902, under the presi- 
dency of Mr. W. C. Steadman, L.C.C., 
(Chairman of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee).

Congress which we hope may have further 
good effects of this kind.

The CHarrRMAN then addressed the dele- 
gates, and in giving them a hearty welcome 
to London said he regretted that the 
weather so far had not been as favourable 
as was the future outlook on their cause. 
It was 21 years since the last Trades 
Union Congress was held in London. He 
himself was a delegate at that Congress, 
but little thought on that occasion he should 
be occupying the proud position of President 
of the Congress now being held. After 
making sympathetic allusion to the many 
grievous ljosses sustained by the Trade 
Union movement in the death of well-known 
champions of the cause, the Chairman) 
expressed pleasure at the presence of Mr. 
George Shipton on the platform, with whom 
he had worked shoulder to shoulder for 20° 
years. He next alluded to the great changes 
which had of late years taken place in the 
civic life of the Metropolis, at the head of 
which must be placed the formation of the 


London County Council. They had on that — 
Council eight representatives of Labour, — 


| 


\ 
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each one of whom had made his mark in 
the Trade Union movement. They had set 


) the pace so far with the aid of their 


colleagues ou bebalf of the Labour move- 
ment and Labour principles generally, and 
they had with them that morning the 
Chairman of the London County Conncil, 
Sir John McDougall, whom he had pleasure 
in asking to welcome the delegates. 

Sir JoHN McDouaGatt, at the outset of his 
remarks, expressed the great pleasure which 
it gave him to come before the delegates in 
order to extend to them the very heartiest 
welcowe to the great Metropolis of London. 
He understood that the Congress had been 
held iu many cities and boroughs, and he 
believed on those occasions they had 
generally been met hy a gentleman wearing 
a robe, a cocked hat, and possibly a mace- 
bearer to take him in. There was nothing 
of that kind that morning. The London 
County Council made no show, it only asked 
to be judged by its work. Not ovly had 
he (the speaker) no chain and no clothes of 
wonderful texture to show them; he was 
unable even to render them pecuniary 
assistance as from the London County 
Council to help them in their labours. The 
London County Council had no money to 
give anyoue for individual purposes, it could 
only be spent for the bevefit of the rate- 
payers. He did not beiieve that one single 
penny had been spent by the London 
County Council for the beuefit of one single 
individual. He thought it was perfectly fair 
that a working man should say “I want 
the very best price I can get for my com- 
modities.” But the firm was short-lived that 
did not Give the best quality for the best price. 
It was necessary that that grand nation of 
theirs—he understood that they represented 
a million and a-half of workers—should 
recognise that the principles to aim at were 
a living wage, excellence of workmanship, 
and a fair amount turned out by every 
labourer. He was glad to know that tha 
delegates were to debate what was best 
for the working men; for what was really 
best for them must be best for the nation 
at large. He heartily welcomed them to 
London. 

Mr. Grecory (chairman of the London 
Trades Council) welcomed the delegates on 
behalf of that body. He said that the in- 
terest of the present Congress was increased 
by the awkward position in which Trade 
Unionists had been placed by recent deci- 
sions in the lawcourts. He hoped that the 
deliberations of the delegates might lead to 
the discovery of a way out of the difficulty, 
and help to restore Trade Unionism to the 
position which the Legislature intended it 
to occupy, and which Trade Unionists them- 
selves had hitherto thought it did occupy. 
They were glad to know that the present 


Congress was one of the largest and most 
representative that had ever been held. A 
good many hard things had been said in the 
Times and other papers about their move- 
ment and their principles, but those things 
had been said by people who knew nothing 
of the subject, and, moreover, by people who 
had never been guilty of doing a bit of 
productive work in their lives. He hoped 
the delegates would be able to return 
to their homes feeling that they bad done 
good work for their constituents, and at the 
same time that they would be able to take 
away pleasant recollections of London. 

Mr. JAMES Macpbonatp (secretary of the 
London Trades Council) also bade the dele- 
gates welcome. They bad not, he said, yet 
reached the stage when their pious opinions 
and resolutions had become statute law, 
but they were confident that every year 
saw the opinion and the resolutions of the 
Trades Congress being more and more con- 
sidered by politicians and Press. 


STIRRING SPEECH BY JOHN BURNS. 


Mr. JoHN Burns, M.P., who was received 
with loud cheering, said he sincerely 
trusted that the deliberations of the dele- 
gates might advance the aims they had at 
heart, and so result in the general im- 
provement of the vast community they 
represented with so much credit. To him 
the presence of Sir John McDougall at that 
Congress indicated a civic revival too long 
absent fromthe City of London. It denoted 
a sympathy with Labour that London had 
not witnessed before the creation of the 
London County Council, and registered the 
social ideals of a great citizenship, which 
revived the conditions of former times, 
when, in the 14th and 15th centuries, the 
London apprentice played a worthy and 
noble and dignified part in the City’s 
struggles for political, civic, and industrial 
amelioration. The presence of the County 
Council’s Chairman also served as a 
reminder that unity in the workshop must 
be backed up by combination in the 
municipalsphere. Both of these were good 
forms of unity; but, if they were to be 
effective, they mustin turn be supplemented 
by Parliamentary representation. By the 
agency of the workshop and the municipal 
authority they could utilise Parliament to 
develop to the full the capabilities of the 
municipality to lighten the load of the poor 
It might be that they might do worse 
during the next few years than copy the 
tolerant, practical, useful work that the 
Labour group of the London County Council 
had been able to doin combination with the 
sympathetic men of all religions and all 
views of politics on those municipal 


problems which did not divide them as 


the political problem did. He cordially 
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welcomed the delegates to London, and 
‘bespoke for that vast City their sympathy, 
their charity, and perhaps their pity. 
Perhaps some of them thought that London 
was hopeless from the point of view 
of politics and industrial amelioration. 
That was not so. He knew of uno city full 
of more noble traditions and splendid 
memories, greater efforts for the poor, and 
forlorn hopes on behalf of the disinherited. 
He knew of no city of nobler men of all 
classes and grades. He knew no city 
that had produced greater workers, more 
capable of self-sacrifice for the poor of 
the country than London. They met at a 
critical time. Trade was on the decline; 
wages were beginning to fall. The 
Press was more bitter against them than 
formerly. Parliament was often unsympa- 
thetic; and the law, with heavy strokes, 
was descending upon them, and not 
with strict impartiality. Public opinion 
in certain quarters was heading against 
them. Their business must therefore be 
to head off the stream of reaction. They 
must refute the libels of the T2mes—the 
misrepresentation of a Press that was 
only loyal to its tradition of years ago. 
They must so focus their aim, so express 
their object, and so formulate their de- 
mands that the depth of their grievances 
and misery should be the justification for 
all their actions in that place, where 
Labour, inarticulate no longer, was deter- 
mined that its grievances should be re- 
moved. They must not, as workmen, 
make the mistake that some other 
classes had made. Let them take a broad, 
tolerant, comprehensive view of work 
in the industrial sphere. Some people 
were saying there was a tendency on the 
part of the Trade Union movement to be 
over specialised. This was not true. The 
Trade Union tempered to the industrial 
shorn lamb the biting wind of the com- 
petitive blast. Their trade responsibility, 
their industrial solidarity, and _ their 
technical esprit de corps made them what 
they were—the best working class in the 
world, without whom this country could 
not be as rich, as strong, and as great as 
it was. Signs were not wanting that 
their organisation was regarded as a 
menace both politically, socially, and 
commercially. That was a foolish and 
impotent view taken by unscrupulous 
politicians. He believed the delegates 
would direct their discussions towards dis- 
covering how a more equitable distribution 
of wealth might be made to the labourer 
while at work; and, when prematurely 
aged by overwork and overcrowding and 
under-feeding, that he might have at least 
as much consideration shown to him as 
was shown to the man who burned farms 


and went to war in the destruction of that 
which the workers in their peaceful in- 


dustry had with so much labour produced. | 


Shelly had said of London :— 


‘¢London, that great sea whose ebb and flow 
Vomits its wrecks and still howls on for more, 
Yet in its depths what treasure! ”’ 


You are here, concluded Mr. Burns, seeking 
not for goldfields, not for territory, but for 
that human treasure that exalts the finder, 
and from whose accumulated wealth springs 
happiness and delight to all who come 
within its influence. I have seen many 
Congresses, but none which I have admired 
more than this peripatetic Parliament of 
Workers that now makes the modest 
demand that Labour shall come by its 


own, that it shall have reasonable treat-— 


ment; that Magna Charter shall apply to it 
equally as to others; that it shall maintain 


the right to combine and agitate and . 


organise, so that in years to come her 
children will say that the Trades Union 


Congress of 1902 marked an epoch, because ~ 


it registered by the unions the taking up of 
the challenge thrown down that Labour 
shall be smashed and combination over- 
thrown, so that the large aggregation in 
former times of wealth in the hands of 
unscrupulous men shall lead to the re- 
introduction into this country of ours 
Slavery under the mask of Freedom, in- 
dustrial Oppression under the mask of 
Liberty. You must tear this mask off, the 
re-barbarisation of industry must be 
opposed. You want no privileges, but 
justice before the law, so that the working 
man may reap the reward of his industry 
with greater fulness than so far he has been 
permitted to do. 

Mr. W. R. Cremer, M.P., congratulated 
the Congress on its extraordinary growth 
in size and influence during the past 30 
years. He was convinced that its debating 
power had likewise increased. Thirty years 
ago it was difficult to find speakers at their 
meetings. Now their speakers were as 
numerous as. candidates for Parliament. 
This pointed to the fact that the workers 
had qualified themselves by education to 
sit side by side with those who had 
already found their way to St. Stephens, 
and he hoped that many more Labour 
representatives could be returned to Parlia- 
ment at the next general election. 

Alderman ©. W. Bowerman  (vice- 
chairman of the Parliamentary Committee) 
proposed a hearty vote of thanks to the 
speakers for their cordial reception. No 
doubt, he said, many provincial delegates, 
accustomed to be welcomed by the Mayor 
or other representative official in robes of 
some kind, were a little surprised at the 
appearance of Sir John McDougall in 
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ordinary attire; but the good work he had 
done for the London County Council had 
invested him with a dignity and a nobility 
which neither gown nor gold chain could 
intensify. His “sympathy with the Labour 
questions or as Chairman of the Council 
was as great as it was pleasing. With 
regard to John Burus, he had heard him 
make mauy speeches, but he had never 
listened to one more vigorous than he had 
delivered that day. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that it was out 
of no disrespect to other gentlemen that 
further names had not been included in the 
list of speakers. The Reception Committee 
had decided to ask Mr. Cremer and Mr. 
Burns to address them because they were 
the only London Labour Members of Par- 
liament. 

Sir Jonn McDoveatu briefly acknow- 
ledged the vote of thanks.

AMERICAN FRATERNAL GREETING.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The Presipent then delivered the 
following address, which was _ inter- 
rupted with frequent emphatic expres- 
sions of approval :— 


In opening the business of the Con- 
gress, | wish to say a few words upon 
the importance of this gathering assem- 
bled here to-day. Since we last met at 
Swansea much work has been done by 
your Parliamentary Committee; upon 
that it is not my intention to go into 
details, for their report speaks for itself. 
Conferences have been held of a most 
satisfactory character on the questions 
of Old-Age Pensions, Education, and 
the Corn Tax. The retrospect, how- 
ever, from a Parliamentary point of view 
has not been a bright one. 


THE EDUCATION QUESTION. 


Not a single measure of benefit to 
the working classes was put upon the 
Statute Book during the past session ; 
on the contrary, the Education Bill of 
the Government is a decidedly reac- 
tionary measure; no provisions are 
made for any improvement in the way 
of elementary education. Under our 
present system an attempt is made 
to feed the brain while the body is 
starved, the result being that children 
are stunted in their growth and physi- 
cally incapable, not having the requisite 
capacity or ability either physical or 
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intellectual to fight the hard battle of life. 
Our asylums to-day are full of such, who, 
if in their young days had been properly 
cared for by the State, might now have 
been earning an honest livelihood for 
themselves instead of being a burden on 
the rates. The Bill abolishes School 
Boards, and places the schools under the 
Municipal and Borough Councils, with 
power to nominate a given number to 
form a Schools Committee, they in 
turn having the power to co-opt other 
members—this in itself being a blow 
to democratic representation, an inter- 
ference with the right of citizenship, 
and publie control stunted and arrested. 
As the Bill was drafted it proposed to 
do nothing for secondary education, it 
placed no responsibility for it on the 
authorities which it created, but re- 
stricted itself to the expression of a 
pious wish. The Bill was, however, 
slightly amended in its Committee stage 
by the introduction of provisions that will 
enforce the maintenance of a certain 
standard of efficiency in secondary edu- 
cation. Hven this concession gives no 
answer to the pressing question as to 
how secondary education may be brought 
within the reach of the children of the 
industrial classes. Our greatest defi- 
ciencies are in secondary education and 
the higher branches of technical train- 
ing; that which Germany has enjoyed 
for years past we have still to fight for 
and to face the fact that it will take us 
years to remodel our secondary and 
higher education, to put ourselves on a 
level with that country. The moral and 
intellectual advance of our people de- 
pends on the spirit and success with 
which we face the situation: technical 
schools we may have, but they only 
give at the most some smattering of the 
scientific teaching, and that in the 
evening. One authority for all grades 
of education is an ideal to work for ; 
the one authority of this Bill is an im- 
posture. Chaos will be the most prob- 
able result. Representation should go 
with taxation. Under this Bill the 
management of our schools will be a 
farce. Every principle of justice, 
equality, and common honesty is violated 
by the Bill. No measure can be re- 
garded as satisfactory to us that does 
not provide one authority directly elected 
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by the people for all educational purposes 


nd free from sectarian bias. 


THE TAXATION OF FOOD. 


Last year the people’s food was taxed 
by the duty on sugar. This year it is 
the people’s bread—an essential article 
of food to all, especially to the very poor, 
who form at least one-quarter of the 
whole population. By the reimposition 
of the Corn Tax the Government has un- 
done the great work of Peel, Gladstone, 
Cobden, and Bright. This tax is 
essentially a poor man’s tax, because 
bread is by far the chief article of 
diet to himself and family. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his 
Budget speech, stated distinctly that 
the tax was required to meet the in- 
crease in the permanent peace expendi- 
ture. We now know it is not a tem- 
porary tax to pay for the war, but a 
permanent tax to meet the ordinary 
expenditure of the country, and the real 
effect will be to relieve the rich at the 
expense of the poor. It is impossible 
to estimate the total sum that will be 
levied on the prime necessity of life 
through this tax. Bakers have already 
increased the price of bread, and this 
tax, like others, must fall upon the 
consumer. The wage earner to-day 
who has to pay heavy rents for house 
room of the poorest description will find 
it harder still from his scanty earnings 
to supply his family with sufficient food. 


Two years ago the tax on tea was in- 


creased. Tea, sugar, and bread form a 
large proportion of the food of the peo- 
ple, and should be as free from taxation 
as the air we breathe. Wages are not 
increased by the tax, and its result 
must therefore be a diminution in the 


food of the poor—already insufficient 


to maintain health and strength. In 
the year ending March, 1898, the tax 
revenue of the United Kingdom was 
£90;,000,000. Of this total £50,000,000 
was raised by taxes on commodities. 
These figures prove that the poor are 
over-taxed, The only thing that work- 
men have to sell is their labour; every- 
thing else they have to buy. The only 
class that will benefit by the tax is the 
landlord, and the workers will have to 
pay. The rich man will not feel the 
B 


Corn Tax at all, but the people will feel 
it most severely, because a small tax on 
a staple article of diet like bread repre- 
sents a good deal from their scanty 
incomes. ) 

OLD-AGE PENSIONS. 

The joint conference of Trade Union- 
ists and co-operative societies held in 
January last to discuss the question of 
old-age pensions was in every way a 
success. Principles were agreed upon 
and accepted at the Annual Congress of 
the Co-operators and I trust by us 
during the week. The Right Hon. J. 
Chamberlain stated that the result of 
our conference was distinctly hurtful to 
the cause, and no such scheme was ever 
likely to be accepted. The Trade Unions 
and co-operative societies are the two 
most powerful bodies of Labour in this 
country, and the acceptance or rejection 
of our scheme by any Government de- 
pends more upon ourselves than anyone 
else. 

The same right hon. gentleman 
stated a few weeks back that had the 
war cost double what it did the country 
was rich enough to pay it. If that isso, 
there should not be any trouble for the 
nation to find the money to pension 
the worn-out veterans of the industrial 
army. The total amount of Poor 
Rates raised during the past year was 
£26,360,056. Much of this might be 
saved and put to a better use bya general 
scheme of old-age pensions. This is 
nota newproblem. Carlyle and Dickens 
both devoted much attention to the con- 
sideration of this subject. In the main, 
people are poor because of conditions 
over which they have no control. The 
present Government has given us ample 
justification for this demand by their 
grants in aid to landlords and others; 
so also should grants in aid be made for 
this purpose. I regret that up to the 
present the great friendly societies have 
not determined to join in with us on 
this question. We, however, must con- 
tinue the agitation until such times as 
the endowment of old age has been 
secured. 

THE HOUSING QUESTION. 

The housing question is now more 
acute than ever, municipalities are put 
to a disadvantage in putting part 3 of

the 1890 Act into operation in conse- 
quence of the heavy price they have 
in most cases to pay for land. The 
problem will never be solved until we 
have a Parliament prepared to deal in a 
drastic manner with the land question. 
It increases in value through the in- 
dustry of the people and not through 
the merit of the landlord, yet the more 
we increase its value through industry 
the more he makes us pay for it. Land 
should be taxed on its full commercial 
value; this would have the effect of 
bringing into the market surplus land 
suitable for building purposes at a cheap 
rate. Slum owners should be punished 
for charging rents for unhealthy dwell- 
ings. Excessive rents affect our pockets, 
insanitary conditions and overcrowding 
affect our health and shorten our lives, 


THE ‘‘ TIMES’? AND TRADE UNIONISM. 


Under the heading of ‘Crisis in 
British Industry,” a series of articles 
appeared in the 72mes newspaper where- 
in all manner of charges were brought 
against the Trade Unionist. Is Trade 
Unionism destructive of British indus- 
try? I venture to think not; if it 
were we would naturally expect to find 
in those trades or industries where 
unionism was particularly powerful the 
strongest symptoms of decay, and the 
reverse in those trades and industries 
where unionism is but a feeble force. 
Thus shipbuilding should be in a state 
of decay, engineering and the building 
trades much the same because of the 


strong unions in those industries; but, . 


as a matter of fact, those trades have 
rarely enjoyed a decade of more general 
prosperity than they have done during 
the one just ended. Can the same be 
said of the agricultural industry ? Trade 
Union influence in that sphere has been 
practically nil. The output from British 
shipbuilding yards is 75 per cent. of the 
whole world’s production, while we 
only produce about one-fourth of the 
bread stuffs consumed in Britain, whilst 
cultivable land is in abundance on every 
hand anid labour all too plentiful, neither 
of which it pleases the landowners to 
employ to produce food. Yet Trade 
Unionists do not insist that this is due to 
the machinations of the leaders of the 
agricultural interest, nor even to the 


a 


imbecility of the farmer class in listen,, 
ing to wicked agitators whose onl: 
desire is to obtain or to retain comfort 
able berths for themselves. On the), 
contrary we recognise that it might be * 
to the nation’s advantage to exchange 
some of our products for the products 
of other countries. We have no desire 
to bolster up an industry that can only . 
be kept going at the expense of the 
national welfare. We seek to establish 
a minimum wage below which no worker a 
should be compelled to work. The ‘s 
Miners’ Federation of Great Britain g 
and others have set an example in this 
respect which ought to be followed by 
all the unions of the country. Possibly 
this might mean the weeding out of 
some of the sweating trades that exist, 
because human labour can be had at a 
price which only allows the worker : 
a standard of living that the meanest 

Kaftir in South Africa would refuse to 

accept in return for his services. 


If the governing classes can look with 
indifference upon the decline of our 
national food supply, surely the workers 
may be allowed to be equally indifferent 
to the possible extinction of certain 
sweating industries. A curious point to 
be noted in connection with this question 
is that whilst Germany is pointed out as 
being one of our greatest rivals, Trade 
Unionism in that country has increased 
tremendously. Denmark is perhaps the © 
most prosperous country of all judged | 
by the standard of comfort obtained by ' 
the people. Yet that is the country 
above all others (England not excepted) 
that stands out as being the best organ- 
ised from a Trade Union point of view 
in the whole world. Even were it true : 
that Trade Unionism was destructive  . 
of British commercial supremacy as 
laid down by the Times, we may lay 
this flattering unction to our souls that 
the causes that brought about the danger 
is at work with our rivals, only more so. 





THE LEGAL POSITION OF TRADE UNIONS. 


The legal status of Trade Unions has € | 
engaged the serious attention of your 
Parliamentary Committee for the past 
twelve months. The result of their 
labours you have already received. 
Through the action of the Labour 
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organisations into companies. 
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Members in the House of Commons, 
Sir Charles Dilke and others (to whom 
our thanks are due), a debate took place 
on a motion moved by Mr. Beaumont. 
From the attitude adopted by the 
Government, it is clear we _ have 
nothing to expect from them, not even 


~ a Select Committee of Inquiry; and 


the judge-made Jaw which Sir Robert 
Reid declared to be contrary to the law 
is still to remain. It is obscure because 
of the recent decisions about picketing, 
and what used to be considered legal 
until 1898 is now an unlawful act. 
Peaceful persuasion ought notand should 
not bea breach of the law. An employer 
has the right to entice men away from 
the union; we should have the same 
right to entice men away from the 
employer. Where we are now no one 
precisely. knows; and while the law 
remains in its present condition, during 
the time of a strike, so far from our 
unions being in a position of privilege, 
they are likely to be sued by the 
employers and have heavy damages 
awarded against them. 


Modern industrial society is based 
upon freedom, and it is a serious matter 
for our organisations that this should 
be now challenged by the Law Courts, 
as it has been in certain recent judgments. 
In order to evade the law, I am not a 
believer in unions investing their funds 
out of this country, or turning their 
Rather 
let us face facts as we find them in a 
bold and honest manner and go right 
out for an alteration of the law. In 
order to secure this we shall have to 
reconstitute the House of Commons. 


WANTED: A GREAT LABOUR PARTY. 


In the past Trade Unionists have only 
studied the industrial side of the question. 
The time has now arrived, if we are to 
hold our own, for us to pay moreattention 
to the political side, and not only make 
ourselves a great industrial but also a 


political force in the country. Our influ- 


ence was clearly felt on Mr. Beaumont’s 
resolution, when the Government’s 
majority was only 29—even one of their 
own whips voting against them. We 


must build up a great Labour Party 


in Parliament from the ranks of the 


~ 


“opposed 


Trade “Unionists, and I am glad to 
find so many societies moving in this 
direction. I heartily congratulate our 
colleague, Mr. Shackleton, on his un- 
return for Clitheroe. The 
interest of Labour furnishes the only 
true foundation of the nation’s well- 
being. Nothing is more important 
than to know how to educate the or- 
ganised power of the Trade Unionists 
of this country for the promotion of 
the interest of Labour, and, in order 
that this may be done, they must be- 
come a great political factor in the 
affairs of the nation. 


A PLEA FOR UNITY. 


It becomes every day more pressing 
upon us that we should use the power 
that we already possess in our own 
interest and that of our class. For this 
reason I plead for toleration and unity 
of action among all sections of political 
thought represented at this Congress. 
Our opponents show a consistency of 
purpose in studying class interests which 
we Should do well to follow. 

Much of the business coming before 
the Congress has been discussed year 
after year; yet if our movement was 
what it should be, it ought to have 
been the law of the land ere this. 
Thank God peace has been declared at 
last, and may we hope that with the 
end of the war so also the craving for 
Imperialism and Militarism which in 
its turn means conscription and a 
heavier burden of taxation upon the 
working classes. The interests of 
Labour are peace, prosperity, and the 
levelling up of all sections of society to 
the highest standard of efficiency and 
material well-being. Let our ideal in life 
be one on behalf of humanity... Nations 
have built empires; a city is not under- 
stood by the walls that surround it, but 
by the men who dwell within it. It 
should be our duty to build an empire 


consisting of men working together for 


the common good and the uplifting of 
its inhabitants. Capitalistic trusts, with 
their power of controlling not only 
labour but the consumer as well, will 
be the means of driving thousands into 
our ranks that are now outside; for 
only a very shallow observer of social 
and economic history can be blind to 
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the services performed by the Trade 
Unions. By them we have been able 
to secure some of the share of the 
profits gained by the development of 
our trade. The independence of the 
workman in relation to his employer 
has also been secured, and these results 
are due to the organised efforts of the 
workers themselves. Trade Unions 


have a moral as well as an economic © 


effect. By them we are schooled and 
educated in thrift, self-restraint, and the 
practical wisdom of social politics, and 
if working men are to free themselves 
from the fetters with which capital 
has bound them, it must be by their 
own efforts. If Labour is to make its 
own terms with Capital, it can only be 
accomplished by the combined strength 
of the workers. 

Combination is the strongest weapon 
we can use to enforce our just de- 
mands, and with this object in view I 
trust we shall march together looking 
neither to the right nor to the left, but 
with a firm conviction in the righteous- 
ness of our cause on behalf of truth, 
justice, and humanity. 

Every age has had its battle, 
And each its victory won ; 


Each from the grasp of custom 
Some precious right has won. 


’Tis ours to-day to battle 
For freedom full and fair, 

That each of God’s own creatures 
Shall have his right and share. 


Loud cheering greeted the President 
as he resumed his seat. 





APPRECIATION OF CONGRESS. 


Mr. Watts Moraan (Miners’ Federation) 
proposed a vote of thanks to the President 
for his address, and expressed the opinion 
that the quality of the speech testified to 
the wisdom of the new rule respecting the 
Chairmanship of the Congress. 

Mr. C. Freax (National Boot and Shoe) 
' geconded, and said the greatest curse in 
the world was Militarism, and the next 
Clericalism. He heartily agreed that the 
time had arrived when political action 
was absolutely necessary for their safety. 
The nation must be told unmistakably 
that the workers would not submit to the 
oppression of unscaupulous capitalists.

PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE’S 
REPORT. 


The Parliamentary Committee’s Re- 
port was then considered seriatum. 


A QUESTION OF TASTE. 


Mr. O’Grapy (Cabinet Makers) proposed 
that paragraph 2 be deleted. 

Mr. Grupey (Bricklayers) seconded. He 
objected to the reference to royal institu- 
tions. They had nothing to gain from 
them, and therefore they should not figure 
in their reports. 


The amendment was lost. 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN WAR. 


On paragraph 8 Mr. J. Warp (Navvies 
and General Labourers) proposed to insert 
the words ‘‘and unjust” on line 2 of par. 3 
in reference to the South African War. 
The speaker said no fair argument had 
been raised for the waging of the war, and_ 
he thought they as workers should speak 
out against it. 

Mr. H. Boyne (Northumberland Miners) 
seconded the amendment. In his opinion 
the war had been waged solely in the 
interests of the capitalists. 

Mr. A. Haypay (Gasworkers) supported 
the amendment. 

Mr. R. Newsteap (London Compositors) 
strongly objected to the amendment. He 
contended that the war was justifiable and 
necessary. . 

Mr. W. J. Davis (National Brassworkers) 
also opposed the amendment. 


On a show of hands the amendment - 


was carried by 176 votes against 134. 
The announcement of the figures was 
received with loud cheering. | 

A vote by card was then demanded, 
when there voted: For the amendment, 
591,000; against, 314,000. 
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THE EDUCATION BILL. 


Mr. W. H. Drew (Weavers’ Workers) 
proposed the deletion of all words after 
‘‘ discussions” 1n the last paragraph of the 
Report dealing with the Education Bill, 
and the substitution of the following :— 


‘‘and declares its conviction that steps 
‘should be taken at the next Pavrlia- 
‘‘ mentary election to secure the defeat of 
‘every member of the present House of 
‘Commons and all Parliamentary can- 
‘¢ didates who may not promise to vote for 
‘¢a solution of the education problem in 
‘‘ accordance with the declared policy of 
‘‘the Parliamentary Committee’s Report, 
‘‘and in consonance with the expressed 
‘“¢ desire of the Trade Unionists.”’ 


This was accepted on behalf of the 
Parliamentary Committee without dis- 
cussion. 


POSTMEN’S GRIEVANCES. 


Mr. C. H. Garxtanp (Postal Telegraph 
Clerks) proposed an addition to the last 
paragraph under the head of ‘ Postmen’s 
Federation,’ after the first. sentence, as 
follows :— 

‘‘ The Committee regards the persistent 
‘“yefusal of the Postmaster-General to 
‘“receive representations on behalf of 
‘‘ affiliated organisations as a slight on 
‘their representative capacity and the 
‘refusal of the right of combination to 
** Postal employés.” 


This was accepted by the Committee. 


LABOUR PROTECTION. 


My. A. Harris (Labour Protection League) 
proposed the followirg addition to the 
paragraph on ‘‘ Labour Protection ” :— 

‘““The Committee protests against the 
“action of Mr. Brodrick, the Secretary of 
‘‘ State for War,in refusing to receive a 
** deputation representative of the organised 
‘* workers of Great Britain and Ireland to 
“ask for a living wage for workmen em- 
** ployed in our national factories, etc.”’ 


This. was accepted without discussion. 


VISITORS TO THE CONFERENCE. 
THE LABOUR DISPUTE AT GIBRALTAR. 


Mr. Fernandez and Mr. Forbes, 
representatives from Gibraltar to the 
Trades Union Congress, addressed the 
delegates at this point. 

Mr. A. FERNANDEZ said he had not come 
to England to ask for assistance in the 
struggle, for unfortunately he was afraid 
the battle was lost. But he thought the 
Congress should endeavour to prevent the 
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interference of the military authorities in 
labour disputes, as had been the case 
in Gibraltar. It should also be remembered 


that they were British subjects, and 


entitled to fair treatmeni. One thousand 
men had been imported into the island 
who were of foreign nationality, thereby 
making the position of the strikers unten- 
able. 


Mr. E. O. Forses explained that a former 
Governor, Sir Henry Biddulph, had pro- 
mulgated an order that all imported work- 
men from Spain and America should not 
be allowed to remain at the wharves to the 
detriment of British subjects. Unfortun- 
ately that rule had been set aside; and he 
and his colleague attended before their 
English fellow subjects that day to ask 
them to use their influence with Parliament 
in order to make the order once more 
operative, otherwise the chance of work for 
British subjects in Gibraltar at the wharves 
would be very remote indeed. He was 
also instructed to suggest to the Conyress 
the propriety of urging’ the coal labourers 
in England to stop the loading of coals for 
Gibraltar should events call for such a step. 
At present the labourers of Gibraltar were 
deprived of any representation and 
abandoned to the exploitation of the com- 
mercial community. A further desire of 
his colleagues was that they might be 
allowed to publish a journal in which the 
labourers might be allowed to defend their 
liberty and interests, which permission was 
denied by the Governor, Sir George White. 


Mr. W. THoRNE (Gasworkers) said he 
thought it was a big order to be asked to 
induce the Government to carry out the 
order of the previous Governor of Gibraltar. 
At the same time, their comrades over sea 
deserved their heartiest sympathy, and 
were entitled to expect the Congress to do 
what was possible on their behalf. 


Mr. J. Warp (Navvies and General 
Labourers) proposed the following resolu- 
tion, which was accepted by the Com- 
mittee :— 


*‘ This Congress expresses its deep sym- 
‘‘ pathy with the workers of Gibraltar in 
‘their struggle for the right of combina- 
‘¢ tion, and records its strongest disapproval 
‘at the action of the Military Governor 
‘¢ (Sir George White) in taking sides in 
‘¢ favour of the employers and against the 
‘‘ workmen; and instructs the Parliamen- 
‘‘ tary Committee to render every assist- 
‘ance in its power to our unfortunate 
‘¢ fellow workmen.”’ 


The CuHarrMan reminded the Congress 
that the Parliamentary Committee had 
already issued an appeal to the country 
on behalf of the Gibraltar workmen. He 
failed to see what more could be done. 
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DISCUSSION ON REPORT RESUMED. 


The discussion of the Parliamentary 
Committee’s Report was then resumed. 


‘BILLS BEFORE PARLIAMENT.”’ 


A DELEGATE called attention to the fact 
that under this heading there was no 
allusion in the Report to the “ Steam 
Engine (Persons in Charge) Bill.” 

Mr. S. Woops (secretary) promised that 
the Bill would be attended to at the 
earliest possible moment. 


THE QUESTION OF PICKETING. 


On this subject being reached in the 
Report, 


Mr. J. R. Cuynes wanted to know what 
the Parliamentary Committee had done to 
safeguard the funds of the unions and to 
obtain a more satisfactory condition of the 
law as to picketing. 

The Srcretary (Mr. S. Woods): Before 
there was any agitation in the trades at 
all, we found, after consultation with the 
most eminent lawyers in the country, that 
the scheme called the Subsidiary Com- 
panies Scheme was not practicable. 
That, however, was the best suggestion 
obtainable. 
and. with respect to Mr. Clynes’ remarks, 
it should be noted that he makes no 
suggestion himself either with respect to 
the means of protecting the funds of the 
unions or the alteration of the law as to 
picketing. Past experience would seem to 
suggest that if the law could be restored 
to its original intention the funds of the 
onious would be safeguarded. If the Bill 
of the Parliamentary Committee can be 
passed through Parliament, their position 
would be as strong as it had ever been. 

Mr. W. J. Davis (Parliameutary Com- 
mittee) explained that although the scheme 
had been drawn up they thought it was 
impracticable to place before the trades. 
Mr. Clynes had taunted them with declaring 
no policy. But that was not so. Their 
contention was that nothing could impair 
the mischief of judge-n ade law except 
fresh legislation. Therefore they had 
reported to that extent, and to that extent 
alone. 

Mr. K. Browne (the Committee’s legal 
adviser) sketched the history of the 
attempt to find a solution to the problems 
now being considered. The result of a 
consultation with the Right Hon. H. H. 
Asquith, K.C., M.P., Sir Robert Reid, K.C., 
M.P., and Mr. Haldane, K.C., M.P., had 
been that Mr. Palmer had been recom- 
mended to him for further consultation. 
Mr. Palmer was a company lawyer, and 
almost the greatest authority upon com- 


We put it before the trades ;- 


panies and schemes at the English Bar. 
He saw Mr. Palmer, who suggested as a 
way out of the difficulty the formation of 
subsidiary companies to be attached to the 
unions. He himself had pointed out to the 
Parliamentary Committee that this was a 
most cumbrous, technical, and expensive 
expedient, but the only one that could be 
devised, and so had to be placed before 
them. Then Mr. Haldane and Sir Robert 
Reid said that, as the scheme was con- 
sidered too expensive—and assuming there 
was to be no immediate movement to 
safeguard the funds—perhaps it would 
be best to have recourse to Parliament. 
Then the Parliamentary Committee met 
and decided to go to the House of 
Commons and secure—and did secure—a 
night for the discussion of the question, It 
was hardly necessary for him to tell them 
the result of that discussion. It ended in 
the loss of the motion moved by 25 votes 
only—a most significant fact. He thought 
the delegates ought to know that since the 
Taff Vale case, and since that vote in the 
House of Commons, the Irish Jandlords had 
combined in a similar manuer to the capital- 
ists, and were endeavouring to crush the 
Trish Land League. In that connection he 
had been consulted by the leaders of the Irish 
party with a view to finding a way to safe- 
guard the funds of the United Irish League. 
He had told them that there was only one 
way to do so, aud that was through Par- 
liament. And now he understood that the 
Irish Members were desirous to confer 
with the Parliamentary Committee of the 
Trades Union Congress. If the Irish 
Members had been present when the resolu- 
tion alluded to was being voted on, it 
woulda have been carried! Now that they 
are touched themselves, concluded the 
speaker, amid much merriment—he was 
bound to speak the truth—a better result 
might await future efforts to obtain an 
alteration in the law. Perhaps it was only 
right to say that on the occasiou of the 
defeat of their resolution the Irish mustered 
in good force—there were close upon fifty 
of them present. When Parliament re- 
assembled he hoped to effect a meeting 
between the Irish leaders and the Parlia- 
meutary Committee which would enable 
them, when next they brought forward 
their resolution, to carry it by a very large 
majority. 

Mr. J. Sexton (Dock Labourers) denied 
that the Parliamentary Committee, in their 
circular to the trades, had offered one word 
of recommendation on behalf of the scheme 
set forth. The resolution with regard to 
the alteration of the law was one of the 
very first things that had occupied their 
attention, and their sole object had been 
to give effect to the Swansea resolution. 
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Mr. J. Warp (Navvies and General 
Labourers) said if their legal adviser, Mr. 
Browne, bad read section 5 of the Trade 
Union Act he would never have recom- 
mended what he had done. That section 
specifically declared that if it should be 
discovered that it was sought to protect the 
funds of a union in the way suggested the 
registration would be null and void. With 
regard to picketing he had no desire to see 
the law brought back to its former inter- 
pretation. He would rather see the whole 
thing put in the melting-pot, in the hope 
that something better might result. 

Mr. D. C. Cummines (Boilermakers and 
Iron Shipbuilders) also deprecated the 
formation of subsidiary companies. 

Mr. C, F. Davis (London Compositors) 
thought that before any decision was 
arrived at by the Congress, it would be 
advisable to wait until the resolution on the 
Agenda paper dealing with the subject was 
reached. He was not concerned with the 
opinion of lawyers—which no doubt had 
been offered in all good faith—as to the 
right course to pursue. It was always 
possible to obtain expert reports on any 
given subject diametrically opposed to each 
other. 

It was then decided to leave further 
discussion of the matter until the 
resolution on the subject’ was reached 
on the Agenda paper. 

The Congress adjourned for luncheon. 





AFTERNOON SITTING. 


On the resumption of business the 
consideration of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee’s report was proceeded with. 


PAINTERS’ AND DECORATORS’ DISPUTE WITH 
THE OPERATIVE PLUMBERS. 


Mr. EK. C. Gisss (House Decorators and 
Painters) asked for some enlightenment as 
to the award of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee’s Arbitration Board on this matter. 
Would all the money deposited be forfeited, 
or only the expenses of the inquiry ? 

Mr. C. W. Bowsrman (Parliamentary 
Committee): Only the expenses of the 


Parliamentary Committee’s investigations. — 


The Committee’s Report was then 
passed as amended, and is as follows : — 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE'S 
REPORT. 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN,— 


It is with more than ordinary 
satisfaction that your Committee this 


year present their Thirty-fifth Annual 
Report to the Trades Union Congress 
holding its sitting in London. It is 
exactly twenty-one years since the last 
Trades Union Congress was held in the 
Metropolis. It must be self-evident to 
every close observer that much progress 
has been made, and that many remark- 
able events have taken place during 
this lapse of time, which make for the 
general well-being ; and, although much 
has been done for the advancement 
and progress of the working-class com- 
munity, it is apparent to all who watch 
the changing events of time that there 
is yet much to be accomplished before 
that ideal state of society is reached 
about which so much has been written 
and talked of. 

Tine year that has just passed has 
been remarkable in many ways. From 
a national point of view, it has been 
significant in having been the year of 
the coronation of a new Monarch, 
during whose reign it is fervently hoped 
by every right-minded citizen that the 
blessings of peace and the liberties of 
the people will be enjoyed to a larger 
degree than at any time during the 
past history of the country. 


The year 1902 will also be memorable 
for having been the year in which one 
of the most remarkable and unjust wars 
of modern times was brought to a 
peaceable conclusion. It kas also been 
remarkable from a Trade Union point 
of view, occasioned by the extraordinary 
decision of the Law Lords which. was 
given last year in connection with the 
Taff Vale dispute. As the outcome of, 
and in connection with, this declaration, 
the Trade Union world has been in 
one continuous ferment of excitement 
in respect to the safeguarding of Trade 
Union funds, and the new views placed 
on the law of picketing. It is not too 
much to say that the Parliamentary 
Committee’s attention and work have 
been unremittingly given to this ques- 
tion since the Swansea Congress. 


During the last session of Parliament 
your Committee lost no opportunity 
and spared no effort to get this question 
raised in the House of Commons, and, 
notwithstanding the fact that they had 
to contend against great opposition and 
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peculiar forms of procedure, they ul- 
timately succeeded, and the House was 
tested with the result already known to 
the trades, and which will be further 
commented upon in this report. 

Among other important questions 
which have engaged the attention of 
your Committee during the year are 
the following: ‘‘Old-Age Pensions,” 
«¢ Hdueation,” ‘‘Corn Tax,” ‘ Steam 
Engines (Persons in Charge) Bill,” 
‘‘ Workmen’s Compensation and Fair 
Wages Questions,’ ‘‘ Miners’ Hight- 
hour Bill,” ‘ Postal Questions,’ and 
the ‘‘ Woolwich Arsenal and Dockyard 
Labourers’ Wages.” With a view to 
pressing forward these subjects, your 
Committee have had deputations to 
Ministers, and have also sent out whips 
to M.P.’s and issued circulars to the 
trades; in addition to receiving several 
deputations on various subjects, also 
arbitrating in connection with labour 
disputes. 


OLD-AGE PENSIONS. 


Among the numerous questions dis- 
cussed at the last Congress was one 
dealing with the subject of Old-Age 
Pensions, and the Congress instructed 
your Committee to convene a National 
Conference of Trade Unionists, Co- 
operators, Friendly, and other societies. 
Immediately after the Congress the 
Committee placed themselves in com- 
munication with the various bodies 
named in the resolution, with the result 
that a conference was called, under the 
auspices of the Trade Unions and the 
Co-operative Societies of the kingdom. 
The Joint Committee, consisting of 
representatives of the Trades Union 
Congress and the Co-operative Union 
Congress, after many meetings ulti- 
mately decided to call a National Con- 
ference at the Memorial Hall, London, 
on the 14th and 15th January, 1902. 
The Arrangement Committee formu- 
lated for the consideration of the Con- 
ference ten separate schemes of Old- 
Age Pensions, which took the form of 
an agenda for the delegates. The 
Conference was a success, there being 
reoresented not less than three million 
working men and women belonging 
to Trade Unions and Co-operative 
Societies, and after much discussion 


the two following resolutions were 
carried unanimously :— 


‘‘(1) That this Conference urges upon 
‘‘ the Government the urgent necessity of 
‘establishing a national system of old- 
‘* age pensions which snall be universal in 
“its application to all citizens, male and 
‘‘ female, on attaining the age of 60 years, 
‘‘ the pension to be at the rate of at least 
‘“¢ 5s, per week, and that the entire cost of 
‘« such scheme be met entirely by means of 
‘¢ Imperial taxation.” 


“© (2) That the Parliamentary Com- 
‘“mittees of the Trades Union and Co- 
‘‘ operative Congresses be requested to take 
‘‘such steps as may seem to them most 
‘‘ desirable to work jointly in bringing the 
‘‘ resolutions of this Conference to the 
“attention of the Government and the 
‘country, including the promotion of an 
‘“‘ Old-Age Pensions Bill in Parliament.” 


On the 19th February, the Arrange- 
ments Committee met and decided to 
ask Mr. Balfour to receive a deputa- 
tion in order to lay before him the 
resolutions passed at the Conference. 
On the 24th February the following 
letter was sent to Mr. Balfour :— 

My Dear Sir,—I am desired by the Joint 
Committee representing the Trades Union 
and Co-operative Congresses of Great 
Britain to make a most respectful request 
to you asking that you will do them the 
honour of receiving them as a deputation, 
in order that they may lay before you the 
proposals arrived at by the recent Con- 
ference held in the Memorial Hall, 
London, on the subject of ‘‘ Old-Age Pen- 
sions.” I may say the deputation would 
not forget to bear in mind that your time 
is well occupied, and it would not consist 
of more than six persons. Trusting you 
will do them the honour of meeting them 
at an early date suitable to your con- 
venience, and esteeming your affirmative 
reply a personal favour,

On the 27th February the letter was 
acknowledged with a promise to consider 
the question, but nothing further has 
been received. 

A report of the proceedings of this 
Conference has been sent to the trades. 


CORN TAX CONFERENCE. 


In the early part of April, 1902, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer introduced 
his Budget, and amongst his proposals 
it was found that he had decided upon 
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taxing the people’s food by way of 
imposing a Corn Tax. This at once 
created a strong revulsion of feeling 
throughout the country, and, while 
contemplating a Conference, the feeling 
was strengthened by representations 
made to your Committee from the trades 
to call a Conference at the earliest 
possible moment to take into consider- 
ation this question, and thereby give 
the Trade Unionists an opportunity of 
raising their strong protest against the 
proposal. The Committee was called 
together, and after fully discussing the 
question, resolved to call a Conference 
in London on Tuesday, May the 27th. 
The Committee were unanimous in their 
strong expressions of disapproval at the 
imposition of this tax, as being destructive 
to good sound fiscal policy, contrary to 
the principles of free trade, and a deter- 
mined attempt to drive in the thin end 
of the wedge of the old protective laws 
which deprived the working classes of 
cheap bread. The Conference was held 
in the Holborn Restaurant, at which 
there were present 170 delegates repre- 
senting over a million organised workers 
of the country. As a basis for dis- 
cussion the Parliamentary Committee 
had drafted the following resolution, 
which was placed in the hands of the 
delegates attending the Conference :— 


‘‘That this Conference hereby expresses 
‘‘ its strongest protest against the taxation 
‘‘of the people’s food as proposed by the 
‘* Government’s Budget.” 


During the discussion several attempts 
were made to amend the resolution, but 
in the end it was unanimously carried 
in its original form. Afterwards another 
resolution was placed before the Confer- 
ence and carried in the following terms :— 


‘That this Conference, directly repre- 
“senting over one million organised 
‘‘ workers, hereby appoints the Chairman 
‘ (Mr. W.C. Steadman), the Vice-Chairman 
(Mr. C. W. Bowerman), Mr. H. Cowey, 
‘* Mr. W. Thorne, and the Secretary (Mr. 
‘* S. Woods) as a deputation to the Chan- 
‘‘cellor of the Exchequer (Sir Michael 
‘* Hicks-Beach), to present the resolution 
‘“« protesting against the food of the people 
‘¢ being taxed.” 


Your Secretary at once placed himself 
in communication with Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, asking him to receive the 
proposed deputation, and the next day 


received a courteous acknowledgment 


of the letter and expressing his willing- 
ness to receive the deputation that day 
at the House of Commons. The deputa- 
tion placed the views of the Conference 
fully before the Chancellor, who said in 
reply, that he fully recognised the repre- 
sentative character of the deputation, 
yet he differed with them as to this 
proposal being a tax on the people’s food. 
He attached the greatest importance to 
the views which they had expressed, and, 
finally, although he could hold out no 
hope of any change taking place in 
the proposals of the Government, he 
promised that the opinions that had 
been expressed by the deputation should 
be carefully considered and brought 
under the notice of the Government 
without delay. 


THE EDUCATION BILL. 


One of the most important subjects 
discussed at the Swansea Congress was 
that of education, and your Committee, 
keeping in view the pressing instructions 
given to them, issued a circular to the 
trades in January of this year, asking 
them to attend a Conference to be held 
as soon as possible after the Govern- 
ment had introduced their Education 
Bill. Early in the session this Bill was 
introduced, and the Parliamentary Sub- 
Committee who were appointed to make 
the arrangements in connection with 
calling the Conference being of opinion 
that the proposals of the Government 
were reactionary in their character, 
and far reaching, especially to the 
working classes and to the Trade Union 
movement, determined that the Trade 
Unions of the country should have the 
opportunity of sending delegates to a 
Conference to be called for the purpose 
of discussing the question, and express- 
ing their views on the subject. The 
Conference was held in Exeter Hall, 
London, on May 28th, and there attended 
over 170 delegates representing over a 
million workers, Mr. Steadman (Chair- 
man of the Parliamentary Committee) 
presiding. The Conference, after some 
considerable discussion, passed the 
following resolution unanimously :— 

“That, as the Government Bill will 
‘destroy popularly-constituted bodies of 


‘‘ education, this Conference expresses its 
‘dissent to the Government policy on 
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“‘ education ; and, further, it is of opinion 
‘“‘ that the abolition of School Boards will 
‘be detrimental to the interests of the 
‘education of the people, and will take 
“ away the advantages which the workers 
“have in direct representation in the 
‘¢ management of School Boards.” 
Another resolution was also submitted 
and carried unanimously, viz. :— 
‘“« That copies of the foregoing resolution 
“be sent to the President of the Council 
‘‘ of Education (the Duke of Devonshire), 
‘‘the Leader of the House of Commons 
“ (Mr. A. J. Balfour, M.P.), and also that 
‘all trades be strongly recommended to 
‘‘ arrange, if possible, special deputations 
‘‘to their respective Members of Parlia- 
“ment, with a view of securing their 
‘¢ support and co-operation in opposing the 
‘« Hiducation Bill in all its futute stages.” 
Your Committee are of opinion that 
these Conferences were satisfactory, 
owing to the perfect unanimity which 
characterised the discussions; and 
declares its conviction that steps should 
be taken at the next Parliamentary 
election to secure the defeat of every 
Member of the present House of 
Commons and all Parliamentary candi- 
dates who may not promise to vote for 
a solution of the education problem in 
accordance with the declared policy of 
the Parliamentary Committee’s Report, 
and in consonance with the expressed 
desire of the Trade Unionists. 


DEPUTATIONS TO MINISTERS. 


On 6th February your Committee 
waited on the Home Secretary (the 
Right Hon. C. T. Ritchie, M.P.) at the 
Home Office for the purpose of laying 
before him certain resolutions that were 
passed at the Swansea Congress and 
affecting the Department over which he 
presides. The questions dealt with were 
‘« Workmen’s Compensation”’ and ‘ Fair 
Wages.” Mr. J. Sexton explained the 
resolution on the proposed amendments 
to the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
and Mr. EK. C. Gibbs pointed out the 
manner in which the ‘ Fair Wages ’”’ 
resolution was violated by Government 
contractors. Mr. Ritchie, in reply, said 
that a great many points had been 
brought before the Government in con- 
nection with tke administration of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, and 
decisions had been arrived at, he 
thought, largely in favour of the work- 


men. He thought now with justice 
that the Act might be amended and 
made more simple and comprehensive. 
The point in the Act in connection 
with the erection or demolition of 
buildings—the thirty feet limit—was a 
very arbitrary one, and the same would 
have to be considered. He thought that 
generally employers were perfectly 
willing that the Act should be further 
extended, and he ultimately promised 
that the Government would bring in an 
amended Bill. 


On the question of ‘‘ Fair Wages” 
Mr. Ritchie said, ‘‘ That what was known 
as the Fair Wages Clause did not go so 
far as the Congress resolution, because 
it was sought to substitute for the Fair 
Wages Clause another clause providing 
that payment should not be less than 
the Trade Union rate of wages in that 
district. He could not hold out any 
hope of altering the existing law in that 
direction, and, replying to the statement 
made by Mr. Gibbs, that some men were 
paid less than others in a district, he 
suggested it might be dealt with by a 
penalty for breach of contract. If a 
contractor did not carry out the terms 
of his contract he was liable to be struck 
off the list of contractors. That would 
be a most drastic clause. He would 
make a representation to the Treasury 
in regard to that point. and he felt sure 
they would readily agree with him.” 

On the same day (6th February) your 
Committee met the Right Hon. C. T. 
Ritchie, M.P., Home Secretary, and 
Lord James of Hereford, at the Home 
Office, on the question of the present 
status of Trade Unions as affected by 
the Law Lords’ decision on the Taff 
Vale case, in reference to which a full 
statement is made in this report. 


On the afternoon of the same day the 
Parliamentary Committee waited upon 
Mr. Gerald Balfour, M.P., President of 
the Board of Trade, on the questions 
of ‘‘Workmen’s Cheap Trains’’ and 
‘* Compensation to Workmen from For- 
eign Shipowners’’; also on the subject 
of ‘* Practical Coachmakers as Carriage 
Inspectors.” These questions were 
brought before Mr. Balfour. 
Awcock explained the question of ‘‘ Car- 


riage Inspection’’; Alderman Anderson 


Mr. W. . 
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dealt with the question of ‘‘ Compen- 
sation and Foreign Shipowners’’; and 
Alderman G. Dew explained the griev- 
ances in reference to the question of 
‘‘Workmen’sCheapTrains.’’ The Presi- 


dent of the Board of Trade, in reply, 


said that his Department had no control 
over the question of Carriage Inspection. 
Referring to the request that certain 
railway. companies should be asked to 
issue third-class season tickets at cor- 
respondingly cheap rates at which they 
now issued first and second-class sea- 
sons, he said there were no statutory 
powers to entitle them to bring pres- 
sure to bear on the railway companies 
to compel a change of that description ; 
that was a matter of internal admin- 
istration over which the Board of Trade 
had no control. As to the request that 
the Board should bring pressure to bear 
on the companies to compel them to 
strictly comply with the ‘‘ Cheap Trains 
Act, 1883,”’ he promised that if any com- 
plaints were made under the Act he 
would be glad to do all he could, and 
he would give careful attention to any 
representations made by the deputation. 

Your Committee desire to state, in 
reference to this matter, that a long 
statement was afterwards sent on to 
the President of the Board of Trade, 
explaining the grievances existing and 
the reforms desired. It is only neces- 
sary to state, in this respect, that the 
correspondence, although naturally slow, 
is still proceeding, and that so far it 
has been satisfactory in several par- 
ticulars. 

Mr. Balfour also said, in reference 
to the question of compensation to 
workmen from foreign shipowners, that 
the Foreign Office had represented to 
the Board of Trade that if a proposal of 
this kind were adopted foreign countries 
might show their resentment by retalia- 
tion insome form. The law on this point 
varied very much in different European 
countries, and also the United States, 
but he thought a clear case existed for 
taking steps in the direction desired by 
the deputation. He suggested that the 
deputation should draft a Bill, and intro- 
duce same; it might have a better chance 
of passing than if introduced by the Goy- 
He would consult the Home 
Secretary on the point in the meantime. 


Since this interview a Bill has been 
drafted by the Amalgamated Stevedores’ 
Union dealing with this important ques- 
tion, and a copy of the same forwarded 
by your Committee to the President of 
the Board of Trade for his perusal, and 
on the 18th June your Secretary received 
from the Board of Trade Office the fol- 
lowing letter, viz. :— 

Sir,—I am directed by the Board of 
Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 12th inst. addressed to the 
President. Referring to the Draft Bill 
submitted by your Committee, which pro- 
vides for the compensation of workmen 
injured in foreign ships in British ports, 
the Board of Trade fully appreciate the 
grounds on which the proposal for legisla- 
tion on this subject is put forward. The 
Board are, however, in correspondence 
with the Home Office, and more especially 
with the Foreign Office, with regard to the 
international questions arising in connec- 
tion with any such legislation, and on 
learning the views of those Departments 
they will communicate with you further 
upon the subject.

DEPUTATIONS RECEIVED BY THE 
COMMITTEE. 


BLACKBURN PICKETING CASE. 


After some correspondence between 
your Committee and the Northern 
Counties Weavers’ Society, arrange- 
ments were made for a deputation to 
meet the Committee, consisting of 
Messrs. W. H. Wilkinson, J. Cross, J. 
Ogden, and L. Park. They waited upon 
the Committee in October last in order 
to lay before them the position of the 
picketing question at Blackburn. In 
addition to a carefully-written state- 
ment of the merits of the case the 
deputation very lengthily explained the 
position and the latest developments of 
the case. After the deputation with- 
drew, the Parliamentary Committee 
went carefully into the subject, with the 
result that they decided to issue a 
circular to the trades, setting forth 
details of the dispute, and calling upon 
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the trades for a levy of £1 per thousand 
members. Between five and six 
hundred pounds was sent in to your 
Committee in response to this appeal, 
which has since been returned to the 
trades subscribing in consequence of the 
case being ultimately settled by mutual 
arrangement between the society affected 
and the employers. 


POSTAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


In the month of December a deputa- 
tion from the Associations of the Postal 
Service, consisting of Messrs. Clery, 
Cheesman, Raby, Garland, and Row- 
botham, waited upon the Committee in 
order to submit two important questions 
affecting their members, namely, the 
inclusion of postal employés under the 
‘‘ Workmen’s Compensation Act,” and 
also the question of espionage in the 
postal service. After the deputation 
withdrew the Committee decided that 
on the question of compensation they 
would render all the assistance possible 
whenever opportunity arose, and on the 
second question they instructed the 
Secretary to address a communication 
to the Postmaster-General on the 
subject, which was done by letter on the 
19th December. 


POSTMEN S FEDERATION. 


A deputation from the Postmen’s 
Federation waited on the Committee in 
regard to the question of ‘‘ Annual 
Leave,’ and asked for the assistance of 
the Committee in bringing the matter 
before the Postmaster-General. A letter 
was written to the Postmaster-General 
on the 19th December, as follows :—

My Lord Marquis,—I am desired by the 
Parliamentary Committee of the Trades 
Union Congress to bring before your 
Lordship certain resoluticns passed at the 
recent Trades Congress held at Swansea, in 
connection with the Department over which 
you preside. 

I am desired to ask you to meet a deputa- 
tion from the Committee, in order to bring 
under your Lordship’s notice the question 
of ‘‘ Annual Leave,” and other matters. 

If it will suit your Lordship’s con- 
venience I am desired to suggest that the 


deputation be fixed some day in the first 
week of February next; any day from 
Tuesday to Friday in that week would be 
suitable to the Committee. Awaiting the 
favour of your Lordship’s reply,

His Lordship simply acknowledged. 


The Committee regards the persistent 
refusal of the Postmaster-General to 
receive representations on behalf of 
affiliated organisations as a slight on 
their representative capacity and the 
refusal of the right of combination to 
postal employés. 


The Committee, after hearing a state- 
ment of the grievances, promised to 
render them whatever assistance they 
could, which was done; in the early 
part of May the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee saw Mr. Keir Hardie, M.P., 
and Mr. Bell, M.P., at the House of 
Commons, and they promised to raise 
the question in the House at the earliest 
opportunity. 


LABOUR PROTECTION LEAGUE. 


In December a deputation from the 
Labour Protection League interviewed 
your Committee for the purpose of 
bringing before them the question of 
the minimum rate of wages in the 
Woolwich Arsenal and Government 
Dockyards. After hearing the statement 
from the deputation the Committee 
decided to try to arrange a deputation 
with the Secretary for War, and they 
wrote Mr. Brodrick, M.P., on the 19th 
December, asking him to receive such 
deputation, and on the 24th of the same 
month they received a reply stating that 
‘‘ Mr. Secretary Brodrick would be glad 
to receive any communication sent b 
the workmen themselves, but that he 
could not receive any deputation from 
outside bodies.”’ 


The Committee protests against the 
action of Mr. Brodrick, the Secretary of 
State for War, in refusing to receive 
a deputation representative of the 
organised workers of Great Britain and 
Ireland, to ask for a living wage for 
workmen employed in our national 
factories, etc. 
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GLASS BOTTLE MAKERS. 


In the month of April Mr. Greenwood, 
secretary of the Glass Bottle Makers’ 
Society, attended before the Committee, 
and fully explained the position of the 
German workmen employed at Silver- 
town, and asked the Committee if they 
would advise his society in their 
difficulty. They recommended Mr. 
Greenwood to place himself in com- 
munication with the Miners’ Federation 
and the General Federation of Trades, 
both of which bodies were then sending 
special delegations to Germany, in order 
that they might explain the workmen’s 
position in England, with a view, if 
possible, of preventing the workmen 
from Germany working under price at 
Silvertown. 


LABOUR DISPUTE AT GIBRALTAR. 


On the 10th July the Committee had 
before them a deputation from the 
Coalheavers and Labourers’ Union at 
Gibraltar in reference to an unfortunate 
strike which had been in existence at 
that place for some time past. After the 
deputation had.fully explained their 
case, the Committee decided to recom- 
mend their appeal to the sympathy and 
financial support of the trades, as they 
believed it to be a bond-fide case for 
help, and they further decided to write 
the Colonial Secretary asking him to 
receive a deputation in order that they 
might lay before him a complete state- 
ment of their grievances. The following 
correspondence took place between your 
Secretary and Mr. Chamberlain :—

My Dear Sir,—The Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of the Trades Union Congress 
had before them yesterday at their meeting 
a deputation from the Coalheavers’ and 
Labourers’ Union of Gibraltar in reference 
to the unfortunate dispute which has for 
some time past been in existence between 
the Employers’ Federation and the mem- 
bers of the aboveunion. It appears that the 
misunderstanding that has arisen between 
these two bodies has not been in reference 
to either wages or hours of labour, but 
against the imposition of certain rules by 
the newly-formed Gibraltar Employers’ 
Federation. It appears there are about 
twelve hundred workmen affected, with four 


se 


thousand eight hundred women and child- 
ren depending upon them, and it is alleged 
that the men are being unfairly dealt with, 
and that Sir George White, the Governor, 
has interfered and taken part on behalf of 
the employers, and at the same time refused 
to inquire into the complaints and griev- 
ances of the workmen. I am instructed by 
the Parliamentary Committee to make a 
most respectful request to you asking if you 
will kindly receive a deputation consisting 
of four members of the Parliamentary 
Committee and two of the workmen from 
Gibraltar who are affected, in order that 
they may lay before you a statement of 
their grievances. The Committee feel sure 
that, with your experience and sense of fair 
play and impartiality, you will be willing to 
give effect to thisrequest. The Committee 
were sorry to read of your unfortunate 
accident, and trust that you will soon be 
all right again, and in order to give you 
time for sufficient improvement, might I 
respectfully request that you should receive 
us any time, say, from the 22nd to the 24th 
inst., as such time would be convenient to 
the deputation. Trusting that you may see 
your way to give effect to this application,

He is also 
much obliged to the Committee for their 
kind and sympathetic reference to his 
recent accident.

not at an end, and that they have wired the 
Colonial Office to this effect. Might I, 
therefore, in the face of this again ask you 
whether you will be kind enough to meet 
the deputation referred to in my former 
letter, in order to place before you a state- 
ment of their grievances? Thanking you 
in anticipation of an early and favourable 
reply,

Sir,—(1) I am directed by Mr. Secretary 
Chamberlain to acknowledge the receipt of 
your further letter of the 18th instant and 
to transmit to you, for the information of 
the Trades Union Congress Parliamentary 
Committee, copy of the telegram from the 
Governor of Gibraltar relative to the labour 
dispute at that place which was referred to 
in the letter from this Department of the 
15th instant. 

(2) On the 17th instant a telegram was 
received Mr. Ocana, strongly denying the 
report that the dispute was at an end, and 
describing it as being quite at variance with 
the facts. The Governor was informed 
without delay of the receipt of this tele- 
gram, and asked to state the real position 
of affairs. An extract from his reply is 
enclosed. 

(8) Mr. Chamberlain fears that the 
pressure of his engagements and the 
accumulation of business resulting from 
his accident will make it difficult for him 
to find time to receive a deputation on the 
subject, and in any case he would be 
reluctant to grant an interview to enable 
those acting on behalf of one of the parties 
to bring complaints against the Governor 
to which that officer had had no oppor- 
tunity of replying. Your Committee will 
recognise that it would hardly be fair to 
Sir G, White to grant an interview for such 
a purpose; but any definite complaints 
against the Governor’s conduct which may 
be submitted to this Department in writing 
will be forwarded to him for any observa- 
tions which he may have to offer, and on 
the receipt of those observations will be 
given Mr. Chamberlain’s most careful 
consideration. 
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GOVERNMENT No. 70, 31st May. 


(4) The Committee are doubtless aware 


that the grievances of the men have already 
been made the subject of a memorial signed 
by the president and secretary of the 
Gibraltar Social Labourers’ Federation, 
and they are probably in possession of a 


copy. After careful consideration of this’ 


memorial, and of Sir G. White’s explana- 
tions (copy enclosed), Mr. Chamberlain 


came to the conclusion, and informed the . 


memorialists accordingly, that the action 
of the Government had been properly con- 
fined to the maintenance of order and the 
safeguarding of Government interests. 

(5) No further representations as to the 
alleged partiality of the Governor’s conduct 
have since been received from Gibraltar, 
although it is well-known that the Governor 
is bound by the regulations of the service 
to forward to the Secretary of State any 
complaints which the inhabitants may 
address to him. 

(6) Certain allegations, not included in 
the memorial, have, however, been made 
by the representatives of the men now in 
this country, and by various Labour and 
other bodies in Great Britain, and in 
regard to these Mr. Chamberlain is at 
present awaiting the Governor’s explana- 


‘tions. The attention of the Lords Com- 


missioners of the Admiralty has also been 
called to the complaints made in the 
memorial and in other communications 
which have been received in this Depart- 
ment with reference to the action of the 
local Naval Authorities. 

(7) In these circumstances, it appears to 
Mr. Chamberlain that a personal interview 
would not serve any useful purpose, and 
he trusts that the Committee will not 
press their request.

In reply to your telegram of yesterday’s 
date at meeting of coal merchants, held on 
14th July, it was decided that, owing to 
number of men who have joined Employers’ 
Federation, shipowners should be requested 
resume bunkering at this port. 14th July 
Federation telegraphed to Shipping Federa- 
tion, London, strike was over, adding that 
men were accepting terms of Federation, 
and that shipowners should be requested 
to resume bunkering. Telegrams were 
also sent to owners of steamships generally. 
Position of affairs as follows: ‘Labour 
delegates hold out with support of certain 
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number of men, union coalheavers, some 
of whom, it would appear, are seeking 
some other means of employment. Am 
informed that about 50 per cent. Gibraltar 
coalheavers, mostly Maltese, and 75 per 
cent. Linea coalheavers left union, joined 
Federation, and also that supply of 
labourers in excess of demand; that em- 
ployers urging their friends to send ships 
to Gibraltar for bunkering, and also colliers, 
in order togiveemployment. Am informed 
that over 400 men employed yesterday 
coaling. Itis stated that large number of 
labourers available from Algeciras. Meet- 
ing convened by coalheavers this day 
protest against reported end of strike.’’ 


MEETINGS WITH LABOUR AND OTHER 
M.P.’S. 


On the dth February your Committee 
met a number of Labour and other 
~M.P.’s in Committee Room No. 18, at 
the House of Commons, for the purpose 
of securing their support and co-opera- 
tion in connection with the discussion 
that would take place in the House of 
Commons on the Taff Vale decision. 
A long discussion took place, and 
arrangements were made to secure a 
large number of M.P.’s to ballot for a 
resolution dealing with this question. 

On the 10th April your Committee 
had a meeting with Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, M.P., at his private room 
in the House of Commons. There were 
present Mr. Bowerman, Mr.Thorne, Mr. 
Browne (Standing Counsel), and Mr. 
Woods (Secretary). There were also in 
attendance Sir Robert Reid, M.P., and 
Sir Charles Dilke, M.P. The object 
of this meeting was to secure the 
co-operation and support of Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman and his party, if 
possible, to assist us in getting additional 
facilities to bring the resolution before 
the House of Commons dealing with 
the Taff Vale decision. After some 
discussion Sir Henry promised that the 
whips (Mr. Sinclair and Mr. Pease) 
should co-operate with the Labour Mem- 
bers and Sir Charles Dilke, in order to 
get a larger number of M.P.’s to_ ballot 
for the resolution. 

On the 14th of May your Com- 
mittee attended at the House of 
Commons for the purpose of consulta- 
tion with the Labour M.P.’s, and also 
for the purpose of lobbying Members 
in support of Mr. Beaumont’s motion, 
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which was down for that evening. 
Your Committee had, previous to this, 
issued on behalf of Mr. Beaumont’s 
motion a pressing whip to the Members 
of the House asking for their co-opera- 
tion, support, and vote in favour of 
the motion. 


On the evening of the 28th May, your 
Committee had a prolonged meeting 
with the following Labour Members, viz.: 
Mr. Bell, Mr. Broadhurst, Mr. Burns, 
Mr. Cremer, Mr. Fenwick, Mr. Abra- 
hams, Mr. Pickard, Mr. John Wilson, 
Mr. Keir Hardie, and Mr. Nannetti, in 
Committee Room No. 13, at the House 
of Commons, for the purpose of securing 
a common working basis on all Labour 
questions arising in the House between 
the Labour M.P.’s and your Committee. 
At this meeting an arrangement was 
made that in future when your Com. 
mittee wishes an interview with the 
Labour Members, the Secretary should 
communicate with Mr. Fenwick, M.P., 
and Mr. Burns, M.P., whoit was under- 
stood would act as whips for the Labour 
Party. 


BILLS BEFORE THE HOUSE. 


In the early part of last session the 
second reading debate on the Mines 
Hight Hours Bill took place. As is 
well known, a large number of Members 
balloted this year, with the result that 
the Bill was put down for an early date, 
and was in charge of Mr. Jacoby, M.P. 
Your Committee regret to say that in the 
division that took place afterwards the 
Bill was lost by a majority of one. In 
consequence of Mr. Jacoby having 
charge of the Mines Hight Hours Bill, 
Mr. Cameron, M.P., kindly took the 
Steam Engines (Persons in Charge) 
Bill, but he failed to secure a good 
place for it in the ballot. Mr. J. 
Walton, M.P., again took charge of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Amendment 
Bill. We regret to say that, un- 
fortunately, he too was unsuccessful. 
In the month of May Mr. R. Bell, 
M.P., took charge and introduced the 
Committee’s new Picketing Bill at the 
request of your Committee, but in 
consequence of the rules of the House 
he has had no chance of getting it to a 
further stage. 
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IRONFOUNDERS AND JOURNEYMEN 
BRASSFOUNDERS’ DISPUTE. 
It will be remembered that in the 
Parliamentary Committee’s Report last 


year a full statement of the Arbitrators’ | 


award was inserted, and during the 
sitting of the Swansea Congress and 
the week preceding your Committee, 
in examining delegates’ credentials, 
found that the representatives of the 
Ironfounders’ Society were not eligible 
according to Standing Order to a seat 
in the Congress in consequence of their 
not having complied with the terms of 
the award. Afterwards, at the first 
meeting of the Committee, on the 
10th October, on complaint being made 
by Mr. Maddison, the secretary, the 
following reply was sent to him as 
follows :— 


Dear Mr. Maddison,—I read your letter 
to the Parliamentary Committee re the 
return of contributions, etc., in connection 
with the recent Trades Union Congress. 
I may say it is not usual to return contri- 
butions made to the Committee by trades, 
nor is there any precedent for the same 
under circumstances similar to yours, as 
all contributions are made for the last 
year’s working ; but the Committee think 
it only right that your delegates’ fee should 
be returned, and in harmony with their 
decision I have pleasure in enclosing postal 
order, value 10s., that being the amount 
paid as delegates’ fee. which kindly

In consequence of the alleged dis- 
satisfaction of the Ironfounder’s Society 
the Arbitrators drew up the following 
additional statement, which was read to 
and endorsed by the full Parliamentary 
Committee, copy of which was sent 
to Mr. Maddison, the secretary, which 
your Committee thinks fully explains 
the case :— 

The following is the statement made 
tothe Parliamentary Committee by the 
Arbitrators, and endorsed by them :— 


To the Executive Committee, Ironfounders’ 
Society. 

Gentlemen,—At the meeting of the 
Parliamentary Committee it was reported 
that you had requested your various 
branches to pass their judgment by vote 
on the action of the Committee having 
dealt with the dispute between your society 
and the Society of Brassfounders, and also 
on the decision of the Parliamentary 
Committee in excluding your society from 


the Swansea Congress. We have carefully 
read the correspondence published in 
your Monthly Journal which is given to 
guide your members in their consideration 
of the question, but which we regret to say 
is a most incomplete statement, as the 
chief facts which influenced the Committee 
in their decision are wanting in the’report. 
The Parliamentary Committee request, 
therefore, that you will issue a copy of this 
statement so that your branches may have 
before them, when they discuss the 
question, at least a few of the chief 
points which influenced the Parliamentary 
Committee in their decision. In the first 
place the Committee decided that the 
Brassfounders were not justified in striking 
the firm because one of your members had. 
been made foreman. Had the bBrass- 
founders “persisted in the attitude the 
Committee must have condemned their 


action, but to their credit be it said they. 


withdrew from the position and expressed 
their willingness to work under your member 
as manager, and agreed that their action on 
this occasion should be a precedent to 
govern the conduct of their members on 
future occasions in other parts of the 
country. This principle being accepted it 
would establish a basis for a working agree- 
ment between the two societies of a very 
satisfactory character. This conciliatory 
attitude of the Brassfounders’ and their 
withdrawal of the hostility to the Iron- 
founders’ Society appeared to demand 
reciprocation from the Ironfounders, which 
could only be done by withdrawal of the 
men who had filled the places of the 
Brassfounders on strike. The Committee 
are of opinion that whatever reason or 
cause there might appear to be at first for 
Ironfounders taking the places of Brass- 
founders on strike, such reason no longer 
existed when the Brassfounders withdrew 
their objection to an Ironfounder being in 
charge of the foundry, and when they 
agreed to work under him in a friendly 
manner. The only reason given by your 
society for taking the places of the men on 
strike was that you felt it your duty to 
protect your members whose right to be in 
charge of a brass foundry had been 
challenged. This objectionto your member 
having been withdrawn, the means adopted 
to defend your rights by taking the places 
of the Brassfounders ceased to be necessary, 
and to pursue this further when the cause 
was removed could only create difficulty 
and irritation. It is not necessary for 
present purposes to enter largely into the 
merits of dispute, nevertheless the Com- 
mittee feel it their duty to call attention 
to a statement volunteered by the secretary 
of the Liverpool Branch of Ironfounders in 
his .evidence before the Committee, which 
appeared to materially affect the attitude 
taken, at least so far as your representatives 
were concerned, which was as follows :— 


‘¢ We believe in the principle of the 
‘survival, of the fittest, we are the 


Poe 
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‘* fittest, we have the place, we are 
‘“ strong enough to hold it, and what- 
‘ever you (the Committee) decide to do 
‘‘in the matter we shall hold it as one 
‘‘ of our places, for our members have 
‘* a right to the place if they can get it.’’ 


This statement, which up to now has not 
been repudiated by any member of your 
- deputation, is, inthe judgment of the 
Committee, wrong in principle and anti- 
Trade Union, and was certainly not justi- 
fied at a meeting convened to arrange 
differences between two societies overlapping 
each other, and who, if they are to work 
in harmony, must recognise each other’s 
rights, and be governed rather by right 
than might. Viewing the whole facts and 
situation, and having in view the har- 
monious working of the two societies in 
the future, now that the Brassworkers had 
withdrawn all objection to the Iron- 
founders, the only possible course open to 
the Ironfounders was to withdraw their men 
and take up as friendly an attitude towards 
the Brassworkers as they had taken up 
towards them. This is what the Com- 
mittee recommended, and they have no 
hesitation in submitting that their decision 
was right, both from the standard of strict 
justice and from the still higher standard 
recognised by the brotherhood of Trade 
Unionism. We trust that this explana- 
tion will help to a more thorough under- 
standing of the relative positions of the 
two societies affected by the dispute. 


AMENDMENT OF THE LAW OF PICKETING 
AND THE LEGAL STATUS OF TRADE 
UNIONS. 


Naturally, in view of the great 
interest taken by the Trade Union 
movement in regard to the remarkable 
decision of the House of Lords last year 
on the Taff Vale case, your Committee 
has had under consideration almost 
constantly since the Swansea Congress 
the question of how to counteract the 
destructive influence of that decision 
upon the funds of Trade Unions, and 
the limiting of the rights of picketing 
which have been enjoyed for the past 
thirty years. Your Committee, in 
addition to securing valuable advice 
from their counsel, Mr. Edmond 
Browne, have also had the advantage 
of securing an important consultation 
with some of the most eminent legal 
gentlemen in the country on the subject. 
The two principal questions discussed 
with these legal gentlemen were: first, 
in regard to the protection of Trade 
Union funds; and, second, the best 
mode of procedure to adopt in regard 


to the amendment to the law of picket- 
ing, which has been entirely changed by 
the interpretation placed upon the 
picketing laws by the Law Lords. 

On the 8rd December your Committee 
had the valuable assistance and advice 
of the Right Hon. H. H. Asquith, K.C., 
M.P.; Sir Robert Reid, K.C., M.P.; 
Mr. Haldane, K.C., M.P.; the Right 
Hon. Sir Charles Dilke, Bart., M.P., in 
addition to Mr. Browne, Counsel to the 
Committee. 

On the 5th February, your Committee 
had the opportunity of meeting about 
twenty Members of Parliament in Com- 
mittee Room No 13, in the House of 
Commons, with a view of securing their 
support and co-operation, which meeting 
included many of the Labour M.P.’s. 

The next step your Committee took 
was in reference to the ‘‘ Protection of 
Trade Union funds,” and acting on the 
advice of the legal gentlemen above 
referred to, the matter was placed in the 
hands of Mr. Palmer (through Mr. 
Browne), a gentleman who has large 
legal and Parliamentary experience, to 
see if he could suggest some practical 
method of safeguarding Trade Union 
funds against the Lords’ decision in the 
Taff Vale case. After considerable 
thought they evolved what they termed 
a subsidiary company’s scheme, to be 
registered under the Companies Acts, 
1862 and 1900. This scheme was at 
once placed in circular form and sent 
out to the Trade Unions in the month 
of February last. Your Committee 
observe that in certain quarters this 
scheme has been criticised as the 
scheme of the Parliamentary Committee, 
whereas it is not their scheme, but it 
was the best suggestion that the 
Committee could obtain, dealing with 
the intricate and complicated circum- 
stances which had been created by the 
remarkable decision given in connection 
with the case. It must be apparent to 
every one who is familiar with the diffi- 
culties surrounding this subject that no 
permanent remedy will be devised, and | 
that there will be no real security to the 
Trade Union funds until the law is again 
reversed to its former position, as it stood 
prior to the Taff Vale case definitions. 

Your Committee has also taken legal 
counsel on the question of picketing 
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during a strike, and how far this ques- 
tion has been affected by the decision 
under consideration. It was agreed by 
them that the following clause should 
be placed in the form of an amending 
Bill and introduced into Parliament with 
a view of meeting the difficulty which 
had been created. Your Secretary at 
once got the Bill drafted, and wrote Mr. 
R. Bell, M.P., asking him to kindly take 
charge of it, which he readily consented 
to do, and in the month of May he in- 
troduced the Bill in the House of Com- 
mons. The principal text of the Bill is 
as follows :— 

“Tt shall be lawful during the~ con- 
‘‘tinuance o. a trade dispute for any 
‘person or persons, whether by or on 
‘‘ behalf of an association of employers or 
‘of a Trade Union or not, to attend at or 
‘“near a house or place where another 
‘‘ person resides, or works, or carries on 
‘‘ business, or happens to be, or the 
‘‘ approach to such house or place, for the 
‘“ purpose merely of obtaining or com- 
‘‘municating information, or merely of 
“ peacefully persuading any person with- 
‘‘out breaking any existing and legally 
‘‘ binding contract of hiring or service, to 
‘“‘work or to abstain from working, or to 
‘‘ enter into or terminate any contract of 
‘« hiring or service, or merely for any com- 
‘‘ bination of these purposes and any at- 
‘‘ tendance, communication, or persuasion, 
‘* as aforesaid, without using or threatening 
‘* violence, shall not be deemed a watching 
‘and besetting within the meaning of 
“section 7 of the Conspiracy and Pro- 
‘** tection of Property Act, 1875.” 

On the 6th February your Com- 
mittee met Lord James of Hereford 
and the Right Hon. C. T. Ritchie, 
M.P., Home Secretary, as representing 
the Cabinet, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with them the bearings of the 
Law Lords’ decision in regard to Trade 
Unions. The Committee issued a cir- 
cular containing a verbatim report of 
this interview to the trades in the same 
month, and in reply to Sir Charles 
Dilke, M.P. (who very ably put the case 
for the Trade Unions at the suggestion 
of the Committee), Lord James men- 
tioned the following points, viz.: (1) 
That in his opinion there really had 
been no change in the law by the deci- 
sions referred to; (2) that the Act of 
1875 was a criminal statute; (8) what 
has recently occurred has nothing what- 
ever to do with the statute of 1875, but 
what has occurred is entirely one of 


common law; and (4) that the two cases 
quoted in connection with the recent 
decision, namely, the Irish case and the 
dictum of Allen v. Flood, turned upon 
the private right of an individual to 
complain that his trade had been so 
affected by the acts of a man that injury 
ensued, and, as he understood it, that 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
Act of 1875. The Committee thought 
thought that the discussion which took 
place at this interview was so important 
that they decided to issue it in circular 
form. 

In addition to the above, your 
Committee have left no effort untried 
which was likely to suggest any- 
thing in the nature of a_ practical 
remedy, and after much correspondence 
and encountering many difficulties, 
they succeeded in getting a resolution 
before the House of Commons, which 
raised the whole question of the Taff 
Vale decision, and obtained a division at 
the close, which clearly indicates which 
of the Members in the House of 
Commons are for us and which are 
against us. A verbatim copy of this 
debate, along with the division list, was 
sent out to the trades about the end of 
May. It is only fair to say that the 
thanks of the Committee and Trade 
Unionists generally are due to Mr. 
Caldwell, M.P., Mr. Beaumont, M.P., 
and Mr. R. Bell, M.P., for their untiring 
efforts and the services they have ren- 
dered in connection with this movement. 

In connection with this subject we 
may mention that your Committee 
considered the matter of such import- 
ance that in the month of June they 
drew up and circulated amongst the 
trades a circular headed ‘‘ The Legal 
Status of Trade Unions,’’ which the 
Committee hope may be found useful to 
the trades at the present time and in 
future discussions of this subject. 

On Friday morning, the 8th August, 
your Committee were pleased to note 
in the Press that a case, which throws a 
side light and has an important bearing 
on this subject, had been decided in the 
Law Courts by Mr. Justice Bigham in 
connection with the South Wales Miners’ 
Federation. The decision of Justice 


Bigham seems to be a turn in the tide. 
of the legal decisions which have been 
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given adversely to Trade Unions. This 


is a matter for congratulation, and the 
South Wales Miners are entitled to the 
cratitude of the Trade Unionists of 
the country in facing the legal liability 
to the amount of seventy thousand 
pounds, and fighting the battle of Trade 
Unionism entirely on their own respon- 
sibility. This decision is most valuable, 
but while this is so it is not without its 
danger, and it will therefore be the duty 
of the trades, and also the Congress, to 
watch with the utmost care and diligence 
every effort that is made by capitalism 
with the object of reversing the decision 
given by Justice Bigham. 

Your Committee also wish to state 


that they have attended at the House 


of Commons for the purpose of lobby- 
ing Members of Parliament on the 
occasion of the second reading of the 
Miners’ Eight Hours Bill and on 
the 14th May when Mr. Beaumont’s 
motion ve the Taff Vale case was being 
discussed. 


DISPUTE BETWEEN THE PAINTERS AND 
DECORATORS AND THE OPERATIVE 
PLUMBERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


At the time of the last Congress and 
alterwards complaints were made to the 
Parliamentary Committee by the Amal- 
gamated Society of House Decorators 
and Painters against the United Opera- 
tive Plumbers’ Association members in 
the Norwich Branch, the latter having 
taken the places of members of the 
Painters’ Society during a dispute with 
the employers. A request was made 
for the Parliamentary Committee to 
appoint Arbitrators to inquire into the 
allegations made. The Committee 
appointed Messrs. Hornidge, Thorne 
and Sexton, to adjudicate in this dispute, 
and the following are the findings of the 
Sub-Committee appointed, and which 
clearly explain the circumstances :— 


FINDINGS OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE OF 
THE PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE OF 
THE TRADES UNION CONGRESS IN THE 
MATTER OF THE CHARGES OF BLACK- 
LEGGING MADE BY THE AMALGAMATED 
SOCIETY OF HOUSE DECORATORS AND 
PAINTERS AGAINST THE NORWICH AND 
DISTRICT LODGE OF THE UNITED 





OPERATIVE PLUMBERS’ ASSOCIATION 
OF GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 


The Committee sat at the George 
Inn, Haymarket, Norwich, on the 6th 
December, 1901. Present on behalf of 
the Parliamentary Committee: Messrs. 
W. Thorne, J. Sexton, and W. B. 
Hornidge. Mr. Thorne occupied the 
chair. Mr. E. OC. Gibbs, general 
secretary of the Painters’ Society, led 
for the appellants; Mr. G. B. Cherry, 
general secretary of the Plumbers’ 
Association, and Mr. Hamilton for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Gibbs opened at length, describing 
the dispute that had arisen between the 
employers and the workpeople, and 
specifically charged members of the 
Plumbers’ Society with doing painting 
while the painters were out, viz., 
Harvey at work on the Unthanks Road ; 
Messrs. Berwick and Rice at Earlham ; 


'Fursee at High House, Thorpe, and at 


the Lawns, Christchurch Road. 

After hearing evidence from Messrs. 
Rudd and Pearce as to Berwick doing 
painting, and from Mr. Gibbs, the local 
secretacy of the Painters, as to his 
seeing King, Dunthorne, and Fursee 
working at painting, Mr. Cherry opened 
for the Plumbers, and desired that it 
should be borne in mind that their 
members were apprenticed to the 
plumbing, painting, and glazing; and 
as to one of their men being charged 
with carrying glass and glazing, that 
was part of their work, and they did not 
intend to give it up. No one of their 
members took the place of any of the 
men on strike, but did the painting as 
usual. Messrs. Murrell and Cooper 
(local secretary of the Plumbers) gave 
evidence to the effect that painting was 
a part of the usual work of the members 
of their society. 

The Investigating Committee find 
that :— ' | 

Fursee and Berwick did more painting 
than in an ordinary way they would have 
done had the painters been at work; con- 
sequently, the painters were justified in 
complaining of these men, This is borne 
out by the fact that the Plumbers’ 
Executive in their letter of April 17th, 
1901, Mr. Cherry wrote: ‘‘My Executive 
have given instructions to draw our men 
out and put them on strike pay.” And 
again on April 26th, when they wrote that 
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unless the men were withdrawn the branch 
would have to be expelled for working 
‘‘black.”” The members of the local lodge 
threatened their Executive Committee 
with legal proceedings if expelled, and 
refused to accept the Executive Com- 
mittee’s decision, which placed them in a 
very awkward position. In face of all the 
evidence we find that the Plumbers’ 
Executive Council did in the first instance 
all they could do as Trade Unionists, by 
demanding their members to withdraw, 
even under threat of expulsion, and at the 
hearing did not attempt to justify the 
action of the local lodge, who had 
threatened to take legal action in the event 
of their expulsion. 

We find also that the dispute had been 
over some months at the time the investi- 
gation took place, and feel that no great 
good can be done by investigating such 
disputes as these after the dispute with the 
employers is settled. Under all the cir- 
cumstances, we find :— 

(1) That at least two members of the 
local lodge of the plumbers did blackleg 
on the painters during the dispute. 

(2) That the local lodge supported 
them in so doing. 

(3) That the Executive Council of the 
Plumbers’ Society are responsible for the 
action of the local lodge, by not carrying 
out the mandate of their letter of 
April 26th. 

(4) Under the circumstances, we have 
no alternative but to decide that the 
Plumbers’ Union pay the costs of the 
investigation.

AMERICAN DELEGATION REPORT. 


* Your delegates sailed by the Ss. Celtic, 
and were met at New York by Sheriff 
O’Brien who, with members of the 
Central Unions of New York, paid us 
every kindly attention possible. Mr. 
O’ Rourke also added his services, pilot- 
ing us to the chief places of interest, 
introducing us to officials and members 
of Trade Unions. After a short stay 
in New York we journeyed to Washing- 
ton, and were much impressed, with the 
work of the Federation Head Offices. 
The complete organisation of its staff, 
the business efficiency so much in 
evidence, indicated clearly the far- 
reaching importance of the American 
Federation of Labour. 

Although the clerical staff was con- 


_ stituted by a score of expert typists and ° 


stenographers, they were kept fully 
employed at high tension, the chief 


officials’ work being as unremitting as 
the rest, with platform and conference 
responsibility thrown in. ‘The ex- 
tremely satisfactory progress of the 
Federation in financial and numerical 
strength is evidence of growing interest 
in Trade Unionism, and a concurrent 
increase in wages for American work- 
men. ‘The increase in revenue for the 
Federation for the last year was 25 per 
cent. above the income for the previous 
twelve months. The membership of the 
Federation has increased by an addition 
of 364,410 names, which, together with 
a large augmentation of numbers in 
unions unaffiliated with the Federation, 
brings the numerical increase of ad- 
herents to Trade Union principles of 
more than half-a-million for one year. 
This fact, we consider, should be utilised 
in all British Trade Union reports, in 
refutation of the statement made by in- 
terested persons “‘ that Trade Unionism 
is not an industrial factor in America,” 
together with statements ‘‘ that Ameri- 
can industrial prosperity is due to the 
absence of Trade Unionism.”’ Nine 
hundred and sixteen charters of affilia- 
tion were issued to Labour bodies for 
the one year, while for newly-formed 
unions 4,056 affiliations were accepted. 
The results are due to the energetic 
and devoted services of the officials of 
the Federation, many of whom learned 
their Trade Union principles in this 
country. 

The increase is astounding when the 
fact of diverse nationality is considered. 


THE CONVENTION, SCRANTON, PA., DECEM- 
BER OTH TO 14TH, 1901. 
Delegates representing unions from 


San Francisco to the extreme Eastern 
States attended to the number of 


. 809, including your delegation. The 


American and Canadian unions repre- 
sented more than a million membership. 
For the more efficient organisation of 
the Federation 35 paid organisers were 
employed, and 800 volunteer organisers 
spread over the whole area of Federa- 
tion activity. The vast extent of ground 
covered by union operations runs into 
many thousands of miles, even were a 


straight line drawn from east to west of — 


the States. 


TRADES UNION 


We were pleased to find a close 
alliance between the Canadian unions 
and the American. A pleasant feature 
of the relationship between the British 
unions and American was indicated by 
the evident desire of the delegates at 
the Convention to prevent friction 
between branches of British unions long 
established in America and the new 
unions which have grown under the 
American Federation. An attempt was 
made to set up a line of demarcation, 
an attempt very readily tabooed by the 
delegates present. The Carpenters and 
Engineers’ branches of British unions 
will, we feel assured, be granted a work- 
ing agreement with kindred organisations 
if the influence of the Federation can 
secure it. Your delegation was received 
most cordially and every courtesy 
extended most heartily. Fraternal 
greetings were exchanged, the spirit 
manifested indicating a strong desire 
that English-speaking races should make 
common cause in the economic struggle 
of the future, it being considered the 
internationalising of capital called for 
internationalising of Labour organisa- 
tions. Your delegation reciprocated the 
feelings expressed. The feature which 
struck us above all others was the ex- 
haustive elaboration of report and 
committee work, committees being nom- 
inated by the President, subject to 
sanction of the Convention. These 
committees went thoroughly into their 
work, the Convention being adjourned 
in some cases awaiting reports, a very 
lively interest being displayed in same 
when submitted. The matters dealt with 
were interesting to us, as it clearly 
demonstrated the value of the label on 
union made goods. Overlapping of union 
interests was discussed with some 
warmth; generally speaking, a good 
understanding was arrived at. Labour 
legislation came in for consideration, 
‘although the number of States added 
considerably to the difficulties of en- 
forcing. uniform protective conditions 
for labour. 

The republican institution of govern- 
ment simplifies the relationship of the 
classes to the extent of making quite 
reasonably easy the approach to the head 
of the Constitution. Labour interests 
have a direct claim on the ear of the 
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President of the Republic, who at all 
times willingly consults with accredited 
union representatives. Compared to the 
red tape and restrictions of our own 
Ministers of State confronting Trade 
Union representation, we are at a serious 
disadvantage in this country. It would 
also be the last.of our thoughts to seek 


the aid of the representative head of our 


Constitution. We simply point out a 


' fact without any desire to discuss mon- 


archical or repubiican institutions. Your 
delegation are of opinion that racial and 
language multiplicity, which in the past 
seriously handicapped the Trade Union 
movement of America, is now being 
overcome. The obliterating of national 
prejudices is the one great human instru- 
mentality to make effective the demand 
of the toilers in America for redress. At 
the present rate of progress we are of the 
opinion that American Trade Unionism 
will outstrip British Trade Unionism in 
influence and numbers. The reports to 
the Convention indicated the adoption in 
several states of the eight-hour day. The 
granite cutters have secured an eight- 
hour regulation, while in the principal 
cities the building trades have acquired 
a similar advantage. The iron and steel 
industries are also agitating for an eight- 
hour day, with every hope of success ; 
in some centres it has already been 
secured. The miners are also vigorously 
contending for an eight-hour day, the © 
recent addition of 250,000 members 
intensifying interest in this direction. 


CONDITION OF LABOUR IN AMERICA. 


Your delegation made inquiries as to 
conditions of labour, and find a very 
serious condition of things in those 
centres where Trade Unionism is weak. 
In the textiles little children of very 
tender years are forced into mill slavery, 
and the laws as to child labour evaded ; 
children of seven years and upwards 
being dragooned into labour. ‘The con- 
ditions are as bad as those existing 50 
years ago in our own textile industry, 
and which were remedied by Trade 
Unionism. In the mining districts of 
Virginia children are also employed, 
while adult labour 1s paid at the rate of 
3s.aday. This condition of affairs, we 
believe, will be remedied by Trade 
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Unionism in the near future, as organ- 
isers are now actively engaged in forming 
Trade Union branches. 

In some of the mining districts, up till 
recently, conditions were as brutal and 
degrading as those characteristic of our 
own country sixty years ago. The glut 
of immigration from Hastern European 
states ; the white slavery enforced under 
the worst form of the truck system of 
payment; and the absence of Trade 
Unions, were circumstances combining 
to make abject the position of the worker. 
As these conditions are being rapidly 
changed, in spite of the white slave 
trafic from Europe, Trade Unionism 
may claim to be a great humane instru- 
ment for the uplifting of the industrial 
classes. These two instances of the 
legacy of ignorance from Europe will, we 
believe, be met in vigorous fashion by 
capable leadership. 

With some exceptions, we found the 
utmost consideration shown workmen 
by the employers: ventilation, warmth, 
splendidly equipped factories, systematic 
organisation in all departments, and pro- 
cesses of labour much superior to those 
in existence at home. 

Cheaper and more rapid facilities of 
transport, together with superb natural 
advantages in mineral wealth, make 
America a formidable world competitor 
with us. The coloured race antagonism, 
the menace of the Asiatic degraded 
labour, is a very serious matter for the 
sturdier races of America. The Federa- 
tion has done splendid work for exclusion 
of Chinese, the success of the effort in- 
ducing the younger men of Canada, to 
become American citizens, then while 
our Colonial department is filling Canada 
and British Columbia with Chinese and 
Asiatic labour, and ruining the prospects 
of white labour, the Asiatic locust is 
dreaded in America, and is an evil in 
Canada. 

In ten establishments in Canada the 
Canadian delegate pointed out that 969 
whites were employed to the 1,307 
Orientals; we can only measure the evil 
by trying to realise what it would mean 
to the workmen of this country to have 
a horde of Chinamen introduced to take 
their place. 

In contradiction tothe statement made 
in the English Press of excessive toil and 


servile workmen working for low wages 
in America, we found the most abject of 
Kuropean races taking an interest, and 
in some cases using violence to demand 
their rights. 

The trusts have not until now made 
any bad use of their combination, wages 
having a tendency to increase. ; 

1,056 strikes are reported to the Fede- 
ration, involving 171,223 members, 
153,505 of whom received substantial 
benefit. 

We were pleased to see an approach 
being made to conciliation and arbi- 
tration in most of the States. Most of 
the important daily newspapers have a 
Labour column, maintaining a livelyin- 
terest in Labour matters. We have to 
thank President Gompers and _ the 
American Labour men generally for the 
personal and kindly assistance rendered 
to us during our stay. We were received 
in such a way as to make us more than 


ever believe that the unity of the English- 


speaking races, or working section of 
same, is the best safeguard against the 
encroachment on wages and a positive 
means to raise the standard of living. 
The class loyalty observed by the union 
label we feel could be imitated with 
advantage in this country. 

We feel confident that Trade Unionism 
in America will cope with and profit by 
the rapid industrial advance of that 
country. 

Your delegates bring greetings from 
American Trade Unionists, and remain

REPORT OF DELEGATE TO GENERAL 
FEDERATION OF TRADE UNIONS. 


August, 1902. 

Gentlemen,—As appointed by you, 
I attended the Council of the General 
Federation of Trade Unions at their 
assembly at Leicester, on August 7th 
and 8th, 1902, as fraternal delegate. 
I was invited to oecupy a seat on the 
platform and deliver to the Council in 
session your congratulations, which were 
received with thorough heartiness, and 
reciprocated by unanimous vote of the 
Council. The Management Committee 
placed at my disposal reports, balance 
sheets, and other information, so that 
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from a full knowledge and personal 
contact with the delegates during their 
discussion of them, and also suggested 
alteration of important portions of the 
constitution I might gather the full 
text and intent of the Conference, so as 
to convey to you my impressions with 
correct information as to the scope of 
the business. There were present 74 
delegates, representing 77 trades, with 
a total membership of nearly half-a- 
million, whilst the financial  state- 
ment showed a balance in hand of 
£30,120 13s., with £40,000 invested in 
Corporation Stock, making a grand 
total of £70,120 13s. as the worth of 
the Federation on 30th June, 1902. 
All the business done during the sessions 
was of a purely domestic character, but 
there was one resolution moved, which, 
had it received favour, must have had 
the attention of your Committee, as it 
might have conflicted with what is 
generally understood to be your special 
work for the organised trades of the 
country. : 


Copy of resolution :— 


‘¢ That a Sub-Committee of the Manage- 
**ment Committee as now constituted act 
‘as a Parliamentary Committee for the 
‘‘ purpose of promoting the legislative 
‘¢ interests of the workers in the House of 
‘* Parliament.”’ 

It is my duty and my pleasure to 
report that the motion found but faint 
response from the delegates, and the 
only reason assigned by the speakers 
was that such Committee was quite 
unnecessary in that the work was 
already done by the Parliamentary 
Committee of the Trade Union Con- 
gress. The meetings were in every 
way successful. There was good busi- 
ness tact exhibited, and the men who 
led the discussions were such as are 
well known and are trusted by the large 
body of Trade Unionists.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATION TO THE 
CO-OPERATIVE CONGRESS AT EXETER. 


In accordance with the instructions 
of the Parliamentary Committee we 
attended the above Congress on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, and Wednesday, May 


19th, 20th, and 21st, respectively, con- 
veying to the Co-operators assembled 
your fraternal greetings and best wishes 
for the future welfare of that great wing 
of the progressive movement to better 
the condition of the workman’s life. 

The Congress met in the Theatre un- 
der the rather trying conditions of bad 
light and worse ventilation, but not- 
withstanding these drawbacks the vast 
gathering maintained throughout in- 
tense interest in the proceedings during 
the whole of the three days they were 
assembled together. 

Fraternal delegates were there from 
the Danish Co-operators and the Na- 
tional Union of Teachers, as well as 
from our own Trade Union Congress, 
Fifteen minutes being allowed to each 
speaker, your delegates availed them- 
selves of their opportunity. W. C. 
Steadman, who spoke first, dealt with 
the necessity of Co-operators and Trade 
Unionists being united on such burning 
questions as Old-Age Pensions, Educa- 
tion, and Free Trade. D.C. Cummings, 
who followed, dealt principally with the 
necessity of a closer bond of union 
between these two great Labour move- 
ments for the general good. We were 
well received, and listened to with great 
attention, and during the whole of the 
three days’ session scarce one jarring 
note was heard that could in any way 
retard the unity of these two forces. 
Of the questions outside the ordinary 
routine the three questions of Old-Age 
Pensions, Education, and Free Trade 
as attacked by the Corn Tax, claimed 
most attention, the pronouncement on 
all three being in accord with our own 
pronouncements at the Congresses we 
have held on these questions, the Co- 
operators giving vent to their beliefs 
with no uncertain sound. 

We renewed acquaintance with many 
old friends, discussed the future of our 
separate movements with many OCo- 
operative leaders, together expressed 
the wish for closer unity, had an inter- 
esting and enjoyable experience, and 
came away with renewed hopes for the 
future.

DEATHS OF TRADE UNION OFFICIALS. 

Since last Congress met the hand of 
death has been busy in taking from our 
midst quite a number of the stalwart 
friends of Labour. The first to which 
reference is made is that of our old friend 
and ardent worker James Mawdsley, 
J.P., late secretary of the Amalgamated 
Spinners’ Association. While sitting in 
Committee at Swansea last year a com- 
munication reached them stating that 
Mr. Mawdsley had met with a serious 
accident. A telegram was at once sent 
to him expressing the Committee’s deep 
sympathy. He lingered on until about 
the beginning of February, when he died 
under the most pathetic circumstances. 
A telegram was sent to your Committee 
by Mr. Ashton, president of the Spinners’ 
Association, asking the Committee to be 
represented at the funeral, when it was 
decided that the Secretary should attend. 
The greatest respect and sympathy was 
shown by the whole neighbourhood in 
which Mr. Mawdsley lived, and by all 
branches of the textile industry, which 
were largely represented at the funeral. 
His services to the Trade Union world 
are too well known to require repeating 
by us to endear his memory to those he 
has left behind. 

There have also passed away during 
the year other friends in the Labour 
movement, to whom we would make 
reference, namely, Mr. A. W. Jones, late 
secretary of the Typographical Associa- 
tion, Mr. H. Slatter, J.P., a former 
official of the same society, and also Mr. 
G. B. Cherry, general secretary of the 
Plumbers’ Society, who died just on the 
eve of holding the Congress. They all 
have rendered valuable services to the 
cause of Labour. These deaths make a 
breach in the ranks of Labour which it 
is somewhat difficult to refill—first, in 
regard to the trade with which they 
were connected, and also in the Trade 
Union world generally. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


Your Committee have to state in con- 
clusion that they have done their best 
during the past year in pressing forward 
the general and particular work ot the 
Trades Union Congress. They have 
given the most careful attention to the 
matters relegated tothem by the Swansea 


Congress, and they feel quite sure 


that after the delegates have reviewed 


the work which is referred to in this. 
report they will give them credit for — 


having faithfully endeavoured to do 
the work entrusted to them. It is 
with great satisfaction that your Com- 
mittee note that many of the trades 
are taking up very heartily the ques- 
tion of Labour representation in the 
House of Commons, and are seriously 
considering, and in many cases have 
adopted candidates to run in the interest 
of Labour at the next General Election, 
and also that in many of the trades 
funds are being provided for the sup- 
port of their members when they are 
elected. This is a new phase and de- 
velopment in the Labour movement, and 
is fruitful with hope amd promise for the 
future. Your Committee heartily agree 
and think it is a step in the right direc- 
tion, and they trust that those trades 
who have not already considered this 
question will do so as early as possible, 
being convinced that this is the most 
practical way of giving effect to the 
aspirations and ideals of the Labour 
movement, and they sincerely hope that 
the efforts row being made will be 
crowned with abundant success. The 
Committee trust that this Congress will 
be the most successful of any yet held, 
and be instrumental in cementing all 
the industries of which it is composed 
into deeper sympathy and even more 
general usefulness, and also in bringing 
the Trade Union movement of the coun- 
try into closer touch with those many 
and varied social and industrial reforms 
which it is our object to attain.

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WOMEN’S FRANCHISE. 


Mr. A. Gre (Weavers and Textile 
Workers) proposed :— 
“That the time has now arrived when 
‘¢in the economic interests of women the 
‘‘ franchise should be extended to them on 
“the same terms as it is or may be to 
‘¢ men.”’ 


Replying to the argument that women 
would misuse the franchise, he could not 
believe they would show the bad judgment 
displayed by the men who had voted for 
the present Government. Women would 
never be properly looked after until they 
had the franchise. 


Mrs. HeLen Farruurst (Weavers, Wigan) 
supported the proposition, and reminded 
the workers of London of the long hours 
and unhealthy surroundings of ‘the great 
army of female workers. It had become 
an absolute necessity that women sbould 
have a voice in framing the laws by which 
they were governed. 


Mr. C. Freak (National Boot and Shoe) 
opposed the proposition. He believed in 
adult suffrage, and he believed that women 
wanted to be citizens as well. But would 
the proposition before them have that 
effect? He regarded it as the biggest 
fraud that had ever been put before them. 
It was proposed that the vote should be 
given to women as to men. Where were 
the women to get their qualifications from ? 
It meant that the wives and daughters of 
the aristocracy would multiply their votes, 
while the working men would be unable to 
do so. Working men could not afford to 
keep two establishments. If they put up a 
resolution asking for universal suffrage he 
would be with them. The passing of the 
resolution would revive the faggot system. 


The argument of the last speaker 
greatly impressed the delegates, and it 
was decided to defer the consideration 
of the subject to allow of the proposi- 
tion being remodelled io remove the 
objectionable words, ‘‘on the same 
terms as to men.”’ 


GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Pere Curran (chairman of the 
General Purposes Committee) intervened 
to state that the resolutions respecting Shop 
Hours and Shop Assistants, on page 11 of 
the Agenda paper, would be proceeded 
with as printed, and that the delegates 
whose names appear below in conjunction 
therewith should take charge of them. 


It had also been decided to take the two 
resolutions on page 14 with regard to hours 
of labour, as printed. 


On account of the illness of Mr. Ben 
Tillett, it had been agreed to postpone the 
report ou Compulsory Arbitration until 
Thursday. 


THE SHOPS BILL. 


Mr. J. Macpuerson (National 
Assistants) proposed :— 


(4) ‘‘ That this Congress is of opinion that 
‘‘ the Shops Bill, drafted by the National 
‘¢ Amalgamated Union of Shop Assistants, 
‘¢ Warehousemen, and Clerks, and intro- 
‘¢ duced into the House of Commons by 
‘¢ Sir Charles Dilke, Bart., which proposes 
‘¢a reduction of the hours of labour for 
‘* shop workers and a uniform hour for 
‘‘glosing shops enforced by State, is a 
‘‘reasonable and practical measure ur- 
‘¢ gently needed for the protection of the 
‘¢ shop workers of this country; further, 
*¢ instructs the Parliamentary Committee 
‘« to lend all assistance possible to the pro- 
‘* moters of the Bill, and urges all Trade 
*¢ Unions here represented to request their 
** local Members of Parliament to support 
‘¢ the Bill in the House of Commons,” 


The speaker said the shop assistants 
were always anxious to put the blame 
upon the workers for their long hours; but 
he thought the evil was rather due to the 
inaction of the shop assistants themselves. 
He did urge, however, that the delegates 
should use their influence to keep their 
women-folk away from the shops after the 
hours mentioned in the Bill. 


Mr. W. Goprrey (Carmen’s Trade Union) 
seconded the proposition. If the shop 
assistants were done earlier, the carmen 
would also have shorter -hours. That in 
its turn would enable the carmen’s wives 
to do their shopping earlier, and so not be 
obliged to purchase meat that other women 
had been driving their thumb-nails in all 
day to test its tenderness. 


Resolution agreed to. 


Shop 


INCLUSION OF SHOP ASSISTANTS IN ALL 
LABOUR LAWS. 


Mr. J. MAcPHERSON also moved :— 


(2) ‘‘ That this Congress hereby instructs its 
‘* Parliamentary Committee to insert in all 
‘‘ its legislative proposals applying generally 
‘to labour a clause to include Shop 
‘¢ Assistants, Warehousemen, and Clerks.” 


The resolution was necessary, he said, to 
enable the shop assistants to be considered 
as ‘‘ workmen ’”’ in the eyes of the law. At 
present that was not so. It would also 
enable them to abolish the payment of 
their wages in kind. 


Mr. W. C. McSrocker (National Brass- 
workers) seconded. 


Proposition carried. 
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GENERAL EIGHT HOURS. | 
Mr. A. Haypay (Gasworkers) proposed :— 
(3) ‘‘ This Congress declares that the time 
‘‘ has arrived when the hours of' labour 
“¢ should be limited to eight per day in all 
‘‘ trades and occupations in the United 
‘¢ Kingdom, and this be made a test 
‘¢ question at Parliamentary and all local 
‘‘ elections, and instructs the Parliamen- 
‘¢ tary Committee to introduce a Bill into 
‘¢ the House of Commons with a view of 
‘« oetting the eight-hour day to become the 
‘* law of the country.”’ 
In support of the proposition, the 
speaker mentioned that one large employer 
had asserted that he was able to make a 
saving of 174 per cent. on his wages bill as 
a result of shorter hours. It was obvious 
that if the master was able to see an 
advantage in shorter hours, the benefit to 
the workers must be very great indeed. 
The workers ought to be convinced that 
talking was of no use; they must put their 
party politics in the dustbin, and put their 
shoulder to the wheel. 

Mr. H. Emery (Staffordshire Bakers and 
Confectioners) seconded. He thought it 
would be more to the purpose if the 
delegates to Congress were to cease 
criticising the Parliamentary Commitiee 
and Parliament generally, and direct their 
attention to the education of their members. 
If that were done, the Parlimentary Com- 
mittee could be educated later on. 

Mr. W. Stevenson (United Builders’ 
Labourers) thought the resolution if carried 
and acted upon would mean that one sec- 
tion of a trade would not be able to work 
at all—as in the case of builders, who 
could only work in fine weather, and would 
have no opportunity of making up the lost 
ground. 

Mr. C. F. Davis (London Compositors) 
thought it very strange that a represeuta- 
tive of the building trade should be found 
to oppose an eight-hour day, seeing that 
the builders were working less hours and 
receiving more money than almost any 
other trade. Long hours meant short 
wages. Hight hours would generally mean 
nine in practice; so that the more their 
hours were extended the greater should 
be their determination to secure their 
reduction. The printing trade worked 
overtime to an alarming extent, yet 
their wages were comparatively low. 
The hours of some workmen at present 
were so long that some children never saw 
their fathers. 

Mr. P. WrIcHILL (Stonemasons), Mr. H. 
W. Wiu.iAms (National Labourers’ Union), 
and Mr. P. Vocrt (Waiters) supported the 
proposition. 

The Chairman was about to put the 
motion when

Mr. F. Kennepy (United Builders’ 
Labourers) protested at the closure of the 
debate. He boped the Chairman was not 
going to be guilty of the same offence as 
Mr. Balfour, who closed the mouths of 
people wbom he did not wish to hear. 

The CHarRMAN said there was a difference 
between himself and Mr. Balfour. Mr. 


Balfour was master of the situation in 


Parliament, but he was the servant of 
Congress. When be found a majority of 
the delegates wanted to stop the discus- 
sion he should obey their wishes. 

The proposition was then put to the 
vote and carried with about three 
dissentients. 


MINERS’ EIGHT HOURS BILL. 
Mr. J. Werk (Miners’ Federation) pro- 
posed :— 
(4) ‘‘ That it be an instruction to the Par- 
‘¢liamentary Committee to render all 
‘ assistance possible to the Federation of 
‘Great Britain in their endeavours to 
‘‘ obtain by legal enactment an eight 
‘¢ hours’ working day from bank to bank.” 
He did not pretend to be an authority as 
to the economic conditions in the North of 
England, fron: whence the opposition pro- 
ceeded that was responsible for the delay 
in the passing of the Miners’ Hight Hours 
Bill; but he ventured to think they were 
the same as those which prevailed in the 
area affected by the measure. He had 
listened to the debates in thé House of 
Commons on the Bill, and had noted the 
absurdity of the arguments. which had 
been advanced against its provisions. His 
conclusion with regard to the opposition 
was that the men who had the seven- 
hour day—that was their opponents—were 
making the boys work ten so that the men’s 
shorter hours, were being obtained at the 
expense of the boys. 

Mr. J. Daviss (Miners’ Federation) 
seconded the resolution. He hoped the 
Miners’ Bill would be made a test question 
at the next election. 

Mr. F. Kennepy (Labourers) also sup- 
ported the resolution. He supported the 


Miners because he had no doubt they - 


thoroughly knew their own minds. 

Mr. H. Boyne (Northumberland Miners) 
protested against the assertion that his 
union was responsible for the withholding 
of the Miners’ eight-hour day. As a fact, 
the Miners might have had it.in 1894, but 
refused it because they could not get the 
support of the Northumberland Miners. 
With regard to the hours of the boys, they 
had tried their utmost to shorten them, 
but were utterly unable to do so. 

The proposition was then carried, 
only four hands being held up against 
it. 
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STANDING ORDERS COMMITTEE REPORT. 


The Standing Orders Committee then 
reported that no amendment or alteration 
could be allowed to the Women’s Franchise 

resolution previously alluded to. 


The Congress then adjourned.

The Congress re-assembled on Wed- 
nesday at 9-30 a.m., the PRESIDENT 
occupying the chair, the ShorETaRy read- 
ing the minutes of the previous day’s 
proceedings. 


GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEER’S REPORT., 
ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


On behalf of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee, Mr. Petz CurRAN said the first 
resolution to be considered that morning 
would be the one dealing with Labour 
Representation. In regard to that the 
second resolution on the Agenda paper 
(page 5) had been struck out, but the latter 
portion of the first resolution, commencing 
‘‘also that the Congress strongly recom- 
mends,” it was thought should be dealt 
with separately, and they therefore recom- 
mend that it be carried to the Miscel- 
laneous Resolutions. The last part of the 
second resolution on Labour Represen- 
tation had been included in the new 
resolutio. now reported. 

Next in order for discussion would be 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act, and the 
question of Old-Age Pensions. Upon 
neither of these subjects had the General 
Parposes Committee any suggestion to 
make, as the resolutions now submitted 
were the embodyment of the various 
resolutions upon the Agenda paper. 

They had also decided that the fraternal 
delegates should address Congress that 
morning at 11-30. There were two dele- 
gates trom the American Federation of 
Labour, two from the Co-operative Union, 
and Mr. Mitchell, from the General 
Federation of Trades. 


The recommendations were agreed to. 


REPORT No. I. 
LABOUR REPRESENTATION. 
Mr. J. Sexton ~ (National 
moved :— 


** That this Congress, while hailing with 
‘satisfaction the vigorous efforts of 
‘individual trades on ‘the question of 


Dockers) 


‘‘ direct Labour Representation in Parlia- 
‘ment, is of the opinion that the most 
‘* successful method to utilise the forces of 
‘¢ Labour in Parliament would be by con- 
‘“‘ centrated effort from an organised centre, 
“and that the Parliamentary Committee 
“be instructed to call and take part ina 
‘“¢ Conference of all bona-fide Labour organi- 
‘‘sations already actively engaged in the 
‘** question of Direct Labour Representa- 
‘* tion, to arrange a basis of common action 
‘“‘ of all Labour representatives returned to 
‘“‘ Parliament, and to issue manifestoes in 
‘“‘favour of Parliamentary candidates 
‘‘who are put forward by the aforesaid 
‘bodies; to take steps to procure the 
‘‘ publication and distribution of these 
‘‘ manifestoes in the constituencies being 
‘‘ contested by the respective candidates ; 
*“ and to take such other steps within their 
‘¢ power to secure the success of such can- 
‘« didates at the polls.’’ . 


He said it had been vigorously argued that 
the late war did not involve a Labour 
question. Yet it was the very crux of the 
Labour question in this country. After 
Clitheroe, he could see no |-gitimate excuse 
for men not running as Labour candidates 
independently of party politics. For the 
first time in the history of the Trade Union 
movement, Liberal and Tory workers 
had stood together in their common interest. 
He did not desire to see men sent to Parlia- 
meut to watch the interest of any particular 
trade. That would lead to the neglect of 
other trades than those who were lucky 
enough to have secured representation. 
When Labour men got to Parliament they 
should be expected to attend whenever a 
Labour question of any kind was before 
the House. 


Mr. W. B. CurEesmAn (Fawcett Associa- 
tion) seconded the proposition. He was 
persuaded that the only hope for the Labour 
cause lay in Parliamentary representation. 
They should return as many Labour men 
as possible, and then support them for all 
they were worth. Their necessities should 
teach them toleration. 


Mr. F. Wiis (London Compositors) 
thought much might be done to improve 
the Labour outlook if men seit about uniting 
more instead of running to Parliament for 
the redress of their grievances. But as this 
seemed impossible, ke welcomed the deter- 
mination of Congress to seek salvation in 
the political arena. He hoped they might 
succeed in rallying to the common cause 
regardless of the section of politics that 
had hitherto claimed their support. 


Mr. W. H. Auauton (Nelson Weavers) 
pointed the moral of Mr. Shackleton’s un- 
opposed return for Clitheroe, and derided 
the notion of Labour candidates coquetting 
with either great political party. 
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Mr. G. H. Stuart (Postmen’s Federation) 
doubted whether Labour candidates could 
yet with impunity stand alone on many 
occasions. He did not think Clitheroe 
proved quite so much as seemed to be 
claimed for it. The constituency was an 
exceptional one. 


AN AMENDMENT. 
Mr. J. O’Grapy (Furnishing Trades) 


moved to strike out the word “ Parlia- — 


mentary’’ and substitute ‘‘ Labour Repre- 
sentation,” and to substitute “ instructed ” 
for ‘‘ requested.’’ He did so because it must 
be evident to everyone that the Congress 
had quite enough work to occupy them for 
years to come without being responsible for 
Labour Representation. 

Mr. A. WiLkiEz (Shipwrights) complained 
that under the Standing Orders such an 
amendment was out of order, as there were 
no such words as ‘‘ Labour Representation "’ 
in either resolution which had been 
grouped. 

The CHarrMAN ruled that Mr. Wilkie was 
in error; the amendment was good, as the 
words did occur in the first resolution. 

Mr. R. Smivurm (Miners’. Federation) 
seconded the amendment. Much had been 
said about toleration; but the workers 
throughout the country were not receiving 
much toleration at the hands of capitalists 
just now, and it jooked as if they would 
receive still legs in the future. They must 
unite their forces and fight both political 
parties. They might meet for the next 
50 years and still not get their wishes 
fulfilled so long as the House of Commons 
retained its present constitution. 

Mr. J. Hopes (Steel Smelters) said if 
they did not want to wreck their prospects 
the organised forces must keep clear of 
both political parties. 

Mr. J. Toyn (Cleveland Miners) said there 
was likely to be a vacancy in Cleveland 
shortly. Hitherto they had been represented 
by amember who had carried out all their 
wishes. Out of 12,000 electors only 3,000 
were Trade Unionists. Were they to run a 
candidate of their own, aud so give the seat 
to the Tories, or were they to try to come 
to an arrangement which should secure the 
seat for Labour ? 

Mr. P. Curran (Gasworkers) thought 
that if the resolution were passed in its 
present form the Parliamentary Committee 
would be put in a very invidious position. 
The time had arrived when mongrel politi- 
cians should be discarded for straightfor- 
ward Labour members. 

Mr. J. ©. Gorpon (Tin Plate Workers) 
said he would prefer to see the Tory candi- 
date returned than have to elect the Liberal 
at the expense of their own convictions. 


Mr. SExTon, as mover of the resolution, 
said he was quite willing to accept the 
alteration. 


On being put to the vote, the amend- 
ment was carried by a large majority. 


The resolution as amended was then 
put and carried. 


REPORT No. II. 
WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


Mr. EF: “Hana 
moved :— 


‘“That the Parliamentary Committee, 
‘‘ with the assistance of the Trade Unions 
‘“‘ represented at this Congress, press upon 
‘¢the Government the great need for an 
“amended Compensation Act, which will 
‘*‘ provide for all injuries, extended to all 
‘“trades and employments, no -matter 
‘‘ where such accidents occur. Compensa- 
‘‘ tion to be paid from first day of injury, 
‘* such compensation to be calculated from 
‘‘ the average wages earned by the work- 
‘‘men, and that the Parliamentary Com- 
‘‘ mittee be instructed in any action they 
‘““may take to have regard to all the 
‘resolutions and amendments sent in by 
“the various societies, and appearing on 
‘‘ the agenda of this Congress.” 


He urged the necessity for a new Bill 
being brought in to include all trades in 
the scope of the Act. 

Mr. D. C. Cummines (Boilermakers) 
seconded and said that some time ago Mr. 
Ritchie had promised on behalf of the 
Government a very considerable enlarge- 
ment of the scope of the Bill. In ship- 
building and ship-repairing centres large 
numbers of workers were at present out- 
side the protection of the Act. 

Considerable discussion ensued on a 
motion to refer the whole matter back 
to the Grouping Committee. Great 
exception was taken to the stipulation 
that a workman should be compensated 
on the basis of his average earnings. 


(Miners’ Federation) 


Ultimately, the CounsreLt to the Con- 


gress (Mr. EK. Browne) pointed out that 
the whole of the complaints urged by 
the various speakers against the resolu- 
tion were met by the fact that the Par- 
liamentary Committee had a Bill before 
the House at the present time which 
embodied all that was required. Besides 
that, Mr. Ritchie had promised to amend 
the existing Act in the near future. 
Everything had been done that was 
wanted. In the Bill before Parliament 
it was defined that employés should 
mean any person who works under 
control of service; or on board a ship. 


ee 
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That covered the case of Mr. Macpherson 
(Shop Assistants). It was also stipulated 
that workmen of all trades should be com- 
pensated. They had provided for all 
reasonable demands. 


The amendment for reference back 
was then withdrawn. 


Mr. P. Voce (Waiters) wanted to know 
whether the Bill was a private one or a 
Government measure. 


Mr. EK. Browne: The Parliamentary 
Committee have not yet got control of the 
Goverument. 


The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 


AMERICAN FRATERNAL DELEGATION. ~ 


Mr. H. Blackmore (Carpenter) and 
Mr. P. Dolan (Miner), the fraternal 
delegates from the American Federation 
of Labour, were then received. 


Mr. Buackmore said he did not wish to 
make a speech. The proper men to make 
speeches would be their own delegates to 
America, who on their return would be 
able to give an unprejudiced report of what 
they had seen. He would say one thing, 
however, aud that was that in the matter 
of the eight-hour day America was far 
ahead of Great Britain. Some of the 
English delegates the day before had said 
they did not want the eight-hour day to 
apply to a particular portion of a trade. 
His own view was that if an eight-hour 
day was good a shorter day was better. 
In the city from whence he came there 
used formerly to be a ten-hour day. They 
fought for an eight-hour day and got it; 
and in one year they had received more 
wages for eight hours than they had for 
ten. Almost every city in the United 


States of any size was working eight 


hours a day, and some of them did not 
work after noon on Saturday. In regard 
to the future condition of Labour, he hoped 
he might live to see the time when the 
motto inscribed on the banners of some of 
the building labourers should be the 
principle by which all disputes would be 
settled: “‘ Reason, not force.” 


Mr. Dotan said he, like his colleague, had 
been sent to wish them God-speed in their 
work for the uplifting of humanity. He 
could not help feeling surprised as he 
listened to their debate on the Eight-Hour 
Day. The first Labour speech he had ever 
heard was delivered in Scotland 20 years 
ago by the great Alexander Macdonald. 
Not one fresh argument was added during 
their debate of the previous day to what 
had been urged by Macdonald in those 
far-off days. For nearly a quarter of a 


century the American Trade Unionists 
had been advocating a legal eight-hour day. 
Congress after Congress had taken the 
matter up —and laid it down again. The 
Bill had now passed Congress, and was in 
the hands of tbeir House of Lords—the 
Senate: They expected it would pass, 
sooner or later; but, in the meantime, 
many trades had gained the eight-hour 
day by their own efforts. The argument 
had been urged in America, as in England, 
that men would not receive enough to live 
on nnder an eight-hour day; but events 
had disproved the assertion. He sincerely 
hoped that all who were still against the 
eight-hour day would rapidly change 
their minds. There was one thing, 
however, in which America had to give 
Great Britain best—that was with regard 
to the Parliamentary representation of 
Labour. So far, they had totally failed in | 
that direction. They possessed the fran- 
chise fully enough, but did not use it in the 
right way. The Democratsand Republicans 
adhered totheir parties as closely as to their 
religion. Education in the Trade Union 
movement was the only remedy. At 
present many Trade Unionists in America 
said, in regard to political representation : 
** The whole hog or none!” and when they 
tried it, it was ‘‘none!’’ Until the workers 
—non-union and union alike—could be got 
to see that their interests were identical, 
they would never vote together. Many of 
us think it just as easy to get the most 
bigoted Roman Catholic and Protestant to 
kneel down at the same altar to pray as 
to get the workers to vote together. Some 
people complained of the slowness of their 
pace; but a good unionist would cry 
“ Halt !’’ when he saw danger approaching. 
The general who could not say ‘‘ Halt!” 
in the face of danger was unfit for his 
command. Inconclusion, he would say one 
word about the great anthracite strike. 
In the anthracite coalfields there were 
150,000 miners. Until recently these men 
were unorganised, but now ;that reproach 
was removed, aud with their combination 
they had formulated demands which in- 
cluded an eight-hour day. This had been 
refused, hence the strike. The contest 
was a bitter one. When last he heard from 
them the miners were holding firm. The 
organised miners of America—of which 
there are 300,000 out of a total of 487,000— 
had levied themselves to the extent of a 
dollar per week per man for the support of 
the strikers. Every paid official had to pay 
his dollar like the rest, and 25 per cent. of 
his total salary as well. He could not 
predict the result of this gigantic battle. 
The Trade Unionists of the whole of 
America were helping materially. Half 
a million dollars a week was required to 
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provide the men with bare necessities. 
Even should the worst arrive, defeat would 
only lead to fresh endeavour. 


Mr. HE. Cowey (Miners’ Federation) 
then made each delegate a presentation, 
on behalf of the Congress, of a handsome 
case of Sheffield cutlery. 


Mr. Douan said that whenever he tried 
to manipulate the knives—if he had any- 
thing to do it with—he would think very 
kindly of the givers. 


Mr. BuackmoreE said he would put aside 
the gruesome doubt expressed by his 
colleague, and trust that he might always 
have something to operate on, in order to 
keep his generous donors in remembrance. 


THE CO-OPERATIVE DELEGATES. 


Mr. H. Vivian and Mr. J. C. Gray next 
addressed the delegates ou bebalf of the 
Co-operative Union of Britain, as follows :— 


The deputation, as representing the Co- 
operative Union of Great Britain, have 
pleasure, on its behalf, in bringing to the 
Trades Union Congress the hearty good 
wishes of- nearly 2,000,000 co-operators. 
It is many years since the wise practice of 
exchanging delegations was adopted by the 
Co-operative and Trades Union Congresses, 


aud during that period both movements. 


have undoubtedly come to learn more of 
each other and to estimate more highly 
the value of each other’s efforts. Broadly 
speaking, the leaders of the two move- 
ments are in sympathy with each other’s 
work, but, quite apart from this, the mere 
fact that each movement represents the 
associated effort of nearly 2,000,000 is 
sufficient to emphasise the importance of 
our keeping in touch, in order to get a true 
appreciation of the aims and work of each 
other. It follows, owing to the different 
character of the work in which we are 
respectively engaged, that our methods are 
not your methods, and yet there is much 
in which we may be mutually helpful 
without abdicating the right of either to 
control its own affairs. 

The Co-operative movement now has 
1,648 societies of all kinds, with a mem- 
bership of 1,919,555, a share capital of 
£24,595,706, aud doing a _ trade of 
£81,782,949. We venture to think that it 
is of real practical value to the Trade 
Unionists of the country to gain some of 
the experience which the administration 
of this enormous business involves. The 
steadying educational effect which the 
responsibility of administering capital, the 
work of superintending labour in a Co- 
operative society, and the exercise of fore- 
thought needed in a growing business has 
upon any man who has the germs of 


organising capacity in him cannot be over- 
estimated. 

Whatever may be the particular form 
our industrial ideal takes, very little real 
progress can be made unless Labour fits 
itself to share in the responsibility involved 
in the organisation and administration of 
capital as well as claiming good conditions 
for itself, important as these may be. The 
middle classes have during the past half a 
century made enormous use of the joint- 
stock company to accumulate wealth, and 
why should uot the twentieth century see 
the great mass of workmen raised to a 
position of independence and freedom 
through Co-operative organisation. What 
is possible with 80 millions of trade is, and 
should be, possible on a larger scale. Even 
from the lowest staudpoint as wage- 
bargainers it has been in the past an 
immense gain to your movement for your 
members to have the accumulated funds of 
the Co-operative movement to fall back on. 
The homes saved, the poverty prevented, 
the spirit of hope maintained during a great 
industrial struggle through your members 
having tunds at Co-operative societies are 
immense testimony to the value of our 
cause. As much as £40,000 has been drawn 
out from one society during a great struggle, 
and cases of very large sums drawn from 
other societies could be multiplied indefi- 
nitely, and this without the taint of charity 
or the legacy of debt. 

These are, then, very solid reasons why 
our two movements should respect and get 
to know more of each other. 

In conclusion, we believe that, given a 
true appreciation on each side of our special 
mission, aud a willingness to recoguise the 
inherent difficulties of the respective tasks 
we have taken in hand, it is impossible to 
over-estimate the service that both move- 
ments can render to the cause of human 
improvement. 


GENERAL FEDERATION DELEGATE. 


Mr. MitcHewu (general secretary to the 
Federation of Trade Unions) also addressed 
the delegates, and assured them that it was 
the desire of the Federation to keep in 
touch with their creators, the Trades 
Union Congress. He was glad to know 
that the duties of each body during the 
coming year were to be clearly defined. 
He hoped that the thousands of Trade 
Unionists still outside the Federation 
would before long fall into line with the 
new movement. They meant business in 
regard to everything they took up, and 
were determined at any cost to secure 
justice for those whose cause they made 
their own. 

Mr. J. A. Seppon (National Shop Assist- 


ants) moved a vote of thanks to the five 
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delegates for their addresses ; and in the 
course of his remarks said he wished to 
give the lie to a statement in the Press 
that the Trade Unionists of St. Helens 
were assisting private shopkeepers against 
the cooperators. There was not the 
shadow of justification for the assertion. 
Mr. J. Macrpuerson (National Shop 
Assistants) seconded the vote of thanks. 
Mr. H. Vivian said he was unaware of 
the statement in the Press concerning the 
shopkeepers of St. Helens. But he was 
not alarmed. Whenever co-operators were 
attacked by private traders, it had been a 
good advertisement for their movement. 


The Congress then adjourned for 
luncheon. 


AFTERNOON MEETING. 


REPORT No. III. 


OLD-AGE PENSIONS. 


On the resumption of business, 


Mr. CuHas. Freak (National Boot and 
Shoe Operatives) proposed :— 
*¢ This Congress endorses the resolutions 
‘* passed by the Joint Conference of Trade 
‘¢ Unionists and Co-operators on Old-Age 
*¢ Pensions, and strongly urges upon the 
‘¢ Government the necessity of establish- 
‘ing a National System of Old-Age 
*¢ Pensions which shall be universal in its 
‘¢ application to all citizens, men and 
‘* women, on attaining the age of 60 years, 
‘¢ the pension to be at the rate of at least 
** 5s. per week, and the entire cost of such 
‘‘ scheme to be contributed by the State 
‘¢and met entirely by means of Imperial 
‘‘ taxation, and trusts that the Parlia- 
‘““mentary Committee will take every 
‘‘ opportunity of pressing this scheme’s 
** acceptance on Parliament.’’ 


He urged that the deserving poor were 
compelled to spend the remainder of their 
days with the lazy vagabonds who would 
not work. There appeared to be no difficulty 
in collecting money for a costly and bloody 
war; but when it was suggested that the 
people should be taxed to provide for the 
aged poor, all kinds of argument were urged 
against the step. Public opinion needed 
education on that as on many other matters. 
The war taxation might very well be con- 
tinued to provide the necessary funds for a 
scheme of Old-Age Pensions. 

Mr. J. Bett (Nelson Weavers) seconded 
the motion. 


GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEE, 


At this point Mr. PETE. CURRAN inter- 
vened with further recommendations to 


facilitate business. The matters dealt with 
concerued the resolutions regarding the 
Factory Acts and Factory Inspection. 
His Committee had received an applica- 
tion from Mr. Daniel, the delegate from 
the Pearhyn Quarrymen, asking them to 
recommend the suspension of Standing 
Orders in order to allow Mabon, M.P., and 
Mr. Curran to address Congress on behalf 


‘of the locked-out quarrymen, and also 


suggesting that Mr. Lloyd George might 
be asked to plead their cause _ before 
Congress, he being their legal adviser. On 
receiving a pledge from Mr. Daniel that 
Mr. Lloyd George would confine himself to 
his own experiences at Bethesda, they had 
given their sanction to the recommendation. 
They, therefore, recommended that imme- 
diately the discussion on Old-Age Pensions 
was concluded, Standing Orders should 
be suspended for the purpose indicated. 


These recommendations were agreed 
to. 


OLD-AGE PENSIONS—DISCUSSION 
RESUMED. 


The discussion was then continued 
on Old-Age Pensions resolution, which, 
shortly afterwards, was carried unani- 
mously as printed. 


THE PENRHYN QUARRY DISPUTE. 


Mr. DaniEL addressed the Congress on 
behalf of the Penrbyn Quarrymen, and 
spoke of their unbroken spirit and deter- 
mination to continue the struggle. 

Mr. Pete Curran said he had visited the 
districts of Bethesda four times during the 
past year. Every means had been tried to 
bring the dispute to a close, but without 
success. Men who had worked 40 years in 
the quarry had declared they would rather 
beg their bread with their wives on their 
arms than submit to Lord Penrhyn’s 
arbitrary conditions. A good deal had 
been uttered about the collapse of the 
movement. Such reports sprang from the 
busy brain of professional journalists. The 
struggle was not likely to be brought to a 
close in the near future, and meanwhile the 
men ought to receive the support of the 
entire body of Trade Unionists whose right 
to combine was being assailed by the lock- 
out at Bethesda. 

Mr. W. ABRAHAM, M.P. (Miners’ Federa- 
tion), said he. was prepared to submit the 
Penrhyn dispute to the arbitration of any 
Labour leader in the Congress, or any 
body of fair-minded men in the kingdom. 
It might be settled in a few hours; but 
Lord Penrhyn denied the right of represen- 
tation to his men, while claiming to be 
represented himself in the person of his 
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agent. The representatives of the Car- 
narvon County Council—an impartial body 
—had begged Lord Penrhyn to let them 
try to mediate, but his lordship refused. 
Such an attitude gave the general body 
of Trade Unionists the right to interfere. 
Lord Penrhyn hoped to vanquish the 
men by superior force. His resources 
were greater than theirs. He had 
revenues coming in from the land that 
made him independent of the quarry, but 
the men were obliged to stick to their 
old calling. He appéaled to the Trade 
Unionists of the country to come to the 
rescue at this juncture, and do something 
tangible to make defeat impossible. 

Mr. Lioyp GerorGeE, M.P., pleaded ear- 
nestly that the Penrhyn Quarrymen should 
be backed to the uttermost. He was 
afraid that if they withheld the help they 
were so capable of rendering, the question 
of surrender would ultimately have to be 
considered. The men had evidently come 
to the end of their resources, and he did 
urge that while they were fighting their 
children should be placed beyond the reach 
of starvation. Lord Penrhyn was not only 
a great capitalist, he was a feudal lord, and 
possessed resources he could fall back 
upon. He had feudal ideas. The very 
quarry from which he had ejected his men 
did not belong to him. Perhaps before 
many years they might be able to convince 
him of that fact. He recommended 
Congress to try to find some scheme to 
assist the men. 

Mr. JoHN Warp (Navvies and General 
Labourers) said it was clear the case was 
an urgent one. He, therefore, moved :— 

(5) ‘‘ That this Congress expresses its utmost 

‘contempt at the continued obstinacy of 
*‘ Lord Penhryn in persisting in his refusal 
‘¢ to allow the dispute between himself and 
‘his workmen to be settled by independent 
‘arbitration. It pledges itself to render 
‘assistance, both by money and Parlia- 
“mentary agitation, to enable the men to 
“carry their struggle against arbitrary 
‘« feudalism and landlordism to a successful 
** conclusion.” 

He thought that the power so abused by 

Lord Penrhyn required curtailment. 

Mr. Huan Borie (Northumberland 
Miners) seconded the resolution, and said 
his committee had formed the judgment 
that the numbers affected were so small 
that the quarrymen ought to be able to 
support the men themselves. He was of 
opinion that the struggle should have been 
taken up by the whole of the trades from 
the beginning. 

The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 

Discussion of the Agenda paper was 
then resumed. 


FACTORY INSPECTORS FOR SHIPS. 


Mr. J. ANDERSON (Stevedores) moved :— | 


(6) ‘‘ That in order to give complete effect 
‘** to the recent extension of the application 
“of the Factory Acts to ships when 
‘loading, unloading, or coaling, this 
‘‘ Congress is of opinion that experienced 
‘ practical men should be appointed as 
‘¢ Inspectors to enforce the provisions of the 
“Act with regard to ships; and that the 
“ Parliamentary Committee ask the Home 
*« Secretary to give effect to this resolution.”’ 


Mr. A. Haypay (Gasworkers) seconded. 
The proposition was carried. 


AMENDMENT OF FACTORY AND WORKSHOPS 
ACT. 


Mr. W. H. Briaes (Farriers’ Federation) 
moved :— 


(7) ‘‘ Owing to the scarcity of room in our 
‘‘ workshops, and the often insanitary 
‘‘ condition of the same, we desire the 
‘+ Parliamentary Committee to use their 
‘¢ influence to secure the insertion of the 
‘‘ Warriers’ Trade under tae Factory and 
*¢ Workshops Act.” 


Mr. A. SumMNER (Farriers) seconded. 
Mr. P. Vocret (Waiters) moved the 
followivg addition :— 


‘* And seeing that the local inspection of 
‘“‘ kitchens, lavatories, dressing and sleeping 
‘rooms is inefficient and unsatisfactory, 
‘hotels, restaurants, public-houses, and 


‘“‘ coffee-houses should be brought under 


‘** the Factory and Workshops Act.”’ 


Mr. Vogel gave a vivid description of the 
long hours and unhealthy conditions to 
which waiters were subjected. 

Mr. S. Micuarts (London Cab Drivers) 
seconded the addition. He said if the 
Medical Conference that had recently sat 
in London had visited some of the kitchens 
of the first-class restaurants they would 
have convinced themselves that something 
more than the open-air treatment was 
needed in order to stamp out smallpox, 
consumption, and other diseases. 

The proposed addition was then 
carried unanimously ; the preceding re- 
solution as added to name thereby 
carried unanimously. 


REPORT No. IV. 
INSPECTION. 
Mr. W. StrEvEnson (United Builders’ 
Labourers) moved :— 


‘“‘ That this Congress considers it impera- 
‘‘ tive in the interest of the building trades 
‘‘that inspectors should be appointed 


‘“‘ for the proper inspection of plant and — 


‘machinery in constructional work in 


¢ 
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“buildings in the course of erection or 
‘demolition, as such inspections from a 
* constructional point of view would be a 
“safeguard to the public as well as pro- 
‘“‘ tection to life and limb of the operative ; 
“and regrets that the Government, 
“through the Home Office, has not seen 
** the expediency of making these necessary 
** appointments, or of giving the present 
‘* Factory Inspectors the powers for greater 
‘¢ supervision.” 


Mr.J.imMerson (Carpenters and Joiners) 
seconded. 


Carried unanimously without dis- 
cussion. . 


DOCK INSPECTION. 


Mr. H. Orsewtt (Dockers) move :— 


‘That this Congress urgently requests 
‘¢ the Government to appoint more efficient 
*¢ inspectors to docks and waterside works, 
‘* in accordance with the Act, owing to the 
** many avoidable accidents daily occurring 
‘‘ in waterside industries.”’ 


Tt was deplorable, said the mover, that men 
were appointed as inspectors of docks and 
waterside works who knew absolutely 
nothing about their business. 


Mr. T. B. Daviss (Dockers) seconded. He 
thought it far more important that the lives 
of the dock workers should be protected 
than their widows should be compensated. 


Mr.J. Sexton (National Dock Labourers) 
and Mr. J. ANpDERSoN (Stevedores’ La- 
bourers) supported the resolution, which 
Was Carried unanimously. 


PRIVILEGE CAB SYSTEM. 


Mr. 8. Micnarts (London Cab Drivers) 


‘moved :— 


‘‘That this Congress regrets that no 
‘* action has been taken by the Government 
‘* in respect of the recommendation of the 
‘* Departmental Committee’s Report of 
** 1895, which refers to the abolition of the 
** Railway Privilege Cab system, and 
‘* directs the Parliamentary Committee to 
‘““urge upon the Home Secretary the 
‘* necessity of legislation upoa this most 
‘‘important matter, owing to its detri- 
‘mental effect upon the London cab 
‘* industry.”’ . 


He described the privilege cab system as 
a great obstacle in the way of union. ‘The 
privileged cabmen were not admitted to 
their union, and, therefore, formed a hostile 
army opposed to all their efforts to improve 
their position. 


Mr. L. Russe~rt (London Cab Drivers) 


seconded. When work was plentiful, he 


said, the privileged cab driver came into 
the streets and shared it, but when it was 


Cc 


scarce the uon-privileged drivers were shut 
out from the railway stations where they 
stood a chance of obtaining work. 


The resolution was carried unani- 


mously. 


STREET STANDS FOR CARMEN. 


Mr. S. Marcu (Carmen’s Trade Union) 
proposed :— 


‘“‘That this Congress is of opinion that, 
“owing to the nature of carmen’s work 
‘‘and the long hours they are compelled to 
‘‘be away from their homes, and having, 
“in many cases, no means of getting 
‘‘proper meals than by stopping at coffee 
‘‘ houses or such other establishments, the 
‘‘ Home Secretary ought to provide a suffi- 
‘cient number of stands in the streets 
‘¢ where vans and carts can be placed, and 
‘allow at least 45 minutes at a stopping 
‘place in order that the carmen may be 
‘Cable to get a proper meal, and that the 
‘stands be under the care and control of 
“the police; and that this Congress in- 
‘struct the Parliamentary Committee to 
“urge upon the Home Secretary the 
‘‘ necessity of carrying out the above resolu- 
‘‘ tion in its entirety.” 


Mr. W. Goprrery (Carmen’s Trade Union) 
seconded. 


The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 


CARE OF HORSES AND VEHICLES. 
Mr. A. AstLEs (United Carters) moved :— 


‘¢That this Congress declares that the 
‘‘ practice of one person being placed in 
‘charge of, and driving through the 
‘¢ streets of our towns, two horses and two 
‘‘ separate vehicles, is a dangerous and 
‘‘cruel mode of road traffice, and ought 
‘‘not to prevail. We, therefore, hereby 
‘instruct the Parliamentary Committee 
“to introduce a Bill into Parliament, 
‘‘ having for its object the abolition and 
‘* prevention of the system throughout the 
‘ United Kingdom. ’ 


Mr. J. Downi& (United Carters) seconded 


Mr. H. C. Bye (Navvies and Genera 
Labourers) supported the proposition, and 
incidentally regretted the lack of interest 
displayed by Congress on the subject, 
which was as important to carmen—if not 
more so—than the eight-hour day to 
miners. 


Mr. J. Baxer (National Amalgamated 
Enginemen) strongly objected to the 
criticism of the previous speaker. He both 
knew the subject and was sympathetic 
towards it, and he gave his brother dele- 
gates credit for a similar attitude. 
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COACH INSPECTORS. — 


Mr. G. T. Gipson (United Kingdom Coach- 
makers) proposed :— 


‘‘That, in the opinion of this Congress, 
‘‘ it is desirable that practical coachmakers 
‘‘ should be appointed hackney and public 
‘“‘ carriage inspectors instead of such posi- 
** tions being held by inspectors of police, 
‘Cas at present, and, also, in the opinion of 
‘this Congress, that the Board of Trade 
‘‘ should insist on all railway companies 
‘‘ having practical coachmakers as exam- 
“ining inspectors of all coach stock in 
‘‘ traffic; furthermore, that this Congress 
‘¢ instruct the Parliamentary Committee 
‘to arrange for an interview with the 
“Home Secretary with a view to making 
‘¢ such appointment compulsory.”’ 


Mr. A. Reynotps (London Coachmakers) 
seconded. 

Mr. R. Newstead (London Compositors), 
in supporting the resolution, repeated the 
criticism of a previous speaker—that Con- 
gress was indifferent to the concerns ot 
- smaller unions. 


Mr. S. Micuarts (Cab Drivers) supported 
the resolution. 


The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 


The Congress then adjourned until 
9-30 a.m. on Wednesday.

The delegates got to business punc- 
tually at 9-30 on Thursday morning. 
Various resolutions had been grouped 
from the Agenda paper and were ready 
for discussion. The Srormrary read 
the minutes of the previous day’s 
proceedings. 


REPORT No. V. 


COMPULSORY WEIGHING OR MEASURING, 


Mr. N. Parxkgs (Printers and Transferers) 
moved :— 


‘‘ That whereas the Mines Regulation 
‘* Act gives to the miner the right to appoint 
‘‘ checkweighmen in order to be assured 
“that the weight of mineral produce is 
** paid for by his employer, and, further, 
that the Particulars Clause of the Factory 
‘* Act is intended to protect in a similar 
‘‘ way the earnings of the textile workers, 
‘the Parliamentary Committee of the 


‘‘ Trades Union Congress are hereby in- 
“ structed to prepare a Bill, and to urge 
“upon the Government to either aid the 
‘¢ passing of such Bill, or themselves initiate 
“ Jegislation having for its object— 


‘© 1, The compulsory weighing or mea- 
“ surement of all material produced 
‘«‘ by workmen whose wages are paid 
‘‘ either by weight or measure.

This was seconded by Mr. J. Gavin (Amal- 
gamated Steel and Iron Plate Workers) and 
carried unanimously.

Mr. H. C. Byr (Navvies) moved :— 


«“ That this Congress instructs the Par- 
‘‘liamentary Committee to prepare and 
‘aid in the passing of a Bill which shall 
‘‘ have for its object— 


‘“J. The compulsory check-weighing or 
‘measuring in all metaliiferous 
“mines, quarries, public works,

Mr. R. Smiture (Miners) seconded. 
Carried unanimously. 


REPORT No. VI. 


COMPULSORY ARBITRATION, 


Mr. J. A. Seppon (National Shop Assis- 
tants) moved :— 


“That this Congress calls upon the 
‘ Legislature to-pass an Act creating Courts 
“of Arbitration; such Courts to be con- 
“ stituted by an equal number or workmen 
‘and employers’ representatives, and pre- 


‘sided over by a Lord Justice, who shall — 
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“take evidence from the party aggrieved 
‘“‘or their representatives. Legal experts 
‘to be in all cases debarred from acting as 
‘‘representatives. The power of the Courts 
“to be compulsory provided all efforts for 
‘conciliation have failed. Conciliation 
‘‘Courts for the various industrial centres 
‘‘to be formed and to be termed District 
‘Courts. In all cases workmen’s repre- 
‘< sentatives to be selected by Trade Unions 
‘*‘as Commissioners of the aforesaid Courts 
‘‘of Arbitration. For the effective dealing 
“with disputes Commissioners to be con- 
‘stituted for the great staple trades. This 
‘*¢ Act to apply to all industrial disputes in 
‘¢ Great Britain and Ireland. We therefore 
“instruct the Parliamentary Committee 
‘to draft a Bill for the purposes aforesaid.”’ 


If for no other reason, said the mover, he 
supported the principle embodied in the 
report for the sake of the women and 
children. They -had only to think of the 
’ condition of things prevailing at Bethesda 
to see the force of this. Lord Penrhyn was 
able to satisfy his most extravagant desires, 
while his workpeople were unable to secure 
the barest necessities of life. If a Com- 
pulsory Arbitration Court could have adju- 
dicated on the matter there could be no 
‘doubt what the outcome would be. 


Mr. J. Wianatu (Dockers) seconded the 
resolution. 


Mr. W. Pickxuss (House and Ship Painters) 
said the adoption of compulsory arbitration 
would at least guarantee the good faith of 
the employers—at present that was often 
lacking in voluntary arbitrations. 


Mr.J.Sexton (National Dockers) thought. 


that an Arbitration Court presided over by 
a judge would come to decisions favourable 
to the umpire’s class. Even the Penrhyn 
dispute, in his opinion, would probably be 
‘decided against the men if submitted to 
such a court. Parliament was too fall of 
the capitalist class, and laws were being 
made too diametrically opposed to the 
workers’ interests to allow them to think a 
desirable Arbitration Bill could be enacted. 
The law gave them liberty to combine, but 
it jumped upon them with both feet every 
time they tried to doit. He thought the 
resolution was putting the cart before the 
horse. Let them first arbitrate at the 
ballot box and get the laws amended. 

Mr. A. Hitt (Boot and Shoe) said he 
would far rather have a case submitted to 
an honourable English judge than to an 
average employer. 

Mr. W. THorNE (Gasworkers) thought 
they should rather turn their attention to 
the nationalising of railways and mines 
than attempt to set up au Arbitration 
Court. He cited several cases of recent 
disputes which had been settled to the 
advantage of the workers that would 


probably have gone against them in an 
Arbitration Court. He recommended them 
to go in steadily for direct employment and 
direct labour representation, which would 
make arbitration unnecessary. 

Mr. J. O’Grapy (Furnishing 
supported the resolution. 

Mr. D. C. Cummines (Boilermakers) said 
he had recently been in conference with 
the Boilermakers of New Zealand, and he 
was assured that the Arbitration Law 
did not work to their advantage. He 
believed that any compulsory arbitra- 
tion would act very disadvantageously to 
his constituents. They would far rather 
submit their disputes to the employers of 
their own industry. He hoped no com- 
pulsory arbitration would ever be intro- 
duced into this country. 

Mr. S. Wess (Trades Federation) urged 
that public opinion was in favour of the 
change, and the side that refused to arbi- 
trate was generally regarded as the guilty 
party. If a Compulsory Arbitration Court 
were set up it would save much suffering 
and dislocation of trade. Further progress 
on the old lines was almost impossible. 
They had practically reached an impasse. 
Only the stronger and better organised 
trades were able to secure justice to their 
members. 

Mr. EK. Wess (Miners) said they were met 
at present with a howliag Press and public. 
Tf that were any indication of the real 
opinion of the country, they were likely to 
get an Arbitration Act that would force 
them to yield much that they at present 
justifiably held. 

Mr. A. RAyNER (General Carpenters) said 
it was only the big dogs that could wag 
their own tails. But they were there to 
seek for the greatest good for the greatest 
number. He supported the resolution on 
behalf of the vast number of workers at 
present unable to obtain justice for them- 
selves. 

Mr. E. Cowsey (Miners) said he was 
astonished to hear the weak arguments 
that had been urged against ‘rade 
Unionism. He believed in arbitration. 
He was the chairman of a society that had 
two Conciliation Boards and an Arbitration 
Court. But it was the ‘“ compulsory’’ pill 
that stuck in his throat. Why should 
they be made to arbitrate? All the 
soldiers in this country would not make 
the Miners go to arbitration if they 
did not want to do so. Who were they to 
present their case to? If they must arbi- 
trate they wanted to see the umpire. But 
who were they to go before? The judges! 
God knew they had been talking enough 
about judges lately. The judges were 
biassed in every instance agaiast the Trade 
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Unions of the country. If a Compulsory 
Arbitration Court were set up, the Trade 
Unions would wither and die. 

Mr. Ben Titxietr (Dockers) fastened on 
Mr. Cowey’s objection to the word ‘‘com- 
pulsory.” What about the Factory Acts, 
were they not compulsory? The Com- 
pensation Act, bad that been settled after 
consulting the wishes of anybody? The 
idea was ridiculous. He thought the time 
had come when not only the industrial 
wars, but the great and bloody wars should 
be derided by international compulsory 
arbitration. He was about the last man in 
the world to see good in all judges. But 
he would rather trust Lord Brampton than 
the Parliamentary Committee. There 
would be less red tape, better law, 
and certainly equal brain power. The 
whole history of their Law Courts proved 
that England possessed a judiciary of an 
integrity unknown elsewhere. Within ten 
years compulsory arbitration was bound to 
come. 

Myr. J. H. Hopkinson (Amalgamated Car- 
penters) opposed the resolution. 

The CuHarrMaN at this point declared that 
the Congress, by a show of hands, wished 
to close the discussion. 

Mr. H. OrsBextt (Dockers) challenged the 
ruling, but the delegates supported the 
chair in an overwhelming majority. 


A vote by card resulted in the resolu- 
tion being rejected by a majority of 
658,000 votes—303,000 for, and 961,000 
against. 


THE MONMOUTHSHIRE DISASTER—VOTE OF 
SYMPATHY. 


Mr. A. Onrtons (Miners) said he had just 
heard of a terrible explosion in Monmouth. 
He asked the Congress to record its pro- 
found sympathy with the relatives of the 
victims. One redeeming feature in the 
accident was that it occurred at night, 
when there were only 112 men in the 
mine ; had it occurred in the day-time, the 
number would bave increased to between 
seven and eight hundred, when the casual- 
ties must have been much more numerous. 

Mr. Rick (South Wales Miners) seconded 
the resolution, which was carried by the 
silent assent of the whole of the delegates 
upstanding.

That the amendment to this resolution

‘The Secretary shall be elected at the 
** next annual Trades Union Congress to 


‘‘be held in London at a salary of £400

The discussion of the above recom- 
mendations resulted in the Committee 
being supported in all but with respect 
to No. (7), relating to the number of the 
Parliamentary Committee, which was 
rejected. 

Some exception was taken to the 
suggested raising of the contributions to 
the Parliamentary Committee from £1 
to £1 10s. per 1,000 of the unions. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed his surprise 
that anyone should be in favour of re- 
stricting the funds of the Committee, while 
at the same time clamouring for more 
efficiency. 

On amendment No. (6) dealing with 
the election of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee a division was taken, which 
resulted in 145 voting in support of the 
Committee’s recommendation and 88 
against. A vote by card was then de- 
manded, and resulted in the Committee 
being supported by 796,000 to 375,000. 

On the amendment No. (7), regarding 
the number of Committeemen, some strong 
criticism was urged by Mr. W. STEVENSON 
(United Builders’ Labourers) at the sug- 
gested increase of the Parliamentary 
Comuuitiee from 13 to 16. 
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A yote by card resulted in the defeat 
of the Committee's recommendation by 
699,000 to 420,000. 


On the amendment dealing with the 
Secretary's salary (10) considerable dis- 
cussion ensued. It was contended by Mr. 
J. GitBeY (Operative Bricklayers) that it 
was undesirable that the Secretary to 
Congress should hold other offices, which 
naturally diminished his efficiency. 

Further questions were put by the 
delegates designed to discover whether the 
Secretary would in future give the whole 
of his time to the work. 

Mr. S. Woops (Secretary) said when he 
was elected at Norwich, he promised 
Congress that he would resign if at any 
time he found himself unable to do 
justice to his work. As far as he knew, 
he had so far neglected none of his 
duties as Secretary ; and he was prepared 
to act in that spirit in future. At the 
last meeting of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, the question of better results was 
brought up. The only obstacle to that 
was scarcity offunds. The Committee, by 
whom the work of the Secretary was largely 
governed, had fully considered the matter, 
and they had decided that more money 
would solve the problem. 


After further discussion the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations with regard 
to both amendments were adopted on a 
vote by card, 598,000 being cast in their 
favour, and 437,000 against. 

The Congress then adjourned for 
luncheon. 


AFTERNOON SITTING. 


THE PENRHYN QUARRYMEN. 
In reply to Mr. Warp— 


The CHAIRMAN said it was distinctly un- 
derstood that the Parliamentary Committee 
were to immediately proceed in the matter 
of obtaining financial help for the Bethesda 
quarrymen. He might also state that the 
Operative Bricklayers had already agreed 
to levy themselves in such a way as to 
produce something like £800 for the locked- 
out men. The Machine Minders were 
also taking a ballot as to the propriety 
of granting £25 cr £50 to the quarrymen, 
and the London Society of Compositors had 
decided to subscribe £10 a week for ten 
weeks. 


STANDING ORDERS DEBATE RESUMED. 


No. 11 of the Standing Orders Amend- 
ments, as printed above, was then 


considered, and, after slight Giscuasion, 
agreed to as recommended. 


GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Pere CuRRAN aauounced that his 
Committee had decided to recommend that 
all speakers after that day (Thursday) 
should be restricted as follows: Mover of 
a resolution, five minutes; seconder and 
subsequent speakers, three minutes. The 
mover to have five minutes in which to 
reply. He further announced that Mr. J. 
Hodge (British Steel Smelters) had retired 
from his candidature for the office of Secre- 
tary to the Parliamentary Committee, and 


Mr. W. B. Charlton (National Enginemen) - 


from the list of candidates for the Parlia- 
mentary Committee. 


The recommendation as to the limita- 
tion of the speeches was agreed to. 


IMPORTANT TO DELEGATES. 


During the discussion on the Standing 
Orders amendments just before luncheon 
Mr. Woopsassured Mr. J. N. Bell (National 
Labourers) that he would see that all 
delegates to future Congresses, instead of 
having to wait until they arrived at the 
scene of their deliberations before seeing 
the Agenda paper, should have copies posted 
to them a fortnight before the opening 
meeting, in order to give the delegates an 
opportunity of considering the subjects 
down for discussion. 


REPORT No. VIII. 


EDUCATION, 


Mr. W. A. AppLETON (Amalgamated Lace 
Makers) moved :— 


(1) ‘‘ That this Congress condemns the 
‘¢ Government Education Bill now before 
‘* the country, because it does away with 
‘‘ the principle of direct representation ; 
‘¢ will increase sectarian jealousy; repeals 
‘‘ the Acts which stand, alone in giving 
‘‘ statutory recognition to the need for 
‘¢ manual instruction in the application of 
*¢ special branches of science and art to 
‘* specific industries and employments ; and 
‘¢ will prevent women educationists from 
‘* being elected upon the Education Com- 
‘¢ mittee. 

‘Therefore, this Congress zalls upon the 
‘* organised workers to use every effort to 
“¢ secure the rejection of the Bill, and the 


‘¢ inauguration of sucha system of national ~ 


‘* education as will afford the children of 


‘‘ British parents opportunities at least — 


‘*¢ equal to those enjoyed by the children of 
“¢ other nations, the cost of such system to 
‘* be acharge upon the National Exchequer. 
‘This Congress, therefore, recom- 

** mends :— 
‘‘(a) That in order 
*¢ effective 


to secure the 
improvement and full 
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** extension of education in England 
‘‘and Wales, and especially with 
‘* the view of securing economical 
‘* administration and the provision 
‘* of the various types of schools re- 
‘¢ quired by the special circumstances 
‘of different localities, as well as 
‘the prevention of unnecessary 
‘* overlapping, it is essential that all 
‘‘orades of education should, in 
** districts of suitable size, be under 
‘one local authority, directly 
** elected, and elected solely for edu- 
** cational purposes, and that the 
‘* Parliamentary Committee be in- 


** structed to oppose any Bill which. 


** does not provide for the election of 
** such an authority. 

‘** (b) That adequate provision be made 
** for the efficient education of all 
‘* children under the age of 15 years, 
‘and that no maximum age limit 
‘*« be fixed; and, further, that no fees 
‘‘ be charged in any of the elemen- 
‘‘ tary, evening continuation, higher 
‘‘srade or technical schools, and 
“that all grants to any of these 
‘schools recently withdrawn or 
‘** reduced be re-established. 

‘“‘ (c) That, in order to provide opportuni- 
** ties for the children of the working 
** classes, free scholarships shall be 
‘¢ available to those parents who are 
‘‘ anxious to continue the education 
‘of their children, the governing 
‘principle of these scholarships 
“being that of intelligence and at- 
‘¢ tainments of the child. 

‘* (d) That the obstacles to the continu- 
‘ ance of free and properly-equipped 
‘* evening schools be abolished. 

‘‘ (e) That there be adequate provision of 
** training colleges for teachers, such 
** colleges to be free from sectarian 
‘* bias or control. 


‘‘ (f) That the Parliamentary Committee 
‘‘ be instructed to prepare and, in 
conjunction with 
* societies and other friends of a 
*‘ democratic system of education, 
‘introduce at the earliest oppor- 
‘* tunity a Bill embodying these 
‘* recommendations. 

‘¢ The Congress expresses the opinion that 
‘the principle of taxation without repre- 
** sentation might justifiably be met by the 
‘refusal to pay the taxes]imposed, and it 
‘“‘ declares its conviction that steps should 
* be taken at the next Parliamentary elec- 
‘tion to secure the defeat of every mem- 
‘ber of the present House of Commons 
‘‘and all Parliamentary candidates who 
‘“ may not promise to vote for such a solu- 
‘tion of the educational problem as is 

*‘ indicated by the foregoing resolution.”’ 
In the course of an interestiag speech, Mr. 
Appleton said if the Government had really 
municipalised education in their Bill as 
they had pretended to do, there would not 
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have been so much opposition to it. Munici- 
palities could not manage the schoois; 
they would have to hand over the work to 
a committee whose members need not 
belong to the Borough Councils at all. The 
Education Bill of the Government also 
proposed the abolition of the School Boards 
altogether. For many years they had 
fought to secure a measure of representa- 
tion on public bodies, but the Bill would 
make that impossible. Nota single member 
of the Managing Committees would be 
elected by popular vote. They threw the 
support of the schools on the rates, but the 
ratepayers were to have no coutrol over 
them. It was contended that control was 
given, but it was a sham control. The 
Bill did not provide for the higier edu- 
cation of their children, without which 
England could not hope to keep her rivals 
at bay. Under the Bill four authorities 
would be attempting to grapple with the 
work of one. There was no guarantee that 
the efficiency they all desired would be 
attained by the Government measure. It 
was quite conceivable that a committee of 
management hostile to education might be 
co-opted under the Bill. It also made the 
religious difficulty more acute. Noncon- 
formists would feel the position to be 
intolerable. He had reluctantly come to 
the conclusion that it would be better to 
have no religion at all taught in the 
schools than that there should _ be 
squabbling. over the particular kind 
to be taught. Teachers were to remain 
under the Ecclesiastical Test. It was most 
deplorable that the Government could not 
find a way out of that difficulty. There 
was no provision for the training of 
teachers, so that the system would be 
perpetuated of the blind leading the blind. 
The question of free education had been left 
entirely untouched. The Bill took from 
the people the control of the evening 
schools and fixed the statutory limit of the 
elementary education of children. The 
Government had received no mandate to 
revolutionise the educational system of the 
country in this drastic manner. The Bill 
played havoc with one of their cherished 
principles—tiat there should be no taxa- 
tion without representation. A prevalent 
mistake lay in the notion that it was the 
parents who benefited by the superior 
education of the children. But it was the 
State that benefited by greater efficiency. 
They should never rest until they had 
secured a genuine international system of 
education. 

Mr. C. W. Bowrrman (London Com- 
positors) seconded the resolution. It ap- 
peared to him that the Government had 
entered upon a policy not of construction, 
but of destruction. They proposed. to

abandon the system of School Board edu- 
cation, but he could not quite understand 
what it was proposed should be substituted. 
He was sure of one thing, however—that it 
was designed to place their children in the 
fetters of clericalism. If it could be ascer- 
tained in what proportion the delegates 
whom he was then addressing owed their 
presence in that Congress to the influence 
of the system of education the Government 
sought to destroy, some useful information 
would be given. Bit by bit their liberties 
—from a Trade Union point of view—were 
being encroached upon by the Government 
of this country, and now what he would 
describe as their educational system was in 
danger. The Education Bill had already 
been emphatically condemned at recent 
elections in the country. If the resolution 
were carried with absolute unanimity it 
would have a greater effect than would be 
produced by many speeches. 


Mr. W. Waker (Belfast Carpenters) 
sought to move an amendment to include 
Treland in the resolution, but was ruled out 
of order. Regretting that Ireland was to 
be wiped out he said that Irishmen had a 
stronger desire for the education of Eng- 
lishmen than was felt by Englishmen for 
the instruction of Irishmen. He desired 
to emphasise the fact that the teachers of 
England were far too eager to safeguard 
their own interests, to the detriment of the 
education of the children. The funda- 
mental principle to keep in view was the 
securing of the very best system of edu- 
cation possible. He heartily supported the 
motion. He had seen too much of the 
evils of clerical domination. 


Mr. J. Baker (Amalgamated Engineers) 
wanted to know, whether; in the event 
of the Bill being passed into law, the 
Chairman would conform to the resolution 
and refuse to pay his education rate. He 
wanted to know very particularly, because 
if he returned a negative answer he should 
move to refer the matter back. 


The CuHarrMAN: Seeing that the Bill does 
not apply to London, while I am a London 
resident there is not much point in your 
allusion. 


Mr. S. FisHer (Cardiff Coal Trimmers) 
appealed for equal treatment for all 
classes. Education should be free in the 
widest interpretation of the word. Money 
spent on national education was a sound 
investment. 


Mr. J. Baker (National Enginemen) then 
moved to refer the matter back. He 
regarded the suggestion to defy the law as 
too absurd to be included in the resolution, 
and also that it was quite outside the scope 
of that Congress. 


Mr. C. F. Davis (London Compositors) 
seconded. Was it contended that a man 
who had no Parliamentary vote should not 
pay taxes? The idea was preposterous. 
It might just as well be argued that those 


who were opposed to the late war and had 


no vote should withhold their contributions 
to the Exchequer. 


Mr. J. Curupertson (National Metal 
Workers) also supported the reference back. 


Mr. A. Haypay (Gasworkers) supported 
the resolution. 


Mr. A. Winkie (Shipwrights) said the 
Bill of the Government was not an educa- 
tional measure. It did not do what it pre- 
tended to accomplish. He suggested that 
the positive part of the Bill should be 
ignored and their attention turned to its 
negative aspect. 


The amendment for reference back 
was rejected—64 to 185. 


Mr. W. Rives (Amalgamated Tailors) 
sought to include Ireland in the resolution, 
as Mr. Walker had previously attempted. 


Once more the CuarrMAN ruled the 
amendment out of order, but Mr. RIngEs 
challenged the decision. 


On a vote only three hands were held 
up against the ruling of the chair. 


After Mr. AppLeton had replied to the 
discussion, 


The resolution was put and carried 
by a large majority.

REPORT No. IX. 


PICKETING, ETC. 


Mr. R. Bett, M.P. (Railway Servants) 
moved :— 


“ That the Congress again emphatically 
‘‘ protests against the series of legal 
‘«« decisions in the House of Lords and in 
‘the Courts which have thwarted the 
‘express intentions of the Trade Union 
“ Act, 1871, the Conspiracy and Property 
“ Defence Act, 1875, and which have dis- 
*‘ torted the common law of the land in 


- 
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‘‘such a‘ way as to deprive workmen of 
‘the full right of combination and to 
*‘ seriously jeopardise the funds of the 
*¢ Union collected with so much sacrifice 
‘fof the toilers of this country, and 
‘‘ hereby demands fresh legislation which 
*¢ shall— 
‘© 1, Clearly confer upon the unions the 
“right of voluntary association 
** enjoyed by them under the Trade 
‘Union Act, 1871, and of which 
‘‘ they were deprived by the Taff 
‘“ Vale decision in the House of 
‘* Lords. 

‘¢2. Legalise peaceful picketing and 
** persuading. 

«3. Make it perfectly legal for men to 
‘¢ withdraw their labour other than 
‘¢ in breach of contract, and also for 
‘‘unions to sanction such with- 
‘¢ drawal, and for officials to advise 
‘‘ or convey the decision to with- 
“draw under all circumstances 
‘“‘“where men are pursuing the 
‘** objects of Trade Unionism. 

‘““ 4, To clearly define the law of con- 
‘‘ spiracy so that what is legal for 
‘¢ one man to do shall not. be either 
‘“a criminal offence or an action- 
‘‘ able wrong if done by many in 
*¢ combination. 

‘5, To generally define and codify the 
‘‘ laws of Trade Unions and Indus- 
** trial Disputes in accordance with 
‘“the principles above expressed, 
‘and hereby instructs the Parlia- 
“mentary Committee to immedi- 
‘‘ ately take the necessary steps to 
‘« give effect to this resolution. 

‘‘ And further pledges itself to do all 
** possible to secure legislation on these 
‘« lines by bringing pressure to bear through 
‘¢ all the unions upon Members of Parlia- 
‘* ment and Parliamentary candidates, 
‘¢ both in the Lobby and at the polls.” 


He said the difficulty was to know when 
they were within their right or their 
authority. Therefore, they asked that those 
things should be well defined in the interests 
of employers equally with employed. With 
regard to strikes, he had known of men in 
the heat of the moment assault those who 
had taken their place. For that offence the 
law provided a punishment. What more 
was wanted? They wanted the law clearly 
defined. One judge gave his interpretation 
on a given case, which another would 
reverse. An employer could now get an 
injunction from the Courts and hang it 
over the heads of a union for an indefinite 
period. In his opinion the resolution 
before them was a most important one. 
The American judges, after years of 
litigation, bad at last decided that it 
was lawful to strike for the removal of 
a non-union workman from a workshop. 
If England was behind America in that 


matter it was desirable to follow closely 
behind and get the law altered. They 


‘were asking for pressure to be brought to 


bear upon Parliamentary Members and 
candidates. He had no doubt that the 
resolution, would be carried unanimously 
at that Congress, but would the delegates 
be as enthusiastic outside? It was sur- 
prising to him—and to some extent also 
discouraging and disgusting—to find that 
when they were trying to get their resolu- 
tion passed in the House of Commons, so 
useful to the workers, Members returned 
from Sheffield and othertowns voted to over- 
throw it ; and amongst them there were some 
who claimed to be Trade Unionists. He 
hoped the mandate about to be given 
would be seriously taken up. They werea 
small band in the House of Commons, but 
with the Parliamentary Committee behind 
them andthe Congress bringing up the 
rear he hoped to be able to report to the 
next Congress that something practical had 
been done to place the workers in the 
position they formerly held, and which they 
were determined once more to occupy. 


Mr. W. Brace (Miners’ Federation) secon- 
ded the resolution. For over 30 years, he 
said, it had been considered that the Trade 
Union Act exempted the workers from 
certain penalties. Now the judges had 
given an entirely different interpretation to 
that measure than what had been intended 
by its framers, as would be seen by a 
perusal of the utterances of Home Secretary 
Bruce, who dealt with the question 30 
years ago. It was now impossible to know 
when their money was free from attack. 
This was so, particularly in regard to the 
Conspiracy Laws. In the opinion of many 
people in this country, Trade Unionism 
was getting too strong and too powerful, 
and it was sought to restrict their powers. 
They were fighting for their existence, and 
their motto must be ‘‘ Now or never.” 
They must be determined not to be 
smashed until after a big fight. 

Mr. W. Wartker (Amalgamated Carpen- 
ters) supported the resolution. Nothing 
could be done without absolute unanimity. 

Mr. Ben Truuett (Dockers) regarded the 
matter as one of class antagonism. 
Capitalists evidently thought they had 
a right to the labour of workmen without 
their sanction and without freedom of 
contract. That meant that the British 
workman was to Have no industrial freedom, 
and must therefore be an industrial slave. 
The only thing the employers respected was 
the organised strength of the workers. 

Mr. S. Watsx (Miners) said he had been 
coming to Congress for a number of years, 
and he had come to the conclusion that 
they had been living in a fool’s paradise. 
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They had heard a lot about what Trade 
Unionists should do when they left that hall. 
The only thing that would be of any use to 
enable them to get their disabilities removed 
was to organise themselves into a united 
political party. 

On the motion ’of Mr. D. J. SHACKLETON, 
M.P. (Weavers), the debate was closured. 

Mr. J. WARD (Navvies’ Labourers) wanted 
to know whether any expression of opinion 
was going to be given as to the resolution 
of the previous Congress? It was decided 
that nothing further should be done until 
the matter had been taken to the House of 
Lords. 


The CHAIRMAN said he could answer for 


the Parliamentary Committee that they 
intended to take up the first good case they 
had to the House of Lords. They had not 
yet had an opportunity. The Blackburn 
case would have been taken up, but it fell 
through. The resolution still remained on 
the minutes, and it would be the duty of 
the new Committee to continue the work of 
their predecessors. 


The recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on picketing were then carried 
unanimously. 

The Chairman having announced that 
‘* Postal Questions’’ would be the first 


order of the day at the next sitting, the © 


Congress adjourned.

REPORT No. X. 


POSTAL QUESTIONS. 
Mr. E. J. Burt moved :— 


‘That this Congress calls upon the 
“Government to appoint an independent 
‘* Parliamentary Committee of Inquiry 
“into the grievances of the postal and 
‘“‘ telegraph service; renews its protest 
“against the inadequacy of pay and 
‘* absence of promotion in the various grades 
*‘ of the service; calls upon the Postmaster- 
‘* General to yield full right of representa- 
‘tion to officers of the various service 
‘unions on behalf of their members; 
*‘ condemns his action in restricting this 
‘right, and protests against the special 


‘leave of absence of union officials being 
‘*¢ limited to ten days per annum. 

“That this Congress instructs the Par- 
‘‘ liamentary Committee to circularise all 
‘‘ Parliamentary candidates to enlist their 
‘‘ support, if elected, on behalf of the Bill 
‘they are promoting to secure the un-— 
‘‘ restricted civil rights of civil servants, 
‘‘and also to take steps to bring all 
‘‘ premises in which postal and telegraph 
‘servants are employed under the in- 
‘‘ spection and jurisdiction of the local 
‘* sanitary authorities.” 


Mr. W. E. Cuery (Fawcett Association) 
seconded the resolution, and said things 
had reached such a pass that it was 
necessary to invoke the aid of Congress to 
help them to obtain au independent inquiry 
into the whole question. 

Mr. G. H. Stuart (Postal Union), speak- 
ing on behalf of the postmen, said they 


were unable to qualify for pensions, and 


were turned out in their old age to enter 
the workhouse. 

Mr. G. H. Garuanp (Postal Telegraph 
Clerks) thought it was the duty of Congress 
to see that the conditions of State employ- 
ment ought to represent their ideal 
employer. At present the Post Office was 
handing over to the Chaucellor of the 
Exchequer £4,000,000 a year profit by 
starving the girl clerks. 


The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. | 


REPORT No. XI. 
WAGE QUESTIONS. 
1. ADMIRALTY AND FAIR WAGES. 


Mr. F. CwHanpLER (Amalgamated 
Carpenters) moved :— 


‘« That the Parliamentary Committee be 
‘instructed to approach the Admiralty 
‘* with the view of getting them to agree 
‘to pay to the various trades and grades 
‘‘ employed in the building of Government 
‘vessels in His Majesty’s dockyards not 
“less than the rate of wages as is mutually 
“agreed upon between employers and 
‘“employés doing similar work in the 
“‘ several shipbuilding centres in the 
‘‘ country ; failing to obtain their consent, 
“to then endeavour to get this question 
‘‘raised when the Admiralty Vote is 
‘* discussed in the House of Commons.” 


Mr. W. Saunpers (Amalgamated 


Carpenters) seconded the resolucion; and 
the same was unanimously agreed to. 


2. MINIMUM WAGE FOR GOVERNMENT 
LABOURERS. 


Mr. H. Rosrnson (Labour Protection 
League) moved :— 

‘“« That this Congress request the Parlia- 

“mentary Committee to endeavour to 
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‘‘ raise a discussion in the House of 
‘* Commons in the early part of the forth- 
** coming session, 1903, on the question of 
‘labourers’ wages in all Government 
‘* factories and dockyards, such discussion 
‘¢ having for its object the raising of wages 
* for labourers to a minimum of 30s. per 
‘‘ week, and the payment of Trade Union 
“rate of wages to all trades in such 
** factories and dockyards.”’ 


Mr. A. Harris (Labour 
seconded. 


Carried unanimously. 


Protection) 


3. FAIR WAGES RESOLUTION. 


Mr. J. THoRNELOE (Rotary Power Frame 
Work Knitters) moved :— 
‘« That this Congress is of opinion that, 
‘© in order to assist the better working of 
‘the Fair Wages Resolution of February, 
‘©1891, it is necessary that a list of all 
‘¢ Government contracts given out by the 
* separate Departments should be pub- 
‘‘ lished monthly in the Labour Gazette, 
‘‘ with the names and addresses of all 
‘contractors. And that a firm shall be 
‘‘ taken to be an unfair firm that employs 
“any workman below the recognised 
‘standard, and instructs the Parlia- 
‘* mentary Committee to at once take steps 
‘‘to bring this matter before the various 
‘ Departments of the Government, and 
“also obtain from Parliament a clearer 
‘*‘ definition or amendment to the Fair 
‘¢ Wages Clause resolution respecting prices 
“as well as wages, and what is a district 
‘‘ for the purposes of the clause.”’ 
Five years ago men in his industry were 
working 80 hours a week for 17s. They 
were able to safeguard their wages better 
now; but the clear definition of districts 
would help them move than auything else. 
Mr. J. C. Gorpon (Tin Plate Workers) 
seconded. He thought the Government 
contracts ought to be published in some 
reliable orgau as soon as they were accepted, 
together with the details of sub-lettimy. It 
generally took the workers about six weeks 
to find where the contracts had gone to. 


Carried unanimously. 


GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEE. 

Mr. PETE CuRRAN explained that the 
next place of meeting of Congress would 
be decided at 12 o’clock by a show of 
hands, so that the ballot paper would not 
be required. Should a card vote be 
demanded, it would of course be-taken. 


REPORT No. XII. 
DEATH CERTIFICATES. 
Mr. E. C. Gress (House Decorators) 
moved :— , 


“This Congress is of opinion that the 
“charges made for certificates of death 


** required by Trade Unions are excessive 
“and out of all proportion with the 
‘amount charged for such certificates 
“‘ when required for the use of friendly 
‘‘ societies, and hereby instructs the Par- 
‘‘ hamentary Committee to take steps to 
‘* secure a reduction of charges for certifi- 
‘‘ cates for Trade Unions equal to the 
‘‘amount charged to friendly societies, 
‘¢ and further to regulate the appointment 
‘* and hours of attendance of registrars.” 
Mr. J. B. Ruark (Amalgamated Steve- 
dores’ Labour) seconded, and said it seemed 
to him that the Government were not only 
down on Trade Unionists while alive, but 
also made an extra charge to register his 
death. 


Report carried. 


LABOUR REPRESENTATION, 


In accordance with an early instruction 
of the General Purposes Committee, the 
following was moved as a separate resolu- 
tion by Mr. W. WALKER (Carpenters) :— 

(8) ‘‘This Congress strongly recommends 
‘¢ that the various Labour bodies, such as 
‘¢ Federation of Trades and Labour Repre- 
‘‘ sentation Committee, all offsprings of 
‘¢ previous Congresses, should have their 
‘¢ offices in the one building, with the 
** object ultimately of founding a National 
*¢ Labour Institute.” 


This was duly seconded and carried. 


AMENDMENT TO FACTORY ACTS. 
Mr. B. TurnER (Weavers) moved :— 
(9) ‘‘ That, in the opinion of this Congress, 
‘‘further legislation is necessary to 
‘¢ effectually secure to factory workers the 
‘¢ Saturday noon-day stop.” 
Mr. W. H. Witk1nson (Weavers) seconded, 


Carried unanimously. 


WOMEN’S FRANCHISE. 


The following resolution was then put 
before the delegates :— 


‘‘ That the time has now arrived when 
‘* in the economic interests of women, the 
‘* franchise should be extended to them on 
‘‘the same terms as it is or may be to 
** men,”’ 


The CHAIRMAN explained that, as no 
amendment could be made to the above, 
he would take the vote of Congress on it 
as it stood. 


On a division, the resolution was 
rejected by 103 votes to 110. 


NATURALISING CITIZENS. 
Mr. H. Rowianp (Amalgamaied Tailors) 
moved :— 


(10) ‘‘ This Congress urges upon the Parlia- 
‘mentary Committee to approach the 
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‘‘ Home Secretary with a view of reducing 
“the naturalisation fee so that it may be 
“ within the reach of every workman who 
‘has been a member of a Trade Union for 
‘a period of five years, and with the 
“approval of such a Trade Union, may 
“ apply for naturalisation. 

‘Also that the method of entering 
“application for naturalisation shall be 
‘¢ simplified'so that the applicant shall not 
‘have to employ solicitors and agents, 
‘‘ thereby saving unnecessary costs.” 


Mr. J. Baxer (National Enginemen) 
seconded the resolution. 


Mr. D. Poutcorr (Manchester Jewish 
Tailors) pointed out that he and many 
others of the Jewish persuasion were never 
able to become naturalised, although ful- 
filling all the duties and accepting all the 
responsibilities of citizenship. 


The resolution was carried. 


MAGISTERIAL QUALIFICATION. 


Mr. T. Matuatiev proposed :— 

(14) ‘‘ That, in the opinion of this Congress, 
‘‘ the Qualification Clause for the county 
‘¢ magisterial bench (38 and 39 Vict. c. 54) 
‘¢ should be amended and made identical 
‘‘ with the qualification for the borough 
‘* bench, and with this object the Parlia- 
“‘ mentary Committee be and. is hereby 
‘‘ instructed to (a) make representations 
‘¢ to the Lord Chancellor on the subject, 
‘Cand (b) to draft and introduce into 
‘¢ Parliament a Bill, and (c) to urge upon 
‘‘all trades here represented that the 
‘‘ matter be brought before the Parliamen- 
‘“¢ tary representatives within their respec- 
‘¢ tive areas, so thatthe necessary initiative 
‘¢ and supplementary help may be obtained 
‘¢ to have the anomaly removed.’’ 


Mr. J. R. Cuynes (Gasworkers) seconded. 
Carried. 


PAYMENT OF MEMBERS. 


Mr. J. G. Burier (Royal Army Clothing) 

moved :— 

(42) ‘That this Congress is of an opinion 
‘‘ that, in order to allow of all sections of 
“the community being adequately repre- 
‘¢ sented in the British House of Commons, 
‘‘ the Members of Parliament should be 
‘entitled to payment from the Govern- 
‘“menvy Exchequer, and is further of the 
‘‘ opinion that the Returning Officers’ fees 
‘¢ should also be undertaken at the national 
‘* expense.” 


Mr. J. Ho.LmsEs 
seconded. 


Carried unanimously. 


(National Hosiers) 


WORKING AGE OF CHILDREN. 
Mr. A. Haypay (Gasworkers) moved :— 


(43) ‘‘That this Congress reaffirms its con- 
‘‘vidtion that the raising of the age 
‘‘ standard is one of the necessary reforms 


‘‘in the interests not only of those whom 
‘it directly affects, but of the whole 
‘‘community, and instructs the Parlia- 
“mentary Committee to introduce a Bill 
‘“‘ in the House of Commons to prevent any 
‘‘ children being employed in any textile 
‘or non-textile factories under the age 
** of 15 years.” 
This was duly seconded. 


Mr. D. J. SHacktetTon, M.P. (Northern 
Counties Weavers), said the remedy for the 
existing evil lay with the men themselves. 
If they took the advice of Mr. Hayday, and 
did their duty by their children, they would 
soon get rid of the evil. When men were 
on strike, they sent their wives into the 
mills ; and the children working at an early 
age were as often as not the children of 
workmen who could afford to keep them at 
home. 

Mr. O’Grapy (National Furnishing Trades) 
thought that ought to induce Mr. Shackle- 
ton to favour a change of the law. 


On a vote the resolution was carried 
by 535,000 to 514,000. The announce- 
ment was received with loud cheers. 


WAR RESOLUTION, 


Mr. J. Warp (Navvies) moved :— 
(14) ‘‘ This Congress reaffirms its continued 
‘* hostility to all wars of foreign aggression, 
‘which only tend to enrich the sinister 
‘figure of cosmopolitan finance, whose 
‘main object is to hold the workers of all 
“countries in universal, social, and 
‘¢ economic servitude.” 
He explained that, as the ground had 
already been covered by a previous resolu- 
tion, the first part of the proposition he 
was now moving had been struck out, so 
that now it resolved itself into a peace 
resolution. A workman ought to under- 
stand that war never benefited the workers; 
consequently they ought to do all in their 
power to assist nations to settle their 
differences without conflict. 

Mr. J. Hotmes (Hosiery Federation) 
seconded. tie wished it were true, as had 
been stated, that an agreement existed 
between Great Britain and the United 
States to settle their disputes by arbitra- 
tion. But thére existed a good feeling 
between the nations. He hoped the 
countries of the world would be told by 
their vote that the workers were totally 
opposed to the war. 

Mr. R. Newstead (London Compositors) 
said, while sympathising with the desire to 
end all war, he did not agree that it was 
made for the especial purpose of enriching 
cosmopolitan finance. If that could be 
struck out, he would heartily support it. 

Mr. C. F. Davies (London Compositors) 
said he could not agree with his 


r 
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In modern days wars are more 
often undertaken by governments to dis- 
ir people’s attention from home 

e regarded the object of war on 
the part of the governing classes to be the 
rivetting of the chains on the wrists of the 
people which they were exerting them- 
selves to remove. 

Mr. J. Baxer (Amalgamated Enginemen) 
thought that if they could only get at the 
rock-bottom motive for wars it would prove 
to be, as the resolution stated, for the 
enriching of cosmopolitan financiers. 


The resolution was carried by a large 
majority. 
CAPITALISTIC COMBINES. 


Mr. B. Coorrr, L.C.C. (Cigar Makers), 
moved :— 
(15) ‘* That, in the opinion of this Congress, 
‘‘ the growth of gigantic capitalistic trusts, 
‘‘ with their enormous power of controlling 
‘¢ production, is injurious to the advance- 
‘“‘ ment of the working classes, as by such 
‘‘ combination the prices of commodities 
‘¢ are raised, the standard of comfort of the 
‘“ people can be reduced, the workman’s 
‘‘ freedom endangered, and national pros- 
‘“perity menaced; and this Congress 
‘“‘ hereby declares that the only permanent 
‘‘ solution of the above-mentioned diffi- 
‘¢ culty lies in the national ownership and 
‘** control of these monopolies.’’ 
He said the tendency of the day was 
towards further combinations of capital, 
which inevitably led to a more thorough 
control of the workers. In the aggregate, 
the labouring population was the great 
consuming class; and the action of 
capitalists was a distinct menace to their 
means of livelihood. He had therefore 
come to the conclusion that Congress ought 
to enter its emphatic protest at the present 
attitude of capitalists. They ought to 
make an effort towardsa similar collectivism 
as that being made by their opponents. 


Mr. J. R. Crynes (Gasworkers) seconded 
the resolution on the understanding that 
it embodied the amendment of his own 
society. 

Mr. Cooper agreed to the incorporation, 
as follows :— 

‘‘ This Congress hereby declares that the 
“only permanent solution of the above- 
‘‘ mentioned difficulty lies in the national 
‘* ownership and control of these monopo- 
“ lies.” 

Mr. A. Hawkes (Gasworkers) said they 
would have to combine, individually and 
politically, to alter the membership of the 
House of Commons in order to find a 
remedy for such evils as trusts. 

Mr. J. Baxer (Amalgamated Engine- 
men) thought the resolution as amended 
formed a solution to the difficulty. They 


should be able to take over the industries 
and work them under proper conditions 
for the workers. 

Mr. W. ABRAHAM, M.P. (Miners), said he 
did not want it to go forth to the world 
that, in their view, the resolution before 
them suggested the only remedy for all their 
social evils. It was too much like a doctor’s 
prescription of salts-and-senna for every- 
thing. Was it not possible for them to 
come down from the moon to practical 
mother earth? Were they to do nothing 
against trusts in this country until the 
principle of the resolution was received ? 
He thought their American comrades were 
setting them a good example by fighting . 
the trusts on Conciliation Boards and in 
Arbitration Courts. He advised them to 
stop talking and do something by going to 
the ballot-box and send forward repre- 
sentatives to amend the law. 


The resolution was carried unani- 
mously.

NEGLIGENCE BY RAILWAY COMPANIES, 


Mr. J. Dosson (Amalgamated Railway 
Servants) moved :— 

(16) ‘‘ That we call the attention of the T.U. 

‘‘ Congress to the delay that is being 
“permitted to take place in the enforcing 
‘‘ of the rules drawn up for the adminis- 
“tration of the Prevention of Accidents 
*¢ Act, 1900, and ask for their assistance in 
“arousing public opinion with regard to 
“the objections laid by the railway com- 
‘* panies which, in our opinion, are brought 
‘forward at this period for the express 
‘¢ purpose of delaying the enforcement of 
“ the rules.” 
In his opinion many of the preventive | 
agents might be employed by the railway 
companies if they were disposed to interest 
themselves in the matter. At present 
much unnecessary danger attended the 
work of railwaymen; and there was no 
excuse for the delay now experienced in 
getting the law applied. 

Mr. W. Bancrorr (Railway Servants) 
seconded the resolution. He regarded the 
question as a national one; the safety of 
the men safeguarded the public. 

The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 
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MINES REGULATION AMENDMENT BILL. 


Mr. A. Ontons (Miners) moved the follow- 
ing combined resolutions, from the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain, National 
Enginemen, etc., and National Federation 
of Enginemen :— 


(47) ‘‘ That the Parliamentary Committee 
‘« give all assistance possible to the Miners’ 
‘* Federation of Great Britain in pressing 
‘‘ their Mines Regulation Amendment Bill 
‘* before the House of Commons.” 


AMENDMENT NO. 1. 


“That, in the opinion of the Congress? 
“steps should be taken to secure, by the 
Mines Act Amendment Bill— 


“ 1, Hight hours working day, by legal en- 
‘‘ actment, for all colliery winders. 


‘¢ 2. To enforce catches to be put under 
‘* the cage while men are getting in 
‘‘in or out, and that there be a 
‘“banksman in attendance at all 
‘‘ times when men are ascending or 
‘« descending. 
Indicate-knockers or signalling ap- 
** paratus. 
Partition walls to be built between 
‘¢ two sets of winding engines. 
. That colliery owners be prohibited 
‘¢ from allowing winders to do any 
‘‘ work outside their engine house 
‘‘ while men are down in the mine. 
An adequate steam and foot. brake 
‘‘to be attached to every winding 
‘engine where men are wound up 
‘‘ or lowered down a shaft; also a 
‘* speaking tube to be erected at all 
‘collieries for the purpose of com- 
‘‘munication between banksman 
‘and hooker-on. 
. That it be compulsory on all mana- 
‘‘ gers where men are wound up or 
‘‘ lowered down a mine to affix safety 
“detaching hooks with not less 
‘than 6ft. between the hook and 
** the place of detachment when the 
‘‘cage is on the rests at the pit 
‘* heads. 
That better and more efficient sani- 
‘tary arrangements for colliery 
‘* engine houses be provided. 
That periodical inspection of colliery 
‘winding engines and machinery 
** generally be made by an inspector 
‘to be appointed by His. Majesty’s 
‘* Government. | 
*©10. That it be an instruction to the 
‘¢ Parliamentary Committee to sup- 
‘‘ port the Miners’ Federation of 
‘* Great Britain in dealing with their 
‘¢ Coal Mines Regulation Amend- 
‘¢ ment Bills which have been before 
‘¢ Parliament this session.” 
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AMENDMENT NO, 2. 


‘¢ That periodical inspection of colliery 
. * winding engines and machinery generally 
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‘* be made by an inspector of His Majesty’s 
‘¢ Government; and that each and every 
‘‘engine house, either above or below 
‘‘ ground, where steam pipes are carried 
‘¢ under the floor, or through such house, 
‘‘ shall be provided with two ways of 
‘*¢ ingress and egress.” 
Mr, Onions explained thatthe Bill referred 
to was originally divided into three, which 
were called the Miners’ Bill, the Boys’ Bill, 
and the Checkweighers’ Bill. The chief 
object of the Miners’ Bill was to make 
better provisions for the working of the 
mine. At present the miners had no-voice 
in the framing of the regulations under 
which they worked. The Boys’ Bill was 
designed to restrict the hours of boys under- 
ground to eight out of the twenty-four. 
The Checkweighers’ Bill was designed 
to affort better conditions for the check- 
weighers. He asked for the help of 
Congress to get these measures passed 
into law. 

Mr. H. Parker (National HEnginemen) 
seconded the resolution. He thought it 
was time that the forces of Labour looked 
after the interests of their fellows and 
helped them to their uttermost. He 
thought winding-gear in use in collieries 
should be inspected once a year and 
reported on. Speaking as a colliery-winder 
of 20 years’ exjerience, he could say that 


the winding-gear inspector only came into 


the engine-house to find out some breach 
of duty. He ought rather to inspect the 
gear upou which the lives of the men 


depended. That was vot his custom; he. 


only attended at the inquest on the victims 
of accidents which would never happen if a 
proper system of inspection were employed. 

Mr. G. H. Cortry (National Enginemen) 
supported the resolution, and urged the 
need of an independent inspection of 
machinery. Enginemen’s lives were con- 
stantly endangered under the existing 
system. 

The resolution as printed was carried 
unanimously.

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** s0\ far as applies to British Workmen 
‘** recovering compensation for personal 
** injiries from foreign shipowners, and as 
“‘ the \situation is greatly aggravated by 
‘‘ the tontinual transfer of British ships 


or other person, or in the 
death their dependents, for 


this before His Majesty’s 
‘*¢ Government at the earliest opportunity.’’ 


Mr. H. Orsgxut (Dockers) seconded. 
_ Mr. J. SExton supported the resolution. 


Carried unanimously.

AFTERNOON SITTING. 


RECOGNITION OF TRADE UNION CARDS. 


On the re-assembly of the delegates, 
Mr. S. Marca (Carmen’s Trade Union) 
moved :— 

‘That, owing to the necessity of work- 
“men at times having to change their 
‘¢ occupations, we are of an opinion that 
“it would be to the benefit of Trade 
‘‘ Unionism generally if a recognition of 
‘‘the union card held by ‘such workmen 
“became general among Trade Unions 
‘“ who cater for those workmen usually 
‘classed as lesser skilled, whenever 
‘t practicable, providing that such work- 
‘men are within benefits to the union to 
‘‘ which they belong, and desire to still 
‘remain therein. And that the Parlia- 
“mentary Committee of this Congress 
‘“ arrange a Conference between the repre- 
‘‘ sentatives of unions as above described 
“« with a view to such a working agreement 
‘« being arrived at.’’ 
He said many good men were being driven 
out of the Trade Union world as a result 
of the existing system. 

Mr. T. B. Davizs (Dockers) seconded. 
They were not anxious to foist their mem- 
bers on other unions, and enable them to 
participate in benefits for which they had 
not paid. There should not be a com- 
pulsory joining of the various unions the 
men had to come into contact with. 

Mr. H. W. WituraMs (National Labourers) 
thought the matters covered by the reso- 
lution ought to be settled by the unions 
concerned. The previous speaker was 


only speaking for a small section of the 
Dockers. He knew as a fact that working 
arrangements did already exist between 
the various unions, and worked well. 

Mr. H. Smumpson (Gasworkers) and Mr. 
W. Waker (Amalgamated Carpenters) 
disagreed with the resolution. The latter 
moved the previous question, which was 
carried by 693,000 votes to 191,000. 


PRESENTATION OF BALANCE SHEET. 


Mr. W. J. Davis (Brassworkers), on behalf 
of the Parliamentary Committee, presented 
the balance sheet for the past year, from 
August 22nd, 1901, to August 17th, 1902. 
Mr. Davis explained that the presents 
given to the American delegates at that 
Congress would be tariff-free. Any import 
duty to be paid would be given by Con- 
gress. — 

Mr. O’GrRapDy wanted to know what work 
the Sub-Committee had done to be included 
in the balance sheet, as there was no 
allusion to it in the Report. 

Mr. Davis said that was due to fact that 
nothing of importance had transpired. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the ex- 
pense was due to meetings in connection 
with Old-Age Pensions, and also the ex- 
pense of the delegates to the Co-operative 
Congress. 

Mr. W. Parrott, one of the Auditors, said 
they had no fault to find with the accounts, 
but compliments to pay. All the items and 
vouchers have been verified. The way the 
books had been kept was a credit to Mr. 
Woods and his clerk. 

Mr. W. H. Wiuxinson, the co-Auditor, 
corroborated the previous speaker. 

Mr. J. Butter (Miners) moved the adop- 
tion of the accounts. 

Mr. G. H. Copzey (National Enginemen) 
seconded, and said he deplored the fact 
that there were men in the Congress who 
criticised the way their work was done 
after they had done their best. The trend 
of some of the questions suggested very 
much that they had sweaters amongst 
them. 

Mr. F. Kennedy (United Builders’ 
Labourers) wanted more details as to the 
Conyzress Reports. 

Mr. WILKINSON explained that the price - 
charged for the Congress Reports did not 
cover the cost of printing. 

Mr. 8. Woops said the books could be 
inspected by any delegate who chose to 
call at the office. There was nothing to 
conceal. 

Mr. Davis, answering a question as to 
the disparity between the cost of the last 
American delegation and its predecessors, 
explained that it depended largely on the 
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distances to be travelled and the work to 
be done. 


Mr. W. Mossss (United Patternmakers) 
objected strongly to being called a sweater 
just because he criticised the balance sheet. 
Those who paid the piper had a right 
to call the tune. He had to complain that 
the Standing Orders had not been complied 
with as to the production of the balance 
sheet. He protested against the cost of the 
American delegation. They supplied them 
with adequate travelling expenses and a 
margin to cover their inland travels, and 
yet they allowed their American confréres 
to supplement their funds. 

Mr. Davis denied that the Standing 
Orders had not been complied with. It 
was stipulated that the accounts should 
be placed before the delegates on Friday 
morning. That had been done. 


On a vote the accounts were passed 
as printed, with but few exceptions. 


GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 


Mr. J. T. Morrison (London Saddle and 
Harness Makers) moved :— 


(19) ‘‘'That this Congress calls upon the 
‘¢ Government to enforce all penalties that 
‘“ may be incurred by contractors who fail 
‘“to comply with the Factory clause as 
*‘ inserted in Government Contracts re the 
‘‘ sub-letting and giving out of work to be 
‘* done off the premises. 

‘** Also to insist that every Government 
‘« Contractor shall caused to be placed and 
‘‘ kept in an open and prominent part of 
“‘ each workroom, a clear list of prices paid 
‘‘ for each article made for the Government 
‘(as agreed upon as being the recognised 
‘¢ price for the district. 

‘‘ Further, the Parliamentary Committee 
‘‘are instructed to use their best en- 
‘‘deavours to obtain from the heads of 
‘“‘the various Government Departments 
‘« facilities by which Trade Union officials 
‘can learn to whom contracts may be 
‘¢ given to in the trades they represent.” 


The sub-letting of contracts led to a terrible 
state of sweating, work being given out at 
prices that left scarcely any profit at all to 
the worker. It was desirable that the 
workers should know whether the recog- 
nised price for the district was being paid. 
The last clause was designed to let the 
men in search of work know where it 
might be found, and so save much un- 
necessary hardship. 

Mr. B. Coorrer, L.C.C. (Cigar Makers), 
seconded the resolution. 

Mr. G. Rowtinson (Amalgamated Tailors) 
supported the resolution. Although he 
had endeavoured to trace a Government 
contract, spending a week in the work, he 
had been unable to do so. 


TRADES UNION CONGRESS. 


The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 


ANOTHER COLLIERY DISASTER. 
SYMPATHY WITH THE FAMILIES. 


Mr. G. H. Rowxuinson (Miners of Forest 
of Dean) besought the sympashy of Con- 
gress on behalf of the families of a number 
of his comrades whose lives, he had just 
learnt, had been sacrificed in she mine. 

Mr. J. Butter (Miners’ Federation) 
seconded the vote of condolence, which 
was acceded to by the delegates upstanding. 


The Congress then adjourned, 
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SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 6th, 1902. 

The Congress delegates assembled on 
Saturday morning in the Holborn Town 
Hall at 9-30, the Secretary reading the 
minutes of the previous day.

REPORT No. XIII. 


HOUSING AND TRAINS. 


Mr. T. Suaw (Typographical Associa- 
tion) moved :— 
HOUSING. 
“1, That in view of the serious problem 
‘** presented by the question of the proper 
‘** housing of the people, the evils attendant 
‘‘ upon overcrowding, and the increase of 


‘‘ slum areas in our great urban centres, 
‘consequent upon insufficient housing 
‘accommodation, and the high rents 
‘‘ resulting therefrom, this Congress of 
‘* organised workers calls upon the Legisla- 
“ture to take steps to deal in a drastic 
‘¢ manner with so grave a national danger 
‘‘ by passing the Bill introduced, at the 
‘‘ instance of the Workmen’s National 
‘¢ Housing Council, by Dr. Macnamara, 
‘““and by assisting local authorities with 
_“ grants from the Imperial Exchequer free 
‘‘ of interest. And, further, this Congress 
‘‘ instructs the Parliamentary Committee 
** to call a conference of Trade Unions early 
‘‘in the next session, with the object of 
‘‘ taking such steps as may be deemed 
‘‘ necessary to force this matter upon the 
attention of Parliament. 
‘¢ 2. In the opinion of this Congress the 
system of out-working and sweating, 
allowed by the Factory Acts, is opposed 
‘* to the spirit and intention of such legis- 
‘‘ lation, inasmuch as they legalise an 
‘‘admittedly and inherently dangerous 
‘** social evil; further, the extension of 
‘¢ this system in densely populated districts 
‘* makes all sanitary laws and measures 
‘¢ practically inoperative, and adds snor- 
‘¢ mously to the difficulties of the proper 
‘* housing of the working classes. Pending 
‘* the abolition of the same, it is the opinion 
of this Congress that no work should be 
done at home, unless the place has been 
certified by the Factory Inspector or 
sanitary authority to be in a fit and proper 
condition to be used as a workshop.” 
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TRAINS. 
‘¢ 3. That this Congress, in view of the 
great growth of population in our large 
centres of industry, and the consequent 
‘¢ pushing out of the workers from the 
centre to the outskirts, which necessitate 
‘¢ cheap and rapid transit to and from their 
places of employment, instructs the Par- 
‘* liamentary Committee to support the 
‘* Bill promoted by the National Association 
‘‘ for the Extension of Workmen’s Trains, 
‘¢ with such amendments as shall compel 
‘‘ railway companies to issue third-class 
‘¢ season tickets at the same proportionate 
~ “reduction as prevails in first and second- 
‘* class.” 


He would not trouble the Congress with 
the harrowing horrors of the over-crowding 
evil; they were too well known already. 
What they wanted to understand was how 
to apply the Act of 1890. At present its 
provisions cast tremendous burdens upon 
the workers. They desired the means of 
providing suitable areas without entailing 
the expense that now confronted them. 
To enable them to solve the over-crowding 
problem three, things were necessary. 
First of all they must have money ; houses 
could not be built without it. His experi- 
ence in obtaining public loans was that 
cheap money was not obtainable. It ought

to be possible to raise as much money as 
was required on approved security at 2} 
per cent. per annum for 60 years. It was 
also desirable that they should be able to 
obtain cheaper building material. The 
second point was that the home-workers 
should be guaranteed suitable accommo- 
dation for their needs; and, finally, quicker, 
cheaper, and extended transit was essential 
to the establishment of a better condition 
of things. 

Mr. C. F. Davis (Londou Compositors) 
seconded the resolution. He regarded the 
housing question as one of national im- 
portance, and one which should not be left 
to local bodies. Present housing conditions 
tended to the multiplication of the 
physically incapable and unfit. Indepen- 
dent inquiry had established beyond doubt 
the fact of the existence of terrible over- 
crowding in every city and town and village 
in the country. He did not regard the 
matter as a rent question; get the 
requisite number of houses for the popula- 
tion, and the rent would settle itself. The 
powers of local authorities were severely 
limited. While the London County Council, 
for instance, might have done more, it had 
undoubtedly had to contend with enormous 
difficulties. The question being a national 
one, it should be settled by the grant of 
money from the Imperial Exchequer. If 
the country could raise £200,000,000 for 
a war, it should be a very easy matter to 
provide £20,000,000 towards doing away 
with the curse of overcrowding. 

Mr. W. CHressman (Fawcett Association) 
supported the resolution, and quoted statis- 
tics to show that there was great need for 
the equalisation of transit and cheap fares 
for all classes of workmen. In London, 
while the’ West-end was free from over- 
crowding and possessed a low death-rate, 
the East-end presented a strong contrast 
in both respects; and the evil was accen- 
tuated by a bad service of trains. 


The report was carried unanimously. 


AGENDA EXHAUSTED. 


This concluded the programme of the 
Congress. A few special resolutions 
were aiterwards submitted and gave 
rise to interesting discussions. Particu- 
larly impressive and pathetic was the 
figure of Mr. T. Bracken (National 
Blind League of Great Britain), who, 
himself blind, pleaded for the inter- 
vention of the State in the education of 
his sightless comrades. 


DOCKS BOARD AND RIVER NAVIGATION. 
The first special resolution was moved 


by Mr. H. Gostine (Watermen and Lighter- 
men) as follows :— 
(20) ‘‘ That this Congress instructs the Par- 
‘‘ liamentary Committee to take steps to 
‘“‘ see that in any future legislation dealing 
‘‘ with the administration of the Port of 
“of London, representatives of the 
‘““ workers engaged in, on, or about the 
‘‘ River Thames shall be upon any board 
“or body called into existence for the 
“purpose of controlling the river; and 
‘‘ that provision shall be made to ensure 
‘¢ the licensing of only competent men for 
“ the navigation of the river.’’ 


Mr. W. Miutrneaton (Associated Ship- 
wrights) seconded. 


Carried unanimously. 


TELEGRAM FROM JOHANNESBURG. 


The CHarrRMAN announced that Mr. R. 
Bell, M.P., had received the following 
telegram trom Johaunesburg :— 

*« September 5th, 1902. 
‘‘TInform drivers, firemen, dispute 
“ pending ; warn them against signing 
‘“aoreements for South Africa. Letters 
‘* follow.” 


THE TRAINING OF THE BLIND. 


Mr. T. Bracken (National Blind League) 
moved :— 

(21) ‘‘ That in the opinion of this Congress 
‘‘ the time as arrived when the Government 
‘‘ should seriously consider the dependent 
‘ blind of Great Britain and Ireland, with 
‘‘a view to granting a measure of direct 
‘« State aid, and instructs the Parliamentary 
“ Committee to take all necessary steps to 
‘‘ obtain support for the Bill that is to be 
‘‘ introduced in the House of Commons on 
*¢ this subject next session.” 


He thought it grossly unfair that the blind 
should be treated as paupers. It seemed 
to him that as if the punishment (?) of 
blindness was not in itself sufficieut, they 
were to be further punished by the State 
for their misfortune. It was a disgrace to 
this country that the blind should be left 
to the mercy of private charity. He recom- 


mended the establishment of national and’ 


municipal workshops for the blind, with a 
guarantee of a living wage. But there was 
a moral as well as a financial side to the 
subject. A Royal Commission on the Blind 
had elicited the fact that 58 per cent. 
of the blind who passed through the 
existing institutions were unable to follow 
the vocations they had been taught, and 
the other 42 per cent. who could work 
earned wages averaging 7s. ld. per week. 
Now they could understand why they saw 
so many of his unfortunate comrades in 
the streets. It was a disgrace to the 


civilisation of the twentieth century that it 


had nothing better to offer the blind than 
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a choice between the streets and the 
workhouse. | 


Mr. C. F. Hawkins (Fieuch Polishers) 
seconded the resolution, and thought 
Congress should be able, without much 
difficulty, to influence Parliament in the 
desired direction. He did not think the 
potentialities of the blind had been 
exhausted, and was of opinion that they 
could best be developed by the establish- 
ment of Government technical schools. 


The resolution was passed unani- 
mously. 


THE TIN PLATE WORKERS. 


Mr. J. Gwynne (Tin and Sheet Millmen) 
moved :— 


(22) “That this Congress congratulates 
‘the Tin Plate Workers of America in 
‘‘ resisting the demand of a reduction of 
‘25 per cent. made by the trust, and 
‘« hopes that every effort will be made to 
‘¢ prevent unfair competition in the wages 
‘¢ rate of the men employed on both sides 
‘“‘of the water, and thus retain our 
‘¢ fraternity.”’ 


Mr. J. C. Gorpon (Tin Plate Workers) 
seconded the resolution. 


Carried unanimously. 


THE QUESTION OF TRUSTS.—HELP FOR 
AMERICA. 

Mr. Ben Tituett (Dockers) moved :— 

(23) ‘‘ That this Conference expresses its 
“ keenest sympathy with the miners of 
“‘ America in their contest against trusts 
‘‘and the railway presidents, and urges 
‘immediate financial support as an 
‘assurance of bond-fide international 
** sympathy.” 

Mr. J. Hotmes 

seconded. 


Carried unanimously. 


In reply to Mr. Tillett, the CuHArrMAN 
promised that the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee should have its attention called to 


(National Hosiery) 


_ the resolution at the earliest possible date. 


VOTES OF THANKS. 


Mr. W. J. Davis moved a vote of thanks 
to the President, not only for the way in 
which he had presided over the Congress, 
but also for the manner in which he had 
acted at all the functions of the week. 
Those who had watched Mr. Steadman’s 
career would admit that his services 
deserved special recognition. The great 


bell on the table had been intended to com- 


pete with the throats of unruly delegates, 


but the Chairman had kept perfect order 
without once invoking that noisy ally. 
Press and public had agreed that the 1902 
Congress was fit to rank with the best of 
its predecessors. 


Mr. H. Boyzte (Miners’ Federation) 
seconded the vote of thanks—in which was 
included the name of the Secretary, Mr. 
J. EK. Gregory—and spoke in warm praise 
of the whole of the arrangements for the 
Congress. 


The vote was ee with loud cheers. 


The CuHarrMan, in reply, said there had 


. not been one instance of collision between 


delegates, except in the peaceful conflict of 
debate, during the entire week. They had 
stuck to their work and justified their 
selection. He regarded the big bell with 
insistent tongue as a valuable souvenir, but 
otherwise as a useless incumbrance of the 
Chairman’s table. The delegates had not 
only shown their fitness to be Congress dele- 
gates, but had proved in a marked degree 
their capacity for taking part in the 
deliberations of a higher assembly—the 
House of Commons. If every delegate 
present, on returning home, made himself 
a leader in the Labour cause, they would be 
able to bring within their ranks thousands 
of men who had hitherto remained outside. 
He wished them success in their work of 
the next twelve months. 


Mr. Greeory also briefly responded. 


Mr. J. WiGcNALL (Dockers) moved a vote 
of thanks to Sir John McDougall for his 
cordial reception of the delegates. This 
was seconded, and carried with great 
heartiness. 


A further vote of thanks was moved by 
Mr. J. Sexton to the London Trades 
Council and the Reception Committee. 
Mr. A. WILKIE seconded, and the Congress 
endorsed the vote with cheers. 


Mr. Greaory (chairman of the Trades 
Council) and Alderman H. Gosuine (secre- 


_ tary) replied. 


The final vote of thanks was to the Press 
for the full and impartial reports of the 
proceedings of Congress that had been 
published from day to day. This was 
proposed by Mr. Newstead (London 
Compositors) and seconded by Mr. H. 
SKINNER (Typographical Association). 


Mr. Heprgurn (of the Press Association) 
acknowledged the vote. 

The proceedings were then brought 
to a close by the singing of ‘‘ Auld Lang 
Syne.” 
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TRADED UNION CONGRESS STANDING ORDERS. 


TS 


1. The annual meetings of the Con- 
gress shall be held in September. 

2. On the first day Congress shall 
assemble at 12 o’clock noon prompt ; 
on each succeeding day at 9-30 a.m., 
adjourn at 1 p.m., reassemble at 2 p.m., 
and adjourn for the day at 5 p.m. 


DELEGATES QUALIFICATION. 


3. (1) The Congress shall consist of 
delegates who are or have been bonda- 
fide workers at the trade which they 
represent, and are legal members of 
trade societies ; but no person can be a 
delegate to the Trades Union Congress 
unless he is actually working at his 
trade at the time of appointment, or is 
a permanent paid working official of 
his Trade Union. (2) No representa- 
tive shall be accepted as bond-fide other 
than direct representation from Trade 
Unions. (3) The delegate’s name, to- 
gether with the amount of his society’s 
contribution, shall be forwarded to the 
secretary of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee fourteen days prior to the meet- 
ing of Congress. 


BASIS OF REPRESENTATION. 


4. Trade societies, by whatever name 
they may be known, shall be entitled to 
one delegate for every 2,000 members 
or fraction thereof ; provided always that 
they have paid £1 10s. for every 1,000 
or fraction thereof of the full numerical 
strength of the society, probationary, 
free, or otherwise, towards the expenses 
of the Parliamentary Committee for the 


‘past year, and 10s. for each delegate 


attending the Congress, and forward 
their names and addresses fourteen 
days prior to the date fixed for the 
meeting of the Congress. No credential 
card shall be issued to any society not 
having complied with the foregoing 
conditions. 

In the event of a legal point arising, 
which in the opinion of the Parliamen- 
tary Committee (after consultation with 
counsel) should be tested by law in the 
general interest of Trade Unionism, 


they be empowered to request the 
organised societies to provide pro rata 
the expenses necessary to test it through 
to the highest Court of Appeal. Any 
society failing to comply be reported 
to Congress. 

5. The chairman of the Parliamentary 
Committee for the past year shall be 
president of the Congress, and the 
vice-chairman the vice-president. The 
chairman shall deliver the opening 
address, which shall not exceed thirty 
minutes, and the secretary and treasurer 
of the Parliamentary Committee shall 
be the secretary and treasurer of the 
Congress. 


APPOINTMENT OF COMMITTEES. 


6. Special committees shall be formed 
to deal with questions affecting the 
different industries, and where the 
resolutions are of a technical character 
they shall be remitted to committees 
composed of representatives from the 
societies whose members are engaged 
in the industry to which the resolution 
refers, who shall fully consider the 
same and report to Congress. 


TELLERS. 


7. Siz persons shall be appointed as 
tellers, whose ruling as to numbers shall 
be final, except in cases of dispute, when 
the chairman shall order a recount. 


VOTING. 


8. (1) The method of voting shall be 
by card, to be issued to the delegates 
of trade societies according to their 
membership, and paid for (as per 
Standing Order No. 4) on the principle 
of one card for every 1,000 members 
or fractional part thereof represented. 
(2) Such cards to be issued to delegates 
by the secretary to the Parliamentary 
Committee before the meeting of Con- 
gress. 

[It will only be necessary to resort to 
this method of voting in divisions 
that may be challenged by dele- 
gates to.Congress. | 
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QUALIFICATION FOR PARLIAMENTARY 
COMMITTEE. 

9. No candidate shall be eligible for 
election on the Parliamentary Committee 
unless he is a delegate (as per Standing 
Order No. 3), and the society so repre- 
sented must have contributed towards 
the payment of the expenses of that 
committee, in accordance with Standing 
Order No. 4, during the year previous 
to his election. In no case shall two 
members of one trade be elected on the 
Parliamentary Committee; such con- 
dition not to apply to the election of 
secretary. ® 

That no candidate shall be eligible 
for election on the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee who has privately assisted, during 
the year preceding Congress, in the 
production of anything which is produced 
by non-union labour, or is produced at 
such firms as may be declared unfair by 
the interested trade society, or who has 
continued to assist privately in the 
production of anything which is produced 
by non-union labour, or is produced at 
such firms as may be declared unfair by 
the interested trade society, after such 
matters have been pointed out to him. 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE. 


10. A Parliamentary Committee of 
thirteen, including secretary, shall be 
elected by ballot on the last day but 
one of each Congress, who shall con- 
tinue in office until they are re-elected, 
or their successors appointed. They 
shall elect from among themselves a 
president, vice-president, and treasurer 
for the ensuing year. 

The ballot paper to be filled up and 
then immediately placed in the box 
without inspection by the delegates 
other than those of the society voting. 
And that the Parliamentary Committee 
be elected subject to the present Stand- 
ing Orders. 


DUTIES OF THE PARLIAMENTARY 
COMMITTEE. 


11. The duties of the Parliamentary 
Committee shall be (1) to watch all 
legislative measures directly affecting 
the question of labour. (2) To initiate 
such legislative action as Congress may 
direct. (3) To prepare the programme 
for the Congress from resolutions 


forwarded by the respective societies, 
and be empowered to rearrange and 
place only such propositions which are 
generally accepted as coming within the 
objects and aims of Trade Unionism. 
(4) To examine and decide as to the 
validity of delegates’ credentials. (5) 
The Parliamentary Committee shall 
meet at least seven days before the 
meeting of Congress for the purpose of 
classifying resolutions and amendments, 
and shall ballot for order of procedure 
of the same, also for the position of 
delegates’ seats in Congress hall. 


PROGRAMME OF BUSINESS. 


12. Resolutions for the programme 
must be signed by the secretary and 
chairman of the society sending them, 
and must reach the secretary of the 
Parliamentary Committee at least 
twelve weeks before the time fixed for 
the meeting of Congress. Such resolu- 
tions shall be printed and sent to 
official correspondents of recognised 
Trade Unions not less than eight weeks 
before the meeting of Congress. The 
order in which these subjects are to be 
discussed shall be decided by ballot 


‘conducted by the Parliamentary Com- 
No Trade Union shall be | 


mittee. 
allowed more than three resolutions. 

The programme compiled by the 
Parliamentary Committee should be 
taken as the first business of the 
Congress. 

All amendments to the propositions 
submitted by the various trades must 
reach the secretary of the Parliamen- 
tary Committee four weeks before the 
opening of the Congress, such amend- 
ments to be signed by the president 


and secretary, and also bear the stamp 


of the society ; and such amendments 
to the propositions shall be printed and 
sent, not less than 14 days before 
the meeting of the Congress, to the 
official correspondents of the Trade 
Unions who have sent delegates’ fees 


in accordance with Standing Order 


No. 3. 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTER’S REPORT. 


13. (1) The Congress having been duly 
opened, the Parliamentary Committee 
shall present their report for the past 
year, which shall be laid on the table 
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for discussion. The report shall be 
discussed en seriatim, and not as a 
whole. Each speaker to be limited to 
five minutes, The report shall contain 
a list of the Parliamentary Committee 
meetings, with dates, also the names of 
those members who were present at 
such meetings. (2) That the Standing 
Orders of Congress and Parliamentary 
Committee shall be published with 
each Annual. Report of proceedings of 
Congress. 


SECRETARY EX-OFFICIO MEMBER OF 
CONGRESS. 


14. The secretary shall be elected by 
Congress, and be ex-officio a member of 
the Congress and the Parliamentary 
Committee. Should a vacancy occur 
between the annual meetings of the 
Congress, the Parliamentary Committee 
shall have power to fill up the vacancy. 


NOMINATION OF SECRETARY AND PAR- 
LIAMENTARY COMMITTHE. 


15. (1) That all nominations for the 
offices of secretary and Parliamentary 
Committee shall be sent in to the 
secretary not less than twelve weeks 
prior to the meetizg of Congress, and 
the list of names be published on the 
agenda paper containing resolutions that 
are to come up for discussion at Con- 
gress. (2) Thatindividual ballot papers 
containing the names of each candidate 
shall be supplied to delegates on the 
day of election (such ballot papers to be 
perforated). 


LIMITATION OF SPEECHES. 


16. (1) The mover of a resolution 
shall be allowed ten minutes, the 
seconder seven, and any or each 
succeeding speaker five minutes. No 
one shall speak more than once on a 
question, except the mover of the 
original resolution. (2) All amendments 
to resolutions must be taken in the 
order in which they are printed. 
(3) Should the president of the Congress 
be of opinion that there is no practical 
difference among the delegates, he shall 
have power to stop the discussion. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR CONGRESS. 


17. The Parliamentary Committee 
shall assist and co-operate with the 


local committee of the town where the 
next Congress is to be held, for the 
purpose of making the arrangements 
as complete as possible, and shall have 
power to invite the following persons 
to attend the sittings of the Congress 
(subject to the approval of Congress), 
viz., deputations ; the Labour members; 
the members of the city or borough ; 
likewise the mayor or provost, and 
members of the Corporation of the 
town in which the Congress is held. 

The Parliamentary Committee shall 
meet prior to the date of each Congress 
for the purpose of attending to these 
matters. 


ACCOUNTS FOR THE YEAR. 


18. The accounts for the year shall be 
closed fourteen days prior to the holding 
of each Congress, and a printed balance 
sheet, duly certified by the auditors, 
presented to each member of the 
Congress not later than Friday morning 
of the week in which the Congress is 
held. 

All surplus moneys, after payment of 
the expenses of the Congress, shall be 
used for the general purposes of the 
Parliamentary Committee. 


AUDITORS. 


19. Two auditors shall be elected, 
who shall have access to all the papers 
and documents relating to the income 
and expenditure of the Parliamentary 
Committee. 


DEALING WITH DISPUTES. 

20. Any society engaged in a dispute 
and considering themselves aggrieved 
by reason of the members of another 
society assisting to defeat those on 
strike, may report the circumstances to 
the Parliamentary Committee, who may 
then take such stepsas the circumstances 
may warrant, and should the charge be 
proved, the offending society shall be 
charged with all costs. 

Should any society make a charge 
against another society, and the society 
against whom the charge is made refuses 
to have the same investigated, such 
society shall be deemed guilty, and be 
reported to Congress. 

Should any society make a charge 
against another society, and, after due 
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investigation, fail to prove the same, it 
shall bear the whole of the costs of the 
investigation, including the expenses 
incurred by the defendant society ; and 
if in the opinion of the investigating or 
Parliamentary Committee the charge be 
a false one, wilfully and knowingly 
made, the society so offending shall, in 
addition to bearing the expense, be liable 
to a fine not exceeding £20. 


Any society refusing to pay the 
expenses of inquiry or fine as laid down 
by this Standing Order shall be reported 
to Congress. 


AMENDMENT OF STANDING ORDERS. 


21. Should any amendment of the 
Standing Orders of the Congress be 
proposed by any society, such amend- 
ment must be forwarded to the Parlia- 
mentary Committee at least twelve 
weeks before the meeting of Congress, 
and in no case shall the standing 
orders be suspended unless agreed to 
by a two-thirds vote of Congress. 


DELEGATES LEAVING CONGRESS. 


22. No delegate shall leave Congress 
without the consent of the  vice- 
president ; and delegates absent one 
whole sitting without leave of absence 
shall be named by the chairman. 


FOREIGN DELEGATION. 


23. In the event of Congress deciding 
upon any foreign, American, or Annual 
Co-operative Congress or other delega- 
tion, nominations for such delegation to 
be sent in to the secretary not 
less than twelve weeks prior to the 
meeting of Congress. 


SECRETARY'S SALARY. 


24. To amend the Standing Orders 


bearing on the subject of official salaries 
and other payments in such a manner as 
to admit of the payment of a salary of 
£250 per annum, free of income tax and 
net to the Parliamentary Secretary, and 
to provide over and above this allow- 
ance for reasonable remuneration on a 
Trade Union basis for his clerical assis- 
tant or assistants.
